Eventually it was the audience’s turn and although there 
were 81 organizations represented, a deathly ‘ush greeted 
this Chairman's invitation to participate. | have been known 
occasionally to cast aside my cloak of shyness and modesty 
and so nothing loath, | opened the batting with a few (| hope) 
well chosen comments, criticisms and questions, pleading 
all the while that | was only going first because Aslib starts 
with the letter ‘A’ (so does “AIM’!). 

Eventually the debate raged around — well, let’s say it 
meandered hither and thither, but such was the special 
pleading for this sector and that sector, that after a while | 
couldn’t hear what was going on for the grinding of axes! In 
spite of this, overall, it was a good idea, well received, and | 
feel sure it marked a new era in consultation between ‘our’ 
bit of government and the rest of the IC which can only be 
of benefit to us all. Next time, | suggest, the whole process 
must be more structured so that there is informed debate 
on specific issues.

Hard times lie ahead — watch out for the ‘trans-border data 
flow’ issue. 


A Full Complement of Committees 


Committees are a necessary evil which we bring upon 
ourselves in the pursuit of democracy. However, in an 
organization such as Aslib it means also that there is direct 


involvement by a significant number of people in the affairs 
of the organization. 

| am tremendously heartened to see that, in the new 
Committee structure, no fewer than 28 of the 34 members 
of Council are members of one or more committees, sub- 
committees or working parties. In addition there are about 
20 people who are not Council members — on Editorial 
Boards etc.

1984 And All That 


AD 1984 has been an (in)famous date since George 
Orwell exposed his view of the future (? Domesday Scenario?) 
in his book of that name, published in 1949. However, there 
is another vastly more important reason to look forward to 
that particular year. It was on Sunday 7 September 1924 
that Aslib came into existence; not as Aslib, | hasten to add, 
but as a Standing Committee elected at a weekend Conven- 
tion of special librarians held in Hoddesdon, Herts. The 
name — Association of Special Libraries and Information 
Bureaux — was adopted on 21 May 1925, but formal 
incorporation was not achieved until 30 November 1927. 
| had hoped that we could celebrate our Diamond Jubilee 
in 1984, but it looks as though that event will have to wait 
until 1985 or even 1987. That gives us more time to plan an 
appropriate celebration! 

(N.B. The acronymic name ‘Aslib’ was formally adopted as 
a company limited by guarantee on 7 April 1949.)

Database of Abstracting and Indexing Services 


The Central Information Service (CIS) of the University of 
London has been awarded a grant by the British Library 
Research and Development Department to update the ‘Inven- 
tory of abstracting and indexing services produced in the UK’ 
(originally published in 1978 as R and D Report Number 5420). 
In addition to updating the inventory, it is aimed to produce a 
collection of records in machine-readable form: each record 
will describe an abstracting or indexing service. The records 
will be mounted on floppy discs under the control of an 
information retrieval package for micro-computers using the 
CP/M operating system. Each record will be in MARC format 
and all fields of the record will be searchable. The existence of 
this database should enable the production of hardcopy as 
frequently as required and assist future updating. The informa- 


Indexing 


The results from the Group's latest Indexing Project (How 
Do We Index?) were presented at a recent afternoon meeting. 
Sixteen participated, but no single term was selected by al! 
sixteen participants. Nevertheless, it was argued that inter- 
indexer consistency is much higher if minor morphological 
variations are ignored and if synonyms are brought together. 

There seems to be a close relationship between the index 
entries selected and the semantic/syntactic structure of the 
texts. There is some evidence, which is seemingly contradictory, ` 
that indexers prefer to use technical terminology rather than 
more popular terms, whilst also appearing to avoid the use of 
specific terminology.

With the sudden death of Frank Taylor on 12 November at 
the comparatively early age of 59, Aslib has fost one of its 
elder statesmen. He was first elected to Council in 1960, 
served on many of its committees and was Deputy Chairman, 
1976—80. In 1980, he led the Aslib delegation which gave 
evidence to the House of Commons Select Committee on 
Information Storage and Retrieval. His membership of the 
Northern Branch dated from 1957 and he was Treasurer from 
1966. In the latter capacity, he was closely involved in 
organizing the Joint Branch Conferences which invariably 
included some delicate but friendly financial negotiations with 
the Midlands Branch. His conviviality, combined with an 
amiable Lancastrian wit, made him a popular avuncular figure.

Apart from four years as an air navigator in the RAF, his 
entire professional career was with the Manchester Public 
Libraries where he was appointed Scientific and Technical 
Librarian in 1957.

Leaky meeting scuppers Companies House cooperation 
AEBIG Committee member Terry Hanstock, who attended the 
DES meeting on proposed coaperation between Companies 
House and the public library service, reports on the subsequent 
debacie. 


Those librarians not within easy reach of either Cardiff or 
London would have been heartened to read in the July Issue of 
New Library World of proposals put forward by Companies 
House to institute a postal enquiry service. The scheme would 
have allowed public libraries — six initially — to act as a link 
between the general public, who are not always aware of the 
ramifications involved in acquiring information on private 
companies, and Companies House. Microfiche accounts would 
thus have been made available at a reasonable cost to a greater 
number of the population than possible at present. Companies 
House would at last have been fulfilling the spirit of the law in 
regard to company information rather than the letter. 

However the euphoria of New Library Worid appears to 
have been premature as the scheme is not now going ahead. 
The reasons for this change of mind on the part of Companies 
House vary. 

Problems involving negotiations with the Civil Service unions 
are cited as one delaying factor. Another letter from the same 
source, though at a later date, states that pressure on staffing 
has caused the Secretary of State for Trade to decide not to 
offer the proposed postal service to public libraries. Reading 
between the lines, it would not be too fanciful to see the 
influence of the company search agents — a group not without 
influence in these matters — behind the decision, Their activities 
and successes as an ‘insider’ pressure group at Companies House 
are well known, and the fact that they are said to have suffered 
a substantia! decline in business may have had some bearing on 
their decision to lobby the Secretary of State for Trade. Yet 
again, private enterprise has gained at the expense of public 
interest. All librarians or information officers with any interest 
at all in the provision of company information should make 
his or her feelings known to their own Member of Parliament. 
AEBIG will certainiy be taking the matter further. 

P.S. It would be interesting to speculate on whether the 
company search agents would have had the same success had 
details of the scheme not been prematurely ‘leaked’. 


AEBIG Award 


Once again, AEBIG is to present an award to the publisher 
of the new reference source judged to be of most value to the 
business information community. This year’s award will be for 
a source first made available in 1982 and the prize — a pewter 
tankard — will be presented at AEBIG’s AGM. Suggestions 
from members will be considered, and the winning source 
selected, by a panel of experienced business librarians. It is 
hoped that the award will stimulate discussion between 
publishers and librarians and make publishers more aware of 
the kind of information required and the best methods of 
presentation for the information to be of most use to our 
profession. 

When considering suggestions please bear in mind the 
following criteria: nominated titles must be new titles first 
published during 1982; directories, annuals or reference sources 
of use to British libraries. Foreign publications are allowed. 
Non book materials, such a microforms or databases, are 
welcomed. Titles will be judged on the presentation of infor- 
mation; the value of the information from the user’s viewpoint; 
the percentage of the information that is not easily obtainable 
elsewhere; the accuracy of the information; and how up to 
date it is. 

AEBIG is always open to suggestions for changes in the 
competition, and would welcome any fresh ideas.

AH change for Business Monitors 


The adoption of the revised 1980 Standard Industrial 
Classification by the Government Statistical Service has neces- 
sitated a thorough rejigging of the Business Monitor series. 
Peter McShane, Librarian at the Business Statistics Office, guides 
us through the maze. 

1 Census of Production reports (PA series of Business Monitors} 

The 1980 Census of Production was the first to be conducted 
on SIC revised 1980, and the PA series of Business Monitors 
renumbered accordingly. The PA census reports were published 
at three-digit Group level of SIC revised 1980, and this has 
resulted in a reduction of the number of individual industry 
reports from 164 to 112. For the convenience of users, recon- 
ciliation lists linking the old and new Monitors have been 
prepared by the BSO Library and copies are freely available 
from the address below. l 
2 Quarterly inquiries into manufacturers’ sales (PQ series) 

These will be revised and renumbered according to SIC 
revised 1980 after the issues for the fourth quarter 1982. 

The first issues of the new PQ Monitors wili be those for the 
first quarter 1983 which will be published in mid 1983. The 
smal! number of PM reports currently published will be 

revised and renumbered after the issues for December 1982. 

The new PQ Monitors wiil be published at four digit Activity 
level of SIC revised 1980, and the number of PQ titles issued 
will increase from 161 to 199, However, for the first time in 
the PQ series, a number of composite Monitors will be published 
incorporating two or more separate PO titles, and the number 
of PQ Monitors published will thus be limited to 175. _ 

The BSO Library has prepared reconciliation lists, similar 
to those for the PA Monitors, linking the old and new series 
of PQ and PM Monitors.

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Automation without tears... 


Gnashing of teeth is in order if you missed the sound advice 
offered in the double act by John Whitehead of DRG and 
Mike Hyman, an independent consultant, at AEBIG’s seminar 
on planning automation, last September. For an hour and a 
half they posed the questions librarians planning automation 
should ask themselves (but presumably often don’t) and 
provided some of the answers. Can you justify automation at 
all, for instance? Your despised manual system may be best for 
you. Run a feasibility study, they said, and get a consultant to 
check it, even if you can’t afford to hire him to run it for you. 
And for those who could afford one, advice was offered on 
how to choose, and on traps for the unwary. Preparation of 
staff, monitoring of progress and cost, factors to take into 
account in choosing systems — all were covered to the evident 
satisfaction of the participants. So popular did it prove that 
there’s just a slim chance it will be repeated, so keep on the 
look-out. 


... and market research with 


Should public libraries provide it at all? Surely anyone 
seriously setting up a business should regard information costs 
as anormal part of their expenses and not expect to get market 
research reports free. This seemingly intractable problem was 
kicked around once again at AEBIG’s market research seminar 
held at Aslib last May. Sensible suggestions were the order of 
the day, but not many solutions. It was agreed that the situa- 
tion would not be improved by putting pressure on publishers — 
if they felt threatened they would simply find other ways to 
sell the information without actually publishing at all. Much 
more could be achieved, as the BL’s Business Information 
Service had shown, by cooperation — encouraging deposit by 
restricting accessibility — although it was gloomily recognized 
that such a policy was more likely to benefit future social 
historians than current market researchers. Inevitably, perhaps, 
the bulk of the discussion centred on at least finding out what 
we do know about accessibility. A register of work in progress 
was not regarded as feasible, since companies would be unlikely 
to agree to a system that told their competitors what they 
were doing. A guide to publishers’ policies on accessibility was 
considered more practicable, although there was still the 
problem of companies changing their policies, depending on 
who was asking. However it was suggested that AEBIG, in 
consultation with the Market Research Society, might be able 
to compile a listing along these lines. AEBIG, needless to say, 
are looking into it.

Have you talked to a computer lately? 


Dr M. Underwood from ICL spoke at the Annual Conference. 
He began by saying that computers did not exist to which you 
could talk, and their capacity to speak and spell was due to 
considerable advances in digital technology. He played a tape 
which was produced by keyword input, but the reproduction 
was not good. Properties of speech were that it was rapid and a 
natural means of communication between humans, but how it 
was said was very important if it came from a machine. It must 
not annoy. An example of a voice wave was shown, and 
Dr Underwood explained that at an input of 64 K bits per sec., 
it was necessary to speed up a floppy disc to have sufficient 
memory in a reasonable space, it is important also to maintain 
fidelity. Examples of a Computer-stored voice were given. 
Voices could not only annoy the person spoken to, but could 
also lead to large (and tedious) referencing. Possible uses of 
this development were given; own use, shared use, voice gram. 
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Eltron News 


Machine produced voices could deliver messages. Machine 
could, in a limited way, speak to machine, and had access to 
telephone networks, and this could be used to deliver messages 
at appropriate times in different time zones. 

Though, Dr Underwood concluded, speech technology is 
here, natural spoken communication is a long way off.

It will also be published in book form by Pergamon Press in 
November at £20.00. This is a breakthrough in the presentation 
of published information and it should be made an annual 
feature. Also this seems an area in which Aslib could co-operate. 
The Society of Long Range Planners also have their head- 
quarters in Belgrave Square. The only area | would like to see 
in future issues concerns marketing and innovation. However 
the next issue of Long Range Planning is covering this so it 
should be another issue of wide interest. 


Information and Small Firms 


Most people agree that even when the recession lifts the 
larger firms will notemploy any more people. In fact it is likely 
that they will employ less. Therefore the information needs of 
the small firin is an area in which we should take an interest. 

Capital Planning Information have just published a report 
on this which was a two year research project funded by the 
British Library. It was restricted to the small manufacturing 
firm employing up to 100 people. The research was undertaken 
by Rosemary Shipsey based at Oxford and Richard Bennett 
‘based at Edinburgh and 200 firms were interviewed. We were 
pleased to co-operate with Rosemary in Milton Keynes. 
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No firm in the high technology area was studied which was 
sensible because these firms know where the information they 
require is. What they lack is funding. It is encouraging that a 
number of schemes are now available from the DOI. The 
organizations and agencies helping small firms fall into two 
groups, national and local. The local agencies are set up in 
response to a need while the national agencies are set up 
because it is thought a need exists. Therefore the local organiza- 
tions could be more effective but they lack resources. There is 
also the problem of the person running the small firm. He is 
often an individualist who does not like to ask for help. Also 
the report shows there is no group identity among small firms. 

lt was found that in most cases agencies were not effective 
in getting through to small firms and in many cases did not 
understand the problerns. The main contact and in some cases 
the only external contact was with the accountant and bank 
manager. 

A suggestion that Business Information Officers should be 
set up in Public Libraries is made. As most Public Libraries 
now have access to commercial online databases this is a good 
idea. It is almost back to the Industrial Liaison Officer. In my 
view the ILO’'s should not have been abolished. It is clear from 
this report that there is plenty of information for small firms 
but 

1. It is spread over many organizations 

2. It is not in a form which the small business can use. 

This is a very useful piece of research and everyone in the 
information profession should read it. Has the Minister 
responsible for small firms seen it? Finally there is a useful list 
appended of organizations offering a service to small firms. 
The full reference is as follows:

Pianning Information workshop 


A report of a one day conference held at Aslib, 3 Belgrave 
Square, London SW1X 8PL. 

This workshop was organized by Aslib Transport and Plan- 
ning Group and was well attended. Of the 42 people who came 
the majority were planners in local authorities from as far away 
as Cornwall, Humberside, Wales and Scotland. In my introduc- 
tion as Chairman of this group ! briefly mentioned the tech- 
niques used by planners both in the private and public sector 
and suggested that there should be more co-operation. The 
Main areas suggested were job creation and the protection of 
the environment. 

The first paper was ‘Sources of Planning Information’ given 
by Eleanor Rickman, Head of Bibliographic Services DOE and 
Transport library. The numerous publications issued by the 
DOE were described as well as the indexing and abstracting 
guides to these. Descriptive leaflets were also described and 
these were available for people to take away. It was clear from 
the discussion that the DOE library has a valuable collection 
of material for local authorities if they knew it existed. The 
first thing to do is to take the published guides so that local 
authorities are better informed. For specific problems a visit 
to the DOE library would be useful. It was pointed out that 
this was possible but an appointment had to be made; also the 
DOE library should be seen as a last resource. 

The next paper was ‘Running a Planning Library’. John 
Bennett described how the Local Government Unit and Plan- 
ning Library, East Sussex Council was set up. This was a merg- 
ing of all libraries and a registry covering planning into one 
unit. All publications were sent to him first via the printing 
department. These were recorded but then made available to 
the person who needed them. It was clear from the questions 
that many planners wouid welcome a similar service within 
their county. In fact any County Council not running such a 
service should make a point of studying the unit. 

After a good buffet lunch Barry Nuttall gave a short paper 
on the ‘Benefit of Co-operation’. Barry is Sub Librarian, Laeds 
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Polytechnic with an interest in Urban and Regional Planning. 
in fact it is thanks to Barry that this workshop took place. He 
spoke about the benefit of formal co-operation in using to the 
full local and national libraries. The informal network was 
then described. This exists within all organizations and between 
organizations. This means meeting as many people as possible 
in other planning authorities, universities, polytechnics and 
industry and commerce. The advantages of joining such groups 
as Aslib Transport and Planning Group was one way of getting 
into the informal network. 

A demonstration of Acompline was given by Alan Gomersal], 
Head of Research Library, Greater London Council. Before 
demonstrating this equipment Alan mentioned that the 
Research Library was now the single information unit in the 
GLC. He also described Urban Abstracts which is now such a 
length that it is no Jonger possible to search. Acompline is an 
online development based on Urban Abstracts but is now 
wider in its coverage. This was seen as the future with the 
possible ceasing of publication of Urban Abstracts in the near 
future. At one time library staff spent days in searching 
abstract journals. With Acompline this could be done in 
minutes. Therefore the cost of £60.00 per hour was very 
economical. The system was then demonstrated and in all 
cases information traced. It was pointed out that this system 
had been developed for the GLC so that national coverage 
was good, also for London, but Wales for example was not so 
well covered. However it is clear that this is the only way for- 
ward for planning documention. Co-operation between the 
GLC and the County Councils to make this a national resource 
would be well worth while. 

The final part of the workshop was a talk by Don Kennington, 
Director cf Capital Planning Information, and a demonstration 
of Urbandoc microfile. In his talk Don Kennington described 
his difficulties in obtaining planning documents from local 
authorities. He had a contract with the British Library to obtain 
these so that they were then available on a national basis. Many 
local authorities were not able to sustain a mailing list, one 
had tc keep writing to get them. He had visited a local autho- 
rity and had asked to see their planning documents. They were 
not atle to do so despite the fact that anyone living in the area 
has a right to see these. The problem of publishing and market- 
ing planning documents was described. The market must be 
known so that the right number are printed. He described 
some work he was undertaking for a local authority and had 
suggestec a joint venture with a printing firm. 

Urbandoc Microfile was then described. This had only been 
launched this year and so far 300 documents from over 40 | 
local authorities were available in microfiche. There was a 
printed index available. It was pointed out that Acompline was 
excellent for tracing documents but we still had to find a loca- 
tion for the document itself. 


Conclusions 


This workshop was successful and there were many questions 
in response to the papers and demonstrations. Many people 
stopped on after the end of the workshop to see further 
demonstration of Acompline and Urbandoc Microfile. 

My reactions are as follows: it is clear that co-operation ` 
between industry and commerce and local authorities is vital 
in order to create more jobs and to protect the environment 
but before this can happen on any large scale, local authorities 
should consider setting up planning information units such as 
at East Sussex and establishing a marketing strategy for their 
publications. Many of the publications shown at the workshop 
could have wider sales if people knew about them. 

Finally can we make this workshop an annual event report- 
ing on progress on the above points? | had the impression that 
the planners in local government were facing similar problems 
but in isolation. Could an annual event help here? 
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EUROPEAN NEWS 


AG FIZ 


The Arbeitsgemeinschaft der Fachinformationszentren (AG 
FIZ) is an association of agencies producing and supplying 
specialized information; its tasks include articulating and 
conducting an extensive interdisciplinary public relations 
programme. For this purpose, the AG FIZ has to coordinate 
its PR efforts with the subject oriented marketing strategies of 
its member agencies. According to this year’s concept the 
AG FIZ was present at the Hannover Fair as in previous years. 
it ran hourly demonstrations at its exhibition stand dealing 
with topical questions. These questions were discussed and 
analysed with the interested public; then a demonstration was 
given how to procure the information necessary to solve these 
problems. 

The AG FIZ published the 13th volume of its periodical 
‘Das Inforum”, in time for the Hannover fair, emphasising 
three central themes: information industry, information trans- 
fer and education and training for the information profession. 
In addition a folder with instructive material (Das Inforum 
— a head start through information) and a poster with the 
title ‘I’ve got it!’ were distributed. Both folder and poster can 
be ordered in writing to the Sekretariat der AG FIZ, Herriotstr. 
5, 6000 Frankfurt 71, Germany. 

The tasks of the AG FIZ also include offering a forum 
where opinions can be exchanged and wishes and recommenda- 
tions expressed. To.serve this purpose the AG FIZ conducts 
conferences (Informationsveranstaltungen) dealing with on- 
going or completed projects in the field of scientific and 
technical information. 

Two of these conferences so far dealt with ‘Euronet DIANE’ 
and with ‘Information Linguistics’. On each occasion there 
were reports on various projects concerning themselves with 
the given subject, on their aims, and the progress made etc. 

In March 1982 the third of these conferences was held 
with a heading that has been topical for some time: ‘The market 
for specialized information’ (Markt für Fachinformation). 
Looking back it seems that the arguments used in the discus- 
sions have undergone considerable change compared to the 
state-of-the-art some five years ago. Easy to handle, but wrong 
formulas led our thinking into dead-end streets, and the path 
away from such slogans as ‘What is needed, is provided by the 
market. What the market does not provide, is not needed’ had 
to be found. They are not forgotten yet, but time has passed 
over them. The conference proceedings were published in 
Das Inforum, Nr. 14, July 1982 and can also be obtained from 
the secretariat of the AG FIZ. 


EURIPA symposium 


The finances and economics of database building and selling 
form the central theme of the third Symposium of EURIPA, 
the European Information Provider's Association, to be held 
on 17--18 March 1983 in Luxembourg. EURIPA represents 
database and databank constructors from the private sector in 
twelve European countries. The first two Symposia covered 
the size and shape of the Information Industry and the role of 
the private and public sector in the Information Industry. The 
themes of the 1983 meeting are: i 
— start up problems such as the usefulness of market research, 
product design and pricing, how to get bank loans and whether 
to build or buy in. 

— operational problems such as choice of marketing tools and 
cost effective production techniques. 

— transnational questions, for example: is Europe a common 
information market or are all other markets marginal to the 
domestic one?

Such a system 
may have distinct advantages over present paper-based distribu- 
tion systems which are becoming increasingly slow, cumber- 
some and costly, but will it meet the needs of those who wish 
to read the documents? Will publishers be able and willing to 
supply documents to such a system? Will it be economic? 

‘These questions are investigated in a study undertaken by 
Pira for the Publishers Association of the United Kingdom 
and DG XIII, the Directorate-General Information Market and 
Innovation, Commission of the European Communities. The 
study is essential reading for policy makers, those with respon- 
sibility for strategy and future profit generation in publishing, 
information managers and equipment suppliers to the informa- 
tion industry. The study provides unique information on: 

information user attitudes 

document delivery technology 

the role of communications technology 
cost comparisons 

systems conceptualization 

The study concludes that there are a number of scenarios 
for an electronic document delivery service which represent a 
reasonable, though not complete, match with users’ and 
publishers’ requirements, if technical criteria alone are used. It 
also concludes that an electronic document delivery service 
based on current technology could be offered at a price which 
would appear reasonable to potential users, and the publishers 
in the scientific, technical, medical and professional fields are 
willing to set up and operate a document delivery service if 
this is economically viable.

The new edition of Guide to European Community Grants 
and Loans is now available from Euroinformation Ltd. Like 
the previous edition published last year, the guide aims to offer 
a comprehensive guide to the grants and loans which are cur- 
rently available from the European Community. In the new 
edition, the section covering alternative energy research and 
high technology funds has been expanded reflecting the Com- 
munity’s increasing interest in these fields. 

A background description of each fund is given followed 
by an explanation of the purposes for which aid can be given 
and the criteria which govern eligibility.

in existing library stock. One chapter is devoted to the role of 
evaluation in book weeding process. A list of further reading 
is also provided.

This book first appeared in 1967, and this edition has been 
thoroughly revised to encompass new trends and developments, 
including the use of computers for processing data. 

The work provides a good introduction to statistical survey 
techniques for librarians, and will be of particular interest to 
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library school students. The chapters follow the whole process 
of conducting a survey from the various factors which should 
be considered in planning stages, methods of collecting, pro- 
cessing and analysing of results. The final chapter outlines the 
costs and future of library surveys. The appendix provides 
practical examples of surveys, while the bibliography lists 
details of general volumes on the subject and some important 
surveys. 


The joy of cataloguing: essays, letters, reviews and other 
explosions. Sanford Berman. Phoenix: Oryx Press, 1981. 249p.

In the introduction the author states ‘Cataloguing should be 
fun. And challenging. And useful. But too often it is none of 
those things.’ The aim behind this collection of papers, letters 
and essays is to show the unreliability of existing cataloguing 
codes and schemes, and the responsibilities of libraries to main- 
tain a catalogue for its users and to illustrate the joy of cata- 
loguing! Berman indicates that he believes this series of reprints 
exemplify and elaborate the three objectives which should 
underline all cataloguing procedures: intelligibility, findability 
and fairness (to the material being catalogued!),

Part 1 of this thesaurus, the classified display, was published 
in 1979. Part 2 comprises an alphabetical list of terms, from 
abdomen to zoos, indicating broader, narrower and related 
terms, ‘use’ and ‘use for’ relationships, scope notes, and a ‘see 
also’ link indicating a term with which there is no direct asso- 
ciation of meaning, but which, in a particular context, may be 
used in combination. The consumer interest, as displayed in 
the thesaurus, extends far beyond the role of the consumer in 
the market place, although this role occupies a central place. it 
extends to medicine, social welfare, transport and the environ- 
ment and to almost every aspect of a person’s life. It has been 
compiled from a study of English language (primarily British 
and American) sources of information and thus its subject 
coverage is slanted in this direction. 

The thesaurus wes produced using the ASSASSIN system and 
is suitable for manual and mechanized information retrieval 
systems. 


Map librarianship. 2nd ed. Harold Nichols. London: Bingley, 
1982.

The author has attempted to bring together the basic prin- 
ciples of map librarianship and to stimulate ideas for the deve- 
lopment of map libraries, and their reference and information 
services. Current, local and early maps are discussed in detail, 
with a chapter devoted to each type of map. Advice is provided 
throughout the volume, for tracing, identifying and the acquisi- 
tion of maps, processing, storage and preservation.

Aslib comments on LISC FDL-2 Report 


In response to the issue of the Library & Information 
Services Council (L!SC) second report ‘Future Developments 
of the Library and Information Services’ #2 (FDL-2), Aslib 
set up a Working Party. This group consisted of:

This Working Party consisted of people who have consider- 
able experience in the library and information area, and they 
gave detailed consideration to the LISC report ‘Working 
Together Within a National Framework’. The Working Party’s 
response is published below. 


Response to the LISC Report ‘Future Developments of 
Libraries and Information Services, Working Together 
Within a National Framework’ 


1 General comments 
1.1 Consultation 


We welcome the ‘open approach’ taken by LISC and 
would also welcome even more effective consultative 
processes, e.g. meetings and seminars having specific 
and defined objectives. Aslib is prepared to be actively 
involved in these activities. 


1.2 The Economic environment 


We are very disappointed that the report makes 
little or no reference to the harsh economic environ- 
ment which currently prevails, and which is likely to 
prevail for some time to come. We are concerned that 
a too ‘sheltered’ view has been taken, with no reference 
to, e.g., increasing unemployment, deskilling, closure of 
libraries and information units — particularly in the 
industrial sector. We regard it is essential that the full 
import of the effects of economic and fiscal policies or 
the profession should be thought through. The impres- 
sion given by FDL-2 is that the LIS profession has 
problems, but in some strange way we are almost 
insulated from the outside world. Issues such as what 
is known of the effects of recession on information 
services in industry or libraries in the universities or 
the community have been ignored. 


1.3 L/SC organizations and structure 
There is a need for a clear understanding by the LIS

profession of the structure of LISC (membership — 
names and affiliations were provided at the open 
meeting) and its position in the DES/OAL structure. 
Now, of course, the additional role of Mr Chris Leamy 
needs to be spelled out. 


1.4 Research 


There are many areas where money spent on effec- 
tive research will be well spent. We appreciate that 
there is no likelihood of ‘new money’ being available, 
and therefore consider that the very best value must 
be extracted from every £ spent. In particular the 
quantitative aspects of the LIS profession as a whole 
(i.e. not just the public sector) need to be ascertained. 
How can we possibly plan for the future when we do 
not know how many professionals, sub-professionals we 
comprise, what is the rate of change, where, when and 
how etc., etc. The availability of quantitative data on 
the shape, nature and rate of change of the LIS profes- 
sion is vital to our future. We suggest that the following 
issues would also benefit from research. 


* Ways in which information can be used and promoted 


as a resource to aid national economic recovery. 


information can be seen as a politically sensitive 
weapon in the hands of those who wish to wield 
power and authority. Cooperation or lack of it, will 
depend very much on the perception of those who 
are asked to co-operate. Blockages to co-operation 
might well be researched. 


The flow of information under recession and in 
situations of retrenchment and reduction of 
resources. Does information flow.equally well, better 
or worse between managers, marketers, planners, 
etc., etc., with or without an intermediary? How 
does/will this affect the role of the intermediary, 
what new skills will this require, and how will the 
needs be met? 


The most expensive part of LIS expenditure is that 
on people. In the current climate this is being 
reduced and money is being diverted into equipment. 
What consequences does this have for the profession 
and the skills required to manage the situation? 


What future is there for ‘shared services’? 


Centres of excellence generally arise from the activity 
of a small group of sponsors, who develop them in 
response to their own needs. Once they are identified, 
what happens then? Will they get government 
funding if opened up to outside use? Will those who 
have built them up object if others ‘reap the bene- 
fits’? Will there be a continued willingness to share 
‘sensitive’ information if they are opened up to use 
by the public? 
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* A review should be undertaken of how the funded 
research of the last five years has subsequently been 
exploited. 


Guidelines should be produced on how the results 
of research should be disseminated and exploited. 


1.5 Invitation to submit papers 


Whilst we appreciate the general invitation to present 
papers to LISC, we believe that this will lead to a very 
low rate of response. We consider that LISC should 

- commission brief, pithy papers and submissions from 
specific organizations and individuals on particular 
issues/topics. This will greatly ‘sharpen up’ the contri- 
butions and will lead to a sense of involvement by 
those concerned. 


2 Specific comments on FDL-2 recommendations 


(The numbers quoted are the numbers of the recommenda- 
tions in the original report). 


#2 Centres of Excellence 


We support the idea of a review, not only in order 
to determine what there is, but also to identify gaps. 
The review should define their scope and role and 
produce guidelines on these. The problem of increasing 
public use of such centres, including issues relating to 
pricing policies, should be included. 


#3 Information needs of small firms 


We feel that enough research has been carried out in 
this area for the time being. What is needed now is 
some follow-up and some action. Many diverse and 
disparate organizations are offering varying degrees and 
types of information and advice. Some pilot projects 
need to be established, possibly based on the old ILO 
concept, but learning from that experience! Other 
projects which could be initiated are: 


* How EEC documentation might be better exploited 
for business use. 


* Information services for small retailers.

Information Technology 


We should encourage government to sponsor/fund 
projects which are concerned with the exploitation of 
‘information’, not just ‘technology’. LISC should use 
its influence to bring about this change of emphasis 
which is so badly needed. 

We must try also to identify gaps in the UK in the 
provision of ontine services and databases. 


Electronic publishing 


We understand the significance of the recommenda- 
tion and support it. However, we must guard against 
possible information loss. 


Co-operation 


It seems unduly optimistic to assume that co- 
operation between LIS units will grow. People will 
only co-operate in the face of the reality of survival 
(a realization not fully appreciated by many LIS 
managers and staff, even now!) or if the answer to the 
question ‘What's in it for me?’ is satisfactorily answered. 

Co-operation is needed to encourage the develop- 
ment of nationally — and preferably internationally 
accepted standards, e.g. in data transmission. 


Funding 


We would strongly support LISC in a concerted 
move to get the Department of Industry to allocate 
funds for the development of information retrieval, 
software and databases. 


3 Omissions 
We regard the following as serious omissions from the 


report, and would urge their consideration: 


* Business information, and systems for the effective 
and efficient collection, storage, dissemination and 
use of same. 


* The issue of public vs restricted access to information. 


* The issue of ‘Who Pays?’ has not been properly 
addressed.

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Daphne Clark: a profile 





Daphne Clark: Professional Development Group Manager 


i'm yet another chemist who has found her way into 
information work! After leaving Girton College, Cambridge, 
| did the postgraduate course at Aberystwyth. My first post 
was Science Librarian at Oxford Polytechnic, which gave a 
good introduction to scientific information work of all kinds, 
and also to the world of education. It was a growing interest 
in educational issues, and in user education in particular, 
which led me to move on to work for the Travelling Workshops 
Experiment, a British Library-funded research project based at 
Newcastle Polytechnic. 

There | spent a fascinating four years developing and testing 
workshops and instructional packages which could be used by 
academic librarians to teach their students how to use libraries 
and information. But all good things must come to an end, and 
that’s particularly true of research grants! However, | was 
fortunate enough to be offered a permanent post where | 
- could start to put into practice some of the things we'd done 
at. Newcastle; the job of Sub-librarian at Hatfield Polytechnic, 
where | was responsible for all the educational aspects of the 
library service. Hatfield also, of course, introduced me to the 
wider information wortd, through the Hertis network, with its 
emphasis on providing a service to industry. 

Working for a research project had other spin-offs, and | 
was lucky enough to be invited by the British Council to 
undertake trips abroad — once to Turkey for two weeks to 
lecture on user education, and last year to Kenya to develop 
a package of promotional and educational material for use in 
their public library service. 

| am also involved with a number of professional groups, 
which have provided me with a lot of stimulus — the Library 
and Information Research Group, the Sconul Advisory 
Committee on Information Services, and the On-Line Users 
Group. 

When I'm not working (or, now, commuting in from the 
wilds of South Bedfordshire) | enjoy the usual bourgeois 
pastimes — cooking (and eating!), country rambles and 
cycle rides, and dabbling in photography and water-colour 
painting — if that doesn’t all sound too Jane Austen-ish!

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The new Professional Development Group 


Having just taken up the post of Professional Development . 
Group Manager, | thought it might be useful (to myself and 
to members) to outline some very provisional ideas about the 
Group’s activities. | should perhaps make two preliminary 
points. First, anything we can do in the future will only be 
possible because of the excellent reputation that Aslib has 
already established in this field. Second, we shall be working 
in co-operation rather than in competition with the other 
professional bodies and educational institutions in the library 
and information field. This last point is particularly important 
in the light of the current concern about manpower planning, 
and education and training for library and information work. 
it is a crucial and challenging area in which Aslib must be 
involved. 


Courses and conferences 


The existing programme of courses, conferences and meetings 
provides members with excellent opportunities to acquire or 
brush-up their skills or knowledge on a range of topics, at 
different levels. | would like to develop this programme in two 
ways: firstly, to accommodate the new aspects of information 
handling which are continually emerging; and secondly, to link 
events so as to form structured series which enable professional 
development to be more systematically planned. 

We are starting with a series of courses on automation, by 
adding to the introductory course one which will provide 
managers of information units or small libraries with practical 
advice on choosing and installing a computer system. 

One reason for the establishment of a Professional Develop- 
ment Group is that the distinction between seminars and 
courses cannot be totally clear-cut. For example, the one day 
conference on private viewdata systems might be followed by 
a more g2neral course on videotex. Alternatively, introductory 
courses provide a basis for more specialized training; | hope to 
iook at some aspects of business information in more detail 
than is possible on the general five-day course. 

Increasingly information retrieval is useless unless it is then 
communicated effectively. The new course on ‘Presentation 
of Information’ deals with written communication skills; other 
meetings could cover allied techniques such as the marketing 
of information. Such courses will include a large practical 
element. 

The need for training in management skills was a topic 
which arose at a recent AEBIG meeting on further training for 
the business librarian, and is one which | would like to pursue. 


Training materials 


A spin-off from courses may well be packages of training 
materials, which organizations could use for their own in-house 
training, or individuals for personal development. 


Employment 


Unfortunately in many ways, the current economic climate 
makes our services in this area increasingly in demand. An 
important aspect of our work will continue to be to give 
advice to those wishing to take up employment, and to help 
them find posts via the Professional Register. 


Ideas please 


When | left my previous job, a colleague said ‘I shall hope 
to see a lot of well-developed professionals emerging fram 
Aslibl’. | wouldn't quite put it that way, but | hope we shall 
be able to offer a range of meetings, courses, workshops, 
packages, advice and assistance. But | shall need help — and | 
would be very grateful for any comments or suggestions that 
anyone cares to make!

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Jack Burkett: An appreciation 


Readers will learn with regret of the death of Jack Burkett 
on 16 December 1982. Jack had a long career in the fields of 
information and library service, He began in 1931, and like 
many people who were later successful in special libraries, he 
served for twelve years in public libraries. He then moved into 
the special library field, and in addition to working in govern- 
ment and industrial libraries, he held posts in other information 
related fields — he was for instance Assistant Editor of Nuc/ear 
Power. In 1962 he moved into the field where he was to make 
his greatest contribution, teaching library and information 
studies, first at the North Western Polytechnic (as it then was), 
later moving to Ealing, where he became Principal Lecturer. 
He taught a wide range of subjects, ranging from information 
retrieval, through management, to the bibliography of science 
and technology. He also undertook a wide range of extra-mural 
activities, organizing meetings and lecturers for his own college 
and for the Library Association, and lectured on a great many 
Aslib courses. He also published a number of books which 
were of great value as reference books, supplementing other 
directories, and also a textbook for students. He was also 
involved in a number of research projects. Jack retired at the 
age of sixty, but he continued to lecture and to publish, so 
that he was at least as busy after his retirement as before. 
Among other projects he organized and lectured on a course 
in Nairobi in 1979, under the auspices of Aslib and the Deutsche 
Stiftung für Entwicklung, His last illness was mercifully brief, 
and his sudden death came as a shock to his many friends. 

The secret of Jack's success, both as a teacher and as a 
professional information worker, lay in his sunny personality. 
Cheerful, friendly, totally without malice, he won the confi- 
dence of both students and colleaques. He was also completely 
reliable and unstinting in his devotion to his work. To see 
him with his students was a lesson in how to inspire interest 
and hard work. To his colleaques he could always be relied on 
not only to do his job, but also to help out whenever possible 
in emergencies, To those of us who were lucky enough to be 
counted as his friends, he will be greatly missed. Generations 
of those who studied under him will remember him with 
affection and gratitude.

Exploiting Private Viewdata: a seminar 
13 April 1983, The Polytechnic of Central London, Regent 
Street, London W1 

Viewdata technology continues to develop apace, and some 
of the most far-reaching consequences are related to the growth 
of private systems. The potential for library/information 
service applications is a major consideration, and it wil] be the 
purpose of this seminar to explore this in some detail. As with 
all service innovations, questions concerning the overall 
allocation of resources arise, and informed decisions on these 
will depend on familiarity with the relative merits and demerits 
of particular viewdata systems and their characteristics. 

The seminar will begin with a thorough review of the present 
features of private viewdata systems and the principles upon 
which they are built, with assessment of the range of applica- 
tions relevant to the library and information service. A series 
of case studies from actual experience will follow, to be 
developed later in the day by detailed advice on the structuring 
of a database and the achievement of effective graphics and 
presentation of the information available through a system. 
Recognizing that any commitment to private viewdata must 
be viewed in the context of the overall management of resources 
within the library/information service, a final paper will ask 
‘how do we make it work’ — what aspects of staffing, costing, 
and control will be significant in the successful exploitation 
of this important new technology.

Informatics 7: a Conference on Intelligent Retrieval 

Jointly sponsored by Aslib, the Aslib Informatics Group and 
the Information Retrieval Group of the British Computer 
Society 

22—23 March 1983, Pembroke College, Cambridge 

January saw the publication of the programme of this 
conference, the seventh in a distinguished series masterminded 
by the Aslib Informatics Group and the Information Retrieval 
Group of the British Computer Society. 

Intelligent information retrieval has been atopic for research 
activity for over fifteen years. During that time advances have 
been made but the solutions to many of the basic problems 
and commercial acceptance of the ideas have been impeded 
by the intensive computing resources which are necessary. In 
recent years, the cost of computing power has decreased as 
developments in computer languages and architecture have 
been made. This trend is likely to continue and with it, intelli- 
gent retrieval systems should become more sophisticated and 
competitive. 

The conference will examine the state of the art in experi- 
mental retrieval systems and will explore possibilities for the 
future, The programme will consider unsolved problems in 
automatic intelligence, automatic textual analysis, natural 
language processing, expert systems, fifth generation computer 
architecture and intelligent database management systems. 
Speakers include Margaret Masterman and Bill Williams, 
Cambridge Language Research Unit; Dr Archie Michiels, 
University of Liège; Dr A. Cater, University College, Dublin; 
M. A. Newton, the Open University; Dr E. J. Yannakoudakis, 
University of Bradford; Helen Brooks, University of London; 
with an opening keynote address by Dr Aaron Sloman, 
University of Sussex and a concluding paper by Dr Karen 
Sparck Jones, University of Cambridge Computer Laboratory.

Access to information is the mainspring of library and 
information work.

Hiving off Companies House 


The daftest piece of privatization yet? Or a golden oppor- 
tunity to introduce the computerization Companies House so 
sorely needs? 

Rumblings of discontent about the services provided by 
Companies House were a regular feature of the FT letters page 
throughout November of last year. AEBIG put its oar in, with 
a letter from Chairman Peter Page on the 20th, commenting 
on the general air of complacency that seemed to prevail in 
Cardiff, and regretting the strangulation at birth of the postal 
scheme through public libraries (see AEB/G News January) 

— a comment that brought swift reaction (and hot denial) 
from the Trade Union Side at CRO. 

The on the 24th came the bombshell. Consumer Affairs 
Minister Dr Gerard Vaughan announced in the Commons that 
he was asking private enterprise to suggest ways to take over 
part of the CRO’s work, and many of the household names 
in company information expressed interest. 

There was an adjournment debate moved by Dale Campbell- 
Savours (2 December), who complained that the company 
registration agents whom the Government were consulting 
had ‘long ago hijacked Companies Hause and applied its 
records for their own personal ends to the disadvantage of the 
wider public’. He also indicated deep rooted legal objections 
to the proposal. AEBIG convened a forum on the theme 
Whither Companies House?’ (or was it ‘Wither?‘) on 26 January. 
At the time of writing, representatives of Companies House, 
libraries and the London Chamber of Commerce were to be 
invited to speak. That meeting will be covered in full in the 
March AEB/G News, but in the meantime, we can look at the 
issues business librarians need to consider. 

Firstly the question of public sector versus private is not a 
key factor. What matters is a more accessible service, continuity, 
and a reasonable cost. The LCCI, ICC, Jordans, Dun and 
Bradstreet and the Association of Company Registration 
Agents have all said that they would be interested in taking 
over at least some of Companies House’s work. There seems to 
be general agreement that company registration should remain 
in Government hands, ‘For some of this work the registrar acts 
in a quasi-judicial role,’ Dr Vaughan said, and this had to remain 
with a Government department responsible to Parliament. It 
was the public record work that was under consideration. He 
had been particularly interested in an approach from the 
London, Birmingham and Merseyside Chambers of Commerce, 
who earlier last year took over the register of business names 
(AEBIG News May 1982). Dun and Bradstreet said that they 
were interested in running the search services and the micro- 
fiching programme. Jordans reckoned they could improve the 
search side by chasing up defaulting companies. (AEB/G News 
highlighted this problem in November/December and, curiously 
enough in view of his present preoccupations, Dr Vaughan 
announced subsequently that Companies House was to take 
on 30 extra temporary staff to cope with the backlog). ICC 
claimed that privatization of Companies House could create 
jobs, saying that it had been understaffed for some time and 
dreaming of the day when an online computer service could 
dramatically improve accessibility and boost Companies House 
revenues by more than 50%. The Association of Company 
Registration Agents said that it was looking into the possibility 
of forming a consortium to run the service. 

Fewer defaults, greater accessibility, computerization, more 
efficiency. There’s little reason to doubt these claims. But one 
thing is certain: these outfits are not in the philanthropy 
business. What does the other side of the coin look like? 

Article 3 of the first EEC Directive on company law said 
in the French text of 1968 (there is no official English text) 
that the information heid at the registry had to be obtainable 
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by post at a price not exceeding the administrative cost 
thereof, Dale Campbell-Savours pointed out in the Commons 
that the unofficial HMSO translation had this as ‘must be 
obtainable by application in writing’ — obviously a mistransla- 
tion. He drew attention to the sudden termination by the 
Registrar of Companies of the proposed postal service (AEB/G 
News January), hinting darkly that the company search agents 
in London may have deliberately set out to undermine this 
library scheme in their own interests. As for the phrase about 
administrative cost, Mr Campbell-Savours took this to mean 
that the price must not provide a profit. ‘Where there can be 
no profit,’ he said, ‘it is unlikely that there can be privatization.’ 

And profit there certainly has to be, if the ambitious plans 
for computerization are to be brought into being. Dale 
Campbell-Savours again, on the LCCI’s privatization of the 
Registry of Business Names — ‘The result of this crass stupidity 
of the Government is that a search which used to cost 5p now 
costs — | checked this morning — £11.50. So what next? Dr 
Vaughan pointed out in the Commons that there had been no 
fundamental reappraisal of the CRO’s functions since 1844, 
and it was time for a re-examination. The civil service unions 
will be coordinating opposition to any privatization plan, One 
thing is sure — since a change in the law is almost certain to be 
needed, it’s likely to be a slow business.

Who should train the business librarian — and why is coverage 
40 patchy? 


Change — change in the organization and in the techniques 
available is the reason why we need to continue training after 
qualification, said Anne Lawes, a consultant formerly with the 
Food, Drink & Tobacco Industry Training Board. She was giv- 
ing an overview of current trends in post-library schcol training 
for the business librarian at AEBIG's half-day course on further 
training, last December. She commented on the results of an 
analysis of courses that highlighted wide differences in regional 
provision and in prices, and commented that we should be 
particularly concerned about this, as in the present economic 
climate employers were no longer willing to pay high fees or 
travel costs. Turning to the question of how to choose what to 
go to, she listed the practical factors that had the most impact 
on the success of a course. 

John Eyre, of North London Poly, followed with a lively 
presentation on catching up with the new technology which 
left some of the participants thinking that perhaps they should 
give up now. He looked at the technology under the headings 
of equipment, usage and contacts, and gave a stimulating 
description of the items and procedures under each heading, 
leaving mest people breathless! He wound up with ways of 
keeping up to date, and brought along an impressive display 
of the basic Items with which we should be familiar. 

John Shawyer, Head of Training at the British Library, 
looked at the question of training librarians as managers, 
considering the salient qualities of basic knowledge, skills and 
attitudes, and mental qualities. He identified eleven qualities 
of a successful manager, and looked at how these related to 
librarianship — especially the quality of ‘emotional resilience’! 

Four briefer sessions followed, covering a selection of the 
courses on offer, and then there was a chance for those who 
offered courses to listen to the comments of those who 
attended them as speakers from the floor responded with 
alacrity. Knowledge of business and economics, and of basic 
management techniques, were felt to be the main gaps, and it 
was questioned whether librarians were the right people to 
attempt to teach these skills. It was suggested that library 
schools might forge more links with professional, management 
and business organizations, such as the Business Education 
Council. The possibility of exams at the end of courses was 
raised, and the time-honoured question of whether employers 
would shell out and allow time off. Finally, the possibility of 
modular courses was raised, to allow for a progressive build 
up of knowledge.

Warwick surveys non-official statistics 


In the aftermath of Sir Derek Rayner’s ministrations to the 
Government Statistical Service, it is clear that non-official 
sources of statistics, such as trade associations, stockbrokers, 
banks, online services etc. are playing an increasingly important 
part in the provision of information to business and industry. 
However, very little is known about the range and types of 
non-official statistics available. To try and shed some light on 
this area, the British Library has awarded a one-year grant to 
the University of Warwick Library to carry out a survey of 
UK non-official publications and services, The survey will 
examine the statistical output of various organizations, to 
produce a checklist of publishing bodies and titles, to identify 
gaps and duplication in coverage, and to consider ways to 
improve the accessibility of these sources. The research started 
last September and is being carried out by Leona Siddall under 
the supervision of Warwick Statistics Librarian David Mort. 


Retailing trends spotted in advance of official statistics 


That's the claim made by CBI Director-General Sir Terence 
Beckett {a claim in which Ms Siddall will] no doubt be interested) 
for a new joint CBI/FT survey to be launched later this year. 
The CBI/FT survey of distributive trades will work along the 
same lines as the CBI's existing monthly industry report, 
attempting to identify retailer’s assessments of their trading 
levels compared with the previous year, future investment 
intentions, the breakdown of imports and UK-produced goods, 
employment levels and average selling prices. The survey will 
be published monthly, starting next July. 


LA manages the information revolution

The world’s news online from the BBC 


The BBC and Datasolve have got together to create World 
Reporter, an online database of world news compiled fram the 
Summary of World Broadcasts and the BBC World Service’s 
External Services News. Full text of both sources is stored on 
Datasolve’s computer at Sunbury, and retrievable by use of 
natural language keywords on just about any terminal capable 
of linking to computers by telephone, and by many micro- 
computers. The database started in January, is updated daily, 
and will be available on file for up to two years. Access is via a 
Datasolve local network centre, PSS or Euronet, and the 
connect charge (at the time of writing) will be of the order of 
£60 per hour — less for heavier users. Further information

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HARFAX has the facts — but can you afford them? 


HARFAX Industry Data Sources, a new, bibliographic 
database from Harper and Row, provides access to international 
sources of statistics on 60 key industries. It was launched in 
the latter half of last year. Wendy Knickerbocker, HARFAX 
editing superviser, says that the service identifies documents 
which contain data on specific industries, rather than in specific 
subject areas — so documents on the petroleum industry 
would be included, where documents on the subject of petro- 
leum (quality, grade, OPEC politics) would not. HARFAX 
makes a speciality of covering sources not well represented 
elsewhere — brokers’ reports and market research surveys for 
example — and the abstracts are indicative rather than infor- 
mative, The initial file from 1979 to the present concentrates 
on US and Canadian industry, but Europe is now being covered, 
and all the other industrialized nations wil! be added during 
1983. HARFAX is available in Europe on Data Star, and is 
also on BRS and Dialog. Only one question — are we likely to 
be able to afford the market research reports which constitute 
so large a part of the database? If past correspondence in this 
column is anything to go by, the answer is — no. 


Postscript

done on Dialog, and the identity of the searching organization, 
are stored automatically on the computer of the Central 
Intelligence Agency in Washington?

Federation of Agricultural and Biological Information 
Groups in the British Isles 


Delegates from nine of the eleven Groups constituting the 
Federation attended a meeting at the University of Nottingham 
School of Agriculture on 1 December 1982. The meeting was 
divided into two sessions: the first dealt with factors relating 
to successful Group operation and the second concentrated 
on issues for joint co-operation. 

The delegates were able to share their experiences and ideas 
for running Groups successfully and some of the points which 
emerged are as follows: 

(a) Clear objectives help justify a Group’s existence and pro- 

vide a framework on which to organize Group activities. 

Canvassing new members is a specialist task and personal 

contact is the most reliable method. Group events should 

be publicized and reported as widely as possible and 
established lists or directories should be used to help 
identify individuals or organizations who share common 

Interests with the Group. 

(c) All Group members should contribute their ideas and 
efforts to Group activities, any work associated with 
Group activities must not become the responsibility of a 
small core of activists. 

(d) Organization does not necessarily mean formality; even 
informal Groups need to be well organized. The tradition 
of electing or appointing Group Officers is based on hard 
practical experience — it is the only reliable way of 
ensuring that Groups are run properly and that the work 
is shared out fairly, 

(e) Meeting dates should be set well in advance, an agenda is 
essential and any support papers should be circulated 
before the meeting. Everyone who attends meetings or 
events must know which topics are to be considered and 
why the Group is considering them. All members should 
be confident that there will! be a fair hearing for their 
point of view. 

(f) There is no single ideal way of communicating with Group 
members particularly if the numbers involved are large. 
Every publicity route should be used and regular News- 
letters are particularly important. Programmes of events 
should be sent to any related bodies in your area e.g. 
Institute of Information Scientists, local Library Groups, 
local Agricultural Group etc. 

{g) Groups can operate with little or no funds but they will 
be severely limited in what they can do. All too often, 
too much time and effort is spent trying to save money 
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the Group does not have instead of pursuing the Group’s 
real objectives. 

in the second session the following actions were agreed: 

Training — A series of CAB/BIOSIS one-day training 

sessions would be set up for the Groups who wanted 

them. Each Group would nominate a day and venue. 

Liaison with CAB and BIOSIS will be coordinated by 
ABASG. 

2. Grey Literature — SIGLE is available on the INKA host 
and John Chillag of BLLD is inviting librarians to submit 
accessions lists with Agricultural grey literature items 
‘flagged’. The Groups have agreed to send lists of libraries/ 
librarians who wish to submit their accessions list to 
Brian Poulter. Brian will liaise with John Chillag and 
monitor progress. 

3. The delegates gave their views on the ABASG proposals 
for an Agricultural Information Resources Directory. The 
Directory should be produced as quickly as possible. 
There should be good indexing with plenty of emphasis 
on ‘who to contact’ for information or help. The Groups 
will supply ABASG with an updated list of their Library 
lists in 1983 in a format suitable for use in the Directory.

ABASG Workshop on microcomputers 


This one day event held in the Medical Research Council's 
Clinical Research Centre at the Northwick Park Hospital, 
Harrow, in early October was attended by seventy-one people. 

The day began with a good introduction by the Centre’s 
Director Dr C. Booth, who described the Centre’s history and 
funding. Its siting by the hospital had directed the research 
towards the common problems encountered in hospital 
practice rather than more esoteric areas. Reference was made 
to the library and information services and their modern 
systems typical of the Centre due to its comparative newness. 
The change in publishing from general journals to ultra 
specialized ones, and all the modern services now available 
still did not prevent the work necessary in reading the literature 
and writing up research. 

The delegates were encouraged to split into four groups to see 
the various demonstrations, although their numbers meant it 
was not possible to see all of them. The commercial displays 
covered both software and hardware suppliers relevant to 
library and information use. Software was shown by Data 
Design and Graphics; Kent-Barlow Information Associates, 
who had information on AQUILA EAGLE, STRIX and the 
computer assisted learning system PUFFIN, Stage One 
` Computers (SoSoft Overseas Ltd) offered Tomorrow’s Office 
and The Administrator programs for business use; Oriel 
Computer Services demonstrated their library management 
systems on a Sirius. Hardware was shown by the firm Userlink 
Systems Ltd. These demonstrators were kept busy with 
delegates throughout the day. 

Further demonstrations by information users and producers 
were mounted at intervals during the day. They were: Dr J. A. 
Large, College of Librarianship, Wales, with his own teaching 
package for potential online users; Ann Rickard, Project 
FAIR (located at the Centre) demonstrating the equipment 
and the methods used to produce BECAN (Biomedical 
Engineering Current Awareness Notification); R. Gann, Wessex 
Regional Library Unit, Southampton, with a project for a 
bibliographic data base of health books for laymen, among 
other things; Penny Scott, Animal Virus Research Unit with a 
demonstration of the AVRIL SDI program; Dr F. Livesay, 
School of Librarianship, Leeds with a variety of software for 
a Tandy TRS 80; Julie Scultuc, Department of Information 
Studies, Sheffield University demonstrating the SEQUOL 
program which is an interactive teaching aid for an online 
bibliographic search of ESA-Quest suitable both for beginners 
and for use as a refresher course; Mr J. Andrews demonstrated 
the virtuosity of Prestel drawing on his own experience in the 
Kingston-upon-Thames Libraries. 

At the end of the day all assembled for the final discussion, 
chaired by Dr P. Leggate, Library Co-ordinator, Oxford Region, 
where questions were put to all the Workshop demonstrators 
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and speakers. The main topic of interest was in what software 
is available, especially for book ordering and serials control. 
Sources of help were suggested such as local Microelectronics 
Education Project Centres for independent advice and user 
experience, the University of London Centra! Information 


‘Service, Logica, and the National Reprographic Centre for 


documentation at Hatfield. We learnt that some users had 
returned to manual systems as being more efficient for very 
complex jobs. Discussion on the value of user friendliness 
ensued with the observation that while this was good for 
beginners experienced users would not need it. 

The meeting ended with Mr T. Cullen thanking the hard- 
working participants for their services which were much 
appreciated.

The Group welcomes new members from all over the 
Aslib Membership at the cost of £4 per head. This sum generally 
covers the cost of routine mailings, and the maintainance of a 
membership list, and the other services provided to the group 
by Aslib. Generally speaking, our activities have been self 
supporting or have drawn funds from previous successful 
training or conference sessions, and the result of interest 
from a healthy bank balance.

At the moment 
I am suffering the pains of authorship, missing deadlines, and 
thus postponing the final submission to the power of the press 
and the comments of members.

Committee news 


Your Committee has undergone a fairly rapid series of 
changes in the last few months, mostly following the pattern 
of change that has continued in our industry during the Jast 
few years. We have our jobs — we do not have our jobs, we 
accept early retirement or we look to pastures new. Funda- 
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mentally the country’s industrial base is changing but so is our 
image as information providers, librarians or information 
scientists. The established order changes, yet there are still 
more and more people who are using or handling informa- 
tion in some shape or form at many differing levels. 

Information people do manage to attract a considerable 
amount of interest from a very wide and important audience, 
each of whom seems to be an expert in his own field as well as 
ours. ‘Do it yourself’ — they say. To which established informa- 
tion workers tend to reply, ‘That's alright as long as you may 
live off the fat of those who came before, and you know where 
to find them.’ ‘What happens when no-one has “put it away” 
as only we know how?’ Answer — Someone wil! provide the 
service if it is worth it! The big question is — ‘Providing the 
real service, that will be wanted when someone needs it, and 
doing it with the resources available, in a realistic fashion.’ My 
plagiarism of the Directors’ three R’s. 

Currently the Committee is working hard to produce a new 
training programme. The questionnaire we sent out brought 
out opinions which, summarized, said that a significant 
number of our members work in information/market-research 
departments, and many are professional librarians with arts 
qualifications who have a need for background education on 
the chemical industry for themselves and their staffs. There 
was a noticeable wish list for ‘Sources of information’ and an 
expressed need to cover especially the following: statistics and 
market information; health, safety, and environmental aspects; 
EEC legislation; Chemistry concepts, terminology, nomen- 
clature. All of these, of course, are as related to the Chemical 
industry. 

The other point that was made is a need to keep training 
sessions short and sharp — one day if possible. A day course 
entitled ‘The chemical industry — sources of information, 
marketing, safety, and legislation’ has been provisionally 
organized for 11 May 1983. Training may be the main thrust 
of the Committee work for the next year or two, | imagine, 
so please can | repeat the plea for input from you either in 
support or expressing your differing opinions. 


Talks and visits 


As well as this course, there will be the usual programme 
of talks and visits. There is to be a joint visit, in the Spring, 
with the Engineering Group, to the National Coal Board 
Research Station, with repeat visits to both SRL at Aldwych 
and to the Royal Society of Chemistry. A meeting organized 
for early February should include a panel of speakers to cover 
questions on the Sixth Amendment to the EEC Directive 
on packaging and labelling of dangerous substances. 

Our AGM is currently set for Tuesday 19 April 1983 at 
Aslib. Tea at 5.30 for a 6.00 start. We hope for a fairly quick 
AGM spread over about 30 minutes, compliment or otherwise 
your committee, elect a new one; then look forward to a full 
session to listen to our speaker, and seal the deal with a little 
wine and light refreshment. 

The Chemicals group, which had been one of the largest 
groups, is now losing ground, and in times when even more 
pressure comes on the day-to-day work in the shop, we as 
individuals have less and less time to use indiscriminately. So 
ideas to suggest what is missing, and how to change the trend 
will be very welcome either to myself, as potential Chairman 
for next year, or to any other Committee member, 

In our search for new blood from those who think that 
they might not be able to get their companies, in these hard 
times, to pay the larger Aslib Membership fee, to foot the 
bills for travel costs to meetings etc., a decision was made 
some time ago that expenses should be paid if needed. So 
if any of you feel like putting up at the next AGM the way 
is clear. 

Much recent discussion has been taken up with similar 
questioning to that which has taken place within the Corporate 
body itself — what do we want to get out of the Group and 
what is our part in this business? It seems that most of our 
members are quiescent — happy in the knowledge that visits 
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will be organized, evening meetings will appear, and some 
training will be carried out. 

Perhaps question time is over, now to get on and do. 

Some recent events — the visit to Smith, Kline and French 
was much enjoyed and visits to the SRL have been popular. 
Two evening meetings have attracted good audiences, particu- 
larly the most recent one when Anita Crafts-Lighty of Celltech 
gave us a very good run through a well documented presenta- 
tion on information sources in biotechnology. We would like 
to keep up these successes. Again your suggestions are 
welcome for new subjects. 

The new training course is the first of these items and | 
hope that more will be coming along the line. One of the 
disadvantages of a Newsletter that reaches the broader areas 
covered by As/ib Information is that it has to go to press 
fairly well in advance. Those of you who have paid your 
affiliation fee will already have had a more up to date and 
personalized version. In case anyone believes they are a fully 
paid up member of the Group and have not received our direct 
mailings please contact me at once. | am also the Membership 
Secretary and have worked with computerized listings long 
enough to know that errors are sometimes made by the humans 
in control.

Industrial and Commercial Property 


In order to plan for the future we need to know what type 
of property is needed, how IT is affecting design and exactly 
where the unlet units are and why they have not been let. 

The Department of the Environment issue Commercial and 
Industrial Floorspace Statistics — England and Wales. The 
latest issue is no. 10 1978—81. It is compiled by the DOE 
from statistics kept by the Inland Revenue for rating purposes. 
It deals with factories, offices and retailing outlets. Each sector 
is broken down by region and size, therefore it is possible to 
have some idea of the total stock of units in England and Wales. 
No figures are available for Scotland. It is available from 
HMSO at £4.00. 
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Vacant Industrial Space 


One of the problems is that we cannot tell from the above 
publication what units have been let, sold or leased and which 
are empty. King and Co. publish /ndustria/ Floorspace Survey. 
This is published three times a year for April, August and 
December. The August issue has just become available. It gives 
details of floorspace for factories and warehouses which are 
vacant and to let or for sale in England and Wales. This is then 
broken down by region. A graph is also included showing 
changes since 1977. There was a decline in 1979 but since then 
vacant floorspace has risen to record levels. One gap in the 
figures is that units less than 5000 sq ft are excluded. This is 
an area in which we need more information. 

The report is available from King & Co. Chartered Surveyors, 
1 Snow Hill, London EC1A 2DI. H is free and should be used 
by planners in both public and local authorities. 


English Industrial Estates Corporation 


EIE was set up by the Department of Industry as part of 
the regional aid programme. its purpose was to build both 
advance factory units and special purpose buildings in the 
Northern Regions. Since 1981 EIE activities are not restricted 
and offices have been opened in Hereford, Doncaster, Norfolk 
and Exeter. 

Their annual report for the year ending March 1982 has just 
been published. Despite the recession they have built and let 
more industrial premises than last year. The highest level of 
vacant units is in the larger factories. The units which are letting 
well are smaller factories and rural workshops for which they 
are staffing up their building programme. The report is avail- 
able from English Industrial Estates, Team Valley, Gateshead, 
Tyne and Wear NE11 ONA. 


Science Parks and High Tech Development 


It is a nice surprise to see an interesting article on this in 
New Electronics, 19 October 1982, p. 26—27. The more there 
is exchange of information between planner and the people 
working in high technology the more we will all benefit. 
Estate Times, 22 October 1982, p. 17—36 has an interesting 
series of articles on High Tech Development. This term is 
confusing. Jt can mean a building which has been so designed 
that it is suitable for a high tech firm or it can mean a style of 
architecture which although it looks nice may not be suitable 
for the IT firm. This series of articles deals with both as well as 
science parks, funding (the institutions are still wary of new 
designs) and costs. The most interesting article is entitled 
‘Planning technology ups pressure for new use classification’ 

p. 18. It ts clear that in order to promote design for high 
technology firms the classification of building type will have 
to change. 

Not to be outdone, the Financial Times has the following 
supplements: Advance Factories, 14 September 1982, p. 25—29 
and Industrial Property, 1 November 1982, 12 page supplement. 


Offices and [T 


The impact of the microchip on the demand for offices. 
Richard Ellis Research Department, August 1982. Available 
free from Richard Ellis Chartered Surveyors, 64 Cornhill, 
London EC3V 3PS. This is an assessment of the extent to 
which the new technology is affecting the demand for office 
space, It is based on a survey of users in Central London; 500 
organizations were selected from 2,000 names. A further selec- 
tion of 100 were selected from occupiers in central Manchester. 

The conclusions are as follows: 

There is no evidence that the use of IT equipment has reduced 
or will reduce demand for floorspace over the next five years. 
Occupiers who had moved to larger premises had a higher 
average use of word processors.

The demand for more office space is more closely related to 
business expansion. | 

The majority of occupiers are not yet using IT equipment 
but there is increasing intention to do so. | 

The use of IT equipment will release floorspace but this will 
be utilized in improved design and layout and not become 
surplus. 

The trend of growth in the service sector has more effect on 
demand than the impact of IT. 

The question of location of offices is discussed. With 
informed communications the question is why locate in city 
centras, kut no firm conclusions are given. | 

It seems to me that there will be a slow decline in the central 
Business District which will be occupied by leisure facilities. 

It is interesting to note that the biggest users of IT are the firms 
which are expanding. 

This ig a useful piece of research. 


Energy conservation 


Public Service and Local Government July/August 1982 has 
a series of articles on this subject p. 28—62. These include an 
article ‘The scope for energy conservation’ by Dr James Thring 
in which the author claims that savings in the UK could be in 
the order of 750 billion kWh a year. David Meller, Parliamen- 
tary Under Secretary of State, Department of Energy in an 
introduction to this series of articles mentions that he has 
initiated with LAMSAC a £250,000 project ‘to encourage and 
accelerate the development of good energy management 
practice throughout the local authority sector.’ Our old friends 
the windmill and the heat pump are featured. 


Sports and Recreation 


Under the heading ‘Ten year sports plan’, Roy Smith in 
Public Service and Local Government July/August 1982, 
p. 108—109 describes a report ‘Sport in the Community’ which 
the Sports Council has just submitted to the Minister for Sport. 
The main point made is that large scale unemployment is here 
to stay, therefore a long term plan for leisure is essential. On 
page 111 of the same issue Alan Pedley, Amenities Officer 
Warwick District Council expresses concern about the frag- 
mentation of leisure and recreational pursuits, particularly in 
the public sector. He gives the good news that The Institute of 
Parks and Recreation Administration, Institute of Municipal 
Entertainment, Institute of Recreation Managers and The 
Association of Recreation Managers have agreed to amalgamate 
to form tne new Institute of Leisure and Amenity Management. 
There could be a lesson here for the LA., Astib, HS and other 
bodies in the information business. 


Transport 


There have not been many news items of interest. The most 
encouraging is the Department of Transport plans to build 
many more 3y-passes ‘Roads England 1982’ DIp Room 
P3/068, 2 Marsham Street, London, £1.35. Not only do we 
need to by-pass our historic villages but the construction 
industry needs the work. This is good use of public expenditure. 

Refer2nce is also made in the publication to privatising the 
road-building. Charterhouse Japhet, a merchant bank, is to 
advise the DTp on this. | may not be very bright but | cannot 
see how this will work. Can any of you? The other good news 
is that British Rail are to introduce an overnight parcels service, 
Financial Times 27 October 1982, p. 8. This is on the right 
lines (no pun intended). My view is that British Rail run a day 
service for passengers and a night shift for goods. 

Finally | am collecting information on all aspects of job 
creation and training. | am planning a guide for possible inclu- 
sion in a future newsletter. Any comments or information are 
welcome.

Electronic publishing 


The Commission of the European Communities has launched 
a call for proposals to industry for experiments on electronic 
document delivery and electronic publishing. 

The experimental services should be capable of providing 
fuli texts of documents at the request of users after, for 
example, the identification of the document during an online 
search on a bibliographic database. 

These services would enhance the services which are already 
provided by Euronet DIANE, the CEC-sponsored online 
information network. The objectives of the experiments will 
be: 

— to test user acceptance 

— to evaluate performance, quality and cost 

— to investigate technical feasibility, economic viability 

and organizational approaches. 


Experiments 


The experiments wili be expected to demonstrate the on- 
demand delivery of documents to users through electronic 
means and they should try to solve identified problems of 
electronic document delivery. The services can be attained 
through various alternative processes such as: 

— delivery from compact storage, i.e. delivery from an 

electronic store of documents, captured before receiv- 
ing the user’s request, but after publishing 

— delivery from non-compact storage, i.e. electronic cap- 
turing and transmitting of documents, after having 
received the user’s request 

— electronic publishing, i.e. electronic capture of docu- 
ments at the time of publishing,:as a preparatory step in 
the printing process and/or electronic dissemination, as 
well as in the storing and on-demand delivery process 

— on-demand publishing, i.e. after their electronic capture, 
documents are not published until the user requests 
them. 

The experimental services are expected to: 

— cover all the functions necessary to provide a complete 
electronic document delivery service or electronic pub- 
lishing operation: creation, identification, ordering, 
retrieving, transmitting and invoicing, among others as 
well as the functions necessary to feed the service itself: 
full text capture, storage, among others 

— be open to a wide, preferably international, user com- 
munity 

— be ona sufficiently adequate scale to test user accepta- 
bility 

— be run over a long enough period to collect operational 
data on cost, reliability, creation and updating of the 
document store and management of the whole collection 
of documents in the store as well as on user acceptance. 


Call for proposals 


The Commission would welcome proposals for experiments 
as described above, either from single organizations or consortia. 

The Commission will co-finance a selected number of 
experiments. The actual share depends on the number of 
retained proposals, on their specifications and costs and on the 
overall budget available. It will not be unreasonable to expect 
a 25% contribution by the Commission, in particular for data 
capture, software preparation and suitable user terminals. On 
the other hand, users are expected to pay a reasonable fee 
for the service. i

Library and information report 


Library and information services must promote and demon- 
strate the essential value of their work in the community, says 
a recently published report by Arts Minister Paul Channon. tn 
his annual report for 1982 on library and information matters, 
Mr Channon said that the need to restrain public spending had 
an inevitable impact on library and information services, which 
were dependent directly or indirectly, on government support. 

included with the report is a review of developments during 
the year by the Library and Information Services Council 
(LISC). The Council looked at the concern over the effects of 
expenditure restraint but pointed out that hard data was 
difficult to obtain. In order to assess more precisely the 
effectiveness of the library and information services, LISC will 
begin a major study of statistical collection and analysis in 1983. 

The report also comments on the current discussions on 
copyright, the proposal for a UK Library Database System, 
and the greater use of information technology in library and 
information services. 

The Minister said that he had become increasingly con- 
cerned during the year with the needs of information users. 
‘They are ay, oup less well served by the existing interest groups 
than the producers or disseminators of information, and so 
have a less evident national voice.’ 

The Minister also said that during 1982 the Office of 
Arts and Libraries (OAL) had improved its own ability to 
respond to new developments: ‘! am pleased to report that a 
recent reorganization has enabled me to establish, under a 
professional head, a new division within OAL dealing with 
library and information services, and | am sure that this 
division will in due course be able to play a much fuller 
part in monitoring existing provision and encouraging new 
initiatives.’

IT exchange opens 


Milton Keynes now has the country’s first Information 
Technology Exchange. A national showplace for information 
technology, it is designed to provide assistance and services 
to the business community in and around the city. The first 
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phase, the Microsystems Centre, opened in November in 
Midsummer House. 

The Microsystems Centre will provide demonstrations, 
information, advice and training about the use of micro- 
computers in business applications. It will have a continuously 
updated display of about a dozen different microcomputers in 
a private ‘office’ environment demonstrating a variety of 
software for business use. Access will be free to users who can 
experiment with the available systems in privacy without the 
need to pre-book. Professional consultancy services will be 
available and there will be a technical bookshop on the premises. 

One of the National Computing Centre's countrywide 
chain of Microsystems Centres, this phase of the IT Exchange 
is assisted by the Department of Industry which will contribute 
towards the running costs in the early years. 

The second phase, an Office Services Bureau, will open 
early in the new year and will offer those needing to use IT 
systems the opportunity to hire computer time and other 
facilities such as microfilming and word processing services 
without the need to buy the equipment. Facilities will also 
exist for the short term hire of microcomputers, either in the 
Exchange or for use in the customer's own premises. 

The third phase is a nationa! permanent exhibition area 
for manufacturers and suppliers of IT products to display the 
very latest developments in IT. This will be operating by April 
1983.

The Location Register of Twentieth Century English 
Literary Manuscripts and Letters, based in Reading University 
Library, is now in operation.

This book is divided into three sections. The first deals 
with the process of systems development, having first given 
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an overview of the present status and future possibilities for 
library systems. 

The second section describes the basic architecture and 
various functions of hardware and software components of 
distributed systems. The third deals with the great expansion 
of minicomputer based systems since 1978. 

The author has designed the book to be instructional. She 
states that the reader shouid be familiar with basic data pro- 
cessing but that it would be useful for someone who was 
completely inexperienced as a systems specialist. There is a 
glossary which would heip anyone unfamiliar with the ter- 
minology of computer systems design. 

As the book is published in the USA it is mainly con- 
cerned with the developments that have taken place there, 
however the final chapter in the book gives a brief overview 
of the development elsewhere including the United Kingdom.

Generally it’s a fairly bland document which makes many 
of the right noises so far as the profession is concerned, but it 
isn't going to set these islands alight. Not that ! would expect 
it to — it’s a subject which Paul Channon expresses a modest 
interest in, and he is very much guided by the Library & 
information Services Council (LISC) who are now starting to 
make an impression on the various problems which beset us. 

Naturally enough, the report refers to expenditure reduc- 
tions and advocates closer co-operative working in order to 
meet demands — who could fault that? Reference is made to 
the ‘new’ technology, cable TV, copyright (again?) and the 
work of the sub-groups of LISC. The Joint Consultative 
Committee (JCC: Archivists, Aslib, Library Association, 
SCONUL and HS) is mentioned under ‘consultation’ in the 
context of the European scene. 

Finally the report again refers to the title of the Minister 
in that ‘his title should more explicitly reflect his information 
responsibilities’. The only result so far seems to be the 
suggestion that ‘a Minister for the Arts, Heritage and Tourism 
should be created .. . to concentrate in the hands of one 


Minister of Cabinet rank.all central government responsibility 


for the arts, libraries, film, broadcasting, heritage and tourism’ 
(recent report of the Parliamentary Committee on Education, 
Science and the Arts: ‘Public & Private Funding in the Arts’). 
That should sink the idea of ‘information as a library resource’

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The new shape of Research and Consultancy 


The reorganization of Aslib’s management structure in 
July 1982 has resulted in some confusion as to roles and 
responsibilities in this area. This contribution is intended 
to clarify the position. 

Peter Vickers who was Head of Research and Consultancy 
is now the Manager of the Information & Consultancy Group, 
and as such is a member of the Director’s Management Team. 
Margaret Slater is the new Head of Research and Consultancy 
(R & C); Susan Barry remains in charge of the consultancy 
service and acts as deputy to the Head of R & C. ji 

Research and Consultancy has operated successfully in the 
past as a single department, and it is intended that the staff 
should continue to work as an integrated resource, It has to 
be recognized, however, that research and consultancy are twa 
different functions, each requiring a different approach, a 
different pace, and sometimes different skills. Staff will be 
deployed by the Group Manager on projects of either type 
according to availability, priorities and the skills required. 

These organizational changes come at a time when other 
factors are affecting the work of Aslib Research and Consult- 
ancy. The British Library R & D funding, on which the 
department has depended for most of its research programme, 
has already diminished greatly, in constant money terms, and 
will be further reduced over each of the next three years. 

R & C's aim, as expressed in its latest three-year plan, is to 
pursue a substantial research programme, an increasing part 
of which will have to be funded from sources other than 
BLRDD. Alongside this programme, R & C will accept com- 
missions for research from other bodies, including organiza- 
tions who are members of Aslib, providing that the work is 
within the competence of the staff. 

The plannina and management of the total research proa- 
gramme will be Margaret Slater's responsibility. The 
management of contract research calls for capabilities from 
both the research and consultancy sides of the house, and 
on projects of this kind, Margaret and her deputy will work 
closely together. Consultancy projects, which are generally 
related to specific problems of a client organization (as distinct 
from a funding organization) will be managed by Susan Barry.

But as for the prospect of every ANBAR abstract being 
available at the touch of a button, that still seems to be quite a 
long way off, It’s a great pity, because what puts one off refer- 
ring to ANBAR ’s practical and pithy abstracts is the unhelpful 
arrangement of each bulletin. And yet it’s just made for 
computerisation, with its classification scheme and system of 
unique abstract numbering (we'd settle for access via your 
classification numbers alone with Boolean logic -- really we 
would). As it is, you know the stuff’s in there, but baulk at 
taking on a retrospective search because the structure’s so 
damn complicated. ANBAR seems to work on the assumption 
that it’s used for current awareness only, but it’s not, we do 
assure them. Perhaps they're worried that availability online 
would dent hard copy sales. Well — it might. But wouldn't it 
be better for ANBAR to take the plunge before some other 
database takes the business out of their hands? 


Compu-Mark — not done yet 


‘Use it or lose it’, we said in AEB/G News last October, and 
all the evidence points to the fact that people are staying away 
in thousands. But not to be outdone, Compu-Mark have now 
sent out a questionnaire to city libraries in the main industrial 
and commercial areas asking how many trade mark enquiries 
they receive, how they set about answering them at present, and 
whether they would be interested in subscribing to the Compu- 
Mark service.

The magazine is worried by 
phrases like ‘.. . the Companies Act 1981 imposed new legal 
requirements on businesses as to display of ownership, with 
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penalties for non-compliance’, which appear in the LCCI’s 
‘officious communication’; What to Buy points out that instead 
of parting with a tenner for a notice to display on your 
premises, you could type one out yourself for free.

Dale Campbell Savours, MP, complained in the Commons a 
couple of months ago that company search agents had ‘hijacked 
Companies House ... for their own personal ends’. Clearly we 
need a word to describe this insidious practice of credit report- 
ing services and the like. How about ‘Private-eyes-ation’?

information for agricultural advisors 


The British Library is funding research to find the best 
methods for disseminating information to advisors tn agri- 
culture. Janet Agar, at the East of Scotland College of Agri- 
culture, is Project Officer and staff from all three Scottish 
Colleges and ADAS (Agriculture Development and Advisory 
Service) are collaborating. 

It began in November 1981 and will run for two years. An 
interim report on the work done so far has been published! 
on the nature of the information available and is a thorough 
account of the sources which are produced by the advisory 
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services, research institutions and commercial organizations 
covering new research and technological developments, and 
compilations of technical facts and figures. Methods used to 
disseminate information to agricultural advisors are detailed, 
showing meetings and visits rank high. The farming press is very 
important together with the advisory publications produced 
nationally by HMSO and regionally by ADAS in England and 
Wales, and by the Council of Scottish Agriculture (COSAC) 
north of the Border. The stimulus to publish and the problems 
of dealing with such a disparate mass of material are mentioned, 
and the existence of publications designed to keep the local 
advisor up to date with developments outside the advisory 
service (often bibliographies with abstracts) as well as the usual 
current awareness lists and enquiry services are discussed. The 
important compilations of technical facts and figures need to 
be available in a readily usable form and appear either in print 
or as viewdata or teletext, the latter services available on Ceefax, 
Orbit and Oracle as well as Prestel with its present use and future 
potential discussed. Lastly computer programs for the farmer 
are mentioned. 

The report goes on to study the use of information by the 
advisors by means of the many previous studies such as the 
well known Craig report? and the few user studies available. 
Typically advisors favour informal methods of communication 
in preference to written methods. 

The report is well illustrated by the full appendices which 
also detail the research done in Ireland and the Netherlands. It 
finishes with an outline of the second phase of the work, namely 
observation in an advisory office to see how information is used 
in practice, to be followed by many interviews with other local 
advisors to gather more data on the preferred forms of informa- 
tion and tc establish any gaps in what is available. This will be 
used to produce trial ‘packages’ of information whose use by 
the advisors will help to formulate recommendations for the 
future supply of information for advisors.

Videotex in agriculture 


The Commission of the European Community (CEC) recog- 
nised the importance of videotex in providing up to date 
delivery of agricultural information and in 1980 it initiated a 
study to assess the current situation of the medium in the 
European Community (EC), and its suitability for the agri- 
cultural community and to see if a supra national EC service 
(Euroscope) was feasible. The main topics covered were an 
analysis of demand, a definition of basic characteristics, evalua- 
tion of the implications of organisational and technical issues 
to be overcome and to produce recommendations for possible 
trials, pilot schemes and future action. The research was carried 
out through market surveys, interviews and questionnaires, 
and the results were published in a report in August 1981.1 

The report showed an overwhelming majority of potential 
users thought videotex could be very useful and that they would 
be willing to pay for the service. Users would be farmers and 
other agricultural producers, extension workers, and workers 
in agriculture-related industries. At present only half of the EC 
member states have a system with agricultural information in 
existence or on trial, and users want practical, in most cases 
local, information in a form easy to assimilate and up to date. 
Updating should be done three times a day for 30% of the 
information, once a day for a further 30% and the rest as 
required. The characteristics of a videotex system were described 
and its uses enumerated for both pure information retrieval as 
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well as extended facilities such as mail box facilities, data col- 
lection and processing and gateways to external computers 
amongst others. 

Organisation and technical implications were considered. A 
European steering body was essential for initiating and co- 
ordinating the project, liaison with national agencies, establish- 
ing standards, supplying some of the information, distributing 
the database to national services, and managing and distribut- 
ing the CEC budgets. National services could not be dictated 
to but guidelines for a standardised structure were listed, and 
the sources of information suggested. Some costs could be 
recovered from charges to users but overall cost effectiveness is 
a major concern. The actual mechanisms will depend on the 
national telecommunications network and the materials in the 
central database which could be distributed to the national 
systems. Since national systems vary, much developmental 
effort would be necessary to make the service uniformly good. 

The report recommends the system be developed using links 
with national videotex services but further study and develop- 
ment are needed in the areas of organisation, data bank struc- 
ture, system operation, information providers’ relationships, 
and that various trials should be run.

International Centre for the Application of Pesticides (ICAP)

It 
became clear that amalgamation of all these activities would be 
more efficient and from 1 July 1982 the AARU was absorbed 
into the College of Aeronautics and a new unit known as the 
International Centre for the Application of Pesticides was 
created.

Searching can be carried out on organi- 
sation names, project titles, publication titles, names of 
researchers and authors, status of research (on-going, completed 
etc} descriptors from the MDS (in any of its languages} — and 
many other fields. 

ENDOC — contains reference to well over 500 centres in 
Europe able to provide information and documentation in 
Environment. Updating is once a year. Endoc centres are 
indexed with the same Multilingual Descriptor System as 
ENREP. Searching can be carried out on organisation names, 
aims and scope of the centre, free descriptors as well as 
descriptors from the MDS, types of services offered — and 
many other fields.

Telecommunications and transport 


News from the University of Leeds: 

The Institute for Transport Studies’ recent research for the 
EEC’s FAST programme on European transport research 
needs identified telecommunications and their effect on 
transport as one of the major sources of uncertainty. ITS 
has recently initiated research on this topic in two ways. 

The first resulted in the award of a 30-month £35,000 
research contract by British Telecom to P. W. Bonsall to 
monitor the impact of wider teleconferencing facilities on 
businesses. The research will investigate the degree of substitu- 
tion and simulation of business travel by teleconferencing and 
will seek to identify the effects on other modes of tele- 
communications and on business practices. 

The second is to be pursued with the help of an SERC 
Visiting Fellowship awarded to H. R. Kirby, which will enable 
Dr Marc Wigan (Chief Scientist (Transport) at the Australian 
Road Research Board) to visit the Institute for two months 
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from mid October. The main objective of the visit is to 
identify areas in which data on the impact of telecommunica- 
tions on transport can be acquired. 

These initiatives will involve contact with many individuals 
and organizations and those with interests in these areas are 
invited to contact Howard Kirby or Peter Bonsall at the 
Institute.

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Local Area Networks 

Summary of a paper presented by Mr D. King, Marconi 
Research, Great Baddow at Aslib Electronics Group Annual 
Conference, Danbury, March 1982. 


A local area network is a digital data communication net- 
work limited in geographic range which provides reliable high 
speed digital data communication. The various modern systems, 
the star, the ring and the bus, and broadcast were described. 

Why are they useful? The main value is the ease with which 
one can communicate. They are fast with low error rates and 
combine the best features of packet switching and circuit switch- 
ing. They have a single loop and single shot transaction style 
protocols. 

The features provided by a LAN are a sharing of resources, 
and sharing of services between stations. Special peripherals 
are file server, database server, boot server, time server, name 
server, Monitor/test station, connection to other networks, 
for example Gateway. 

Potential applications are many and varied: in the office; 
factory; process control; data processing; local traffic control — 
urban, airport ground, signalling and control; aircraft-ground 
to air data, flight instrumentation, speech interconnection all 
of which would reduce the amount of cable in an aircraft; 
PABX speech interconnection. Examples of applications are 
Southern Rail’s system of signal boards etc. In an aircraft one 
piece of cable might run round the aircraft carrying cabin 
services — drink order, flight control, automatic sensors, air 
radio and so on. 

There are three main sorts of use of LANS. The first are 
scientific and small businesses. The main features being a stand 
alone system, inexpensive, some failures tolerated, limited 
upgrades and simple to operate. The second are large businesses 
with a wide range of enterprises requiring a large network. Here 
security is essential, users such as banks will not use until 
proven. It needs to be reliable and quickly reconfigurable. The 
final area of use is in real time and controls. This requires real 
time response, static configuration, the highest reliability — 
preferably self monitoring and self healing. 

Finally Mr King described project UNIVERSE (Universities 
Expanded Aing and Satellite Experiment), using an OTS satel- 
lite. In this experiment the following institutions are involved: 
Loughborough University, Cambridge University, Rutherford 
Laboratories, GEC Marconi, University College London, Logica, 
and British Telecom.

Since our last column appeared in As/ib Information (May 
1982) the Engineering Group has distributed 3 Newsletters to 
Its members in the belief that immediate and specific infor- 
mation can best be communicated this way, while a column 
here should appeal to the wider Aslib readership interested in 
Engineering Group activities in general. 

Apart from one disaster — a ‘Seminar for engineers’ which 
nobody seemed to want — and a meeting forced not to take 
place by the actions of ASLEF members, the year’s programme 
of visits and meetings was a popular success. Particular high- 
lights were Christine Smith’s talk on the Technical Change 
Centre in September at Aslib and the Seminar on Standards, run 
jointly with the Library Association Industrial Group, held at 
the Geological Society in November. This latter attracted 
considerably more than the 90 people admitted, which should 
augur well for a re-run or even something more ambitious in 
1983. Emerging from the proceedings is the need for basic 
instruction, at least for special library assistants, in the avail- 
ability, bibliographic control and information retrieval aspects 
of standards, specifications and regulations. We believe Aslib 
Education Department could profitably lay on courses in this 
area. 

Meetings planned for 1983 include a ‘Software for engineers’ 
get together, a visit to the Mining Research and Development 
Establishment at Bretby and a talk on the British Technology 
Group (formerly NRDC and NEB). The one meeting postponed 
from last year on the Department of Industry’s Technology 
Advisory Point is being rescheduled for later this year. We are 
also thinking of some kind of engineering-biased visit (jolly?) 
to France or Holland if we can find enough takers.

Party of the Aslib Computer Applications Group has concluded 
that there is a real need for a directory of operational com- 
puter applications in United Kingdom libraries and informa- 
tion units. There have of course been previous surveys such as 
the Aslib CAG University library computer applications 
investigation 1970; the Local Authorities Management Services 
Committee (LAMSAC) Preliminary report on computer usage 
by local authorities libraries, October, 1971; and the American 
LARC Survey of automated activities in the libraries of Great 
Britain and the Commonwealth countries, 1972. However, 
these surveys are partial, incomplete and in some cases do not 
distinguish what is operational from what is planned or experi- 
mental. Other information is published in Program and 
elsewhere but again it is scattered and incomplete. 

On behalf of the ACCWP, Aslib Research and Development 
Department has sent out a questionnaire to all UK libraries 
and information units which are known, or believed to have 
operational computer applications. From the results obtained 
it is intended: 


{a} to publish a fully-indexed directory of operational 
computer applications in UK libraries and information 
units; 

(b) to maintain a centre in Aslib’s library to which enquirers 
can turn for latest information, and which would update 
the Directory periodically.

Online systems course

Microcomputer applications course 


Microcomputer-based library and information systems have 
come to offer realistic alternatives to the practitioner and are 
likely to become the basis for many small and medium scale 
library operations in the near future. The declining cost of 
hardware and storage, the acceptance of the CP/M operating 
system as an industry standard, and the availability of soft- 
ware packages for a wide variety of microcomputers will 
continue to contribute to the acceptance of relatively in- 
expensive yet powerful microcomputer systems. The 
potential purchaser of a system is faced with a number of 
problems. What is a microcomputer capable of doing? Which 
microcomputers, and which software are suitable? To what 
extent may software development be carried out in-house 
and how much expertise is required for in-house development 
of software? 

The College of Librarianship Wales has arranged a short 
course on 4—7 July which seeks to consider the capabilities 
and limitations of microcomputers for library systems. The 
course fee will be £110, including accommodation and full 
board.

Distributed processing research: 


The Carnegie Corporation of New York has awarded a grant 
of $250,000 to The Research Libraries Group Inc. to plan the 
implementation of a distributed processing environment for 
RLG’s automated information system, the Research Libraries 
Information Network (RLIN). 

‘Distributed processing’, or ‘distributed systems’, describes 
an arrangement of separate computing facilities working 
together in a cooperative manner, rather than the conventional 
single computer at a single location. In such an arrangement, a 
powerful computer may hold central files and perform large 
tasks, while geographically dispersed smaller computers perform 
many processing and some data storage tasks, connecting with 
the central machine as needed. Over the next nine months, a 
team headed by John Schroeder, RLG Director of Research 
and Development, will formulate the functional, operational, 
and technical requirements for distributed systems. Alternative 
technical solutions will be documented and evaluated, in terms 
of both their ability to meet RLG members’ needs and their 
financial impact. At the end of this study, R LG senior staff will 
recommend a specific distributed systems architecture in a 
report to the board of governors of the consortium. 

The Research Libraries Group Inc., a nationwide network 
of research institutions, is a corporation owned and operated by 
its members. The partnership was founded in 1974 to provide 
a framework within which these institutions could seek long- 
term solutions to problems common to all research libraries.

Information preservation 


The Library of Congress has awarded two contracts for a 
pilot project to use laser optical disk technology for information 
preservation and management. More than 85% of the books 
that come into the Library are printed on an acid-based paper 
that will fall apart in 25 to 100 years. A contract has been 
awarded to provide a system which will use digital optical 
disks for computerised mass storage, preservation, and retrieval 
of printed materials, including text and half-tone illustrations. 

A further contract is to deliver 50 copies of each of five 
analog optical disk productions of films, video tape, photo- 
graphs, and graphics and 50 digital compact audio disks of two 
audio productions over the next 18 months. 

The pilot system will provide archival-quality document 
storage of 500,000 images of pages from frequently used 
periodicals, rapid access and display of the images, and re- 
production of single or multiple copies of specified pages or 
entire documents. Display will be on special high-resolution 
terminals (2,200 lines per screen) and will take advantage of 
existing Library of Congress computer indexing and abstract- 
ing systems. Reproduction will take place on associated terminal 
printers or through offline batch printing facilities. 


World Reporter Service 


The British Broadcasting Corporation and Datasolve Limited 
recently launched a new venture in electronic publishing — The 
World Reporter Service. Subscribers receive the World Reporter 
Service using simple te.minals linked to computers by ordinary 
telephone lines or on micro-computers. 

The two major sources of information currently in the 
computers of Datasolve at Sunbury-on-Thames are the BBC's 
External Services News and the summary of World Broadcasts 
(information gathered by the BBC Monitoring Service at 
Caversham). Both files go back to January 1982. 

The BBC is the largest news gathering organisation in the

Association were well represented at the Aslib evening meeting 
on 14 March to discuss problems common to publishers and 
special librarians. Mr Julian Blackwell (Director, B. H. Blackwell 
Ltd) took the chair and introduced the two speakers, Mr 
Norman Franklin of Routledge & Kegan Paul and Mr 
Christopher Rivington of Gordon & Breach. 

Mr Franklin spoke first and gave a general and informative 
picture of the current book publishing scene. Publishing, he 
said, continued to have a large element of financial risk involved, 
and this meant applying very careful costing procedures to 
the whole process of producing and marketing a book. He also 
remarked on current publicity techniques; competition 
amongst publishers for manuscripts; and the new trends in 
printing and book production, which, in spite of their 
advantages in speed and accuracy, nevertheless, in many cases, 
made the finished product less acceptable aesthetically. 

Vir Rivington spoke on a number of topics of interest to 
the special librarian, including recent changes in journal 
publishing and the increasing need to orientate a journal's 
outlook towards the requirements of advertisers; developments 
in micropublishing; and current problems with regard to photo- 
copying and copyright. On this fast point Mr Rivington 
suggested that Aslib and other relevant bodies should co- 
operate in initiating a thorough study of this complicated but 
pressing problem. 


Word Processors in Libraries Part II

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The National Book League 





History 


The National Book League was founded in the 1920s as a 
book promotion organisation entitled The National Book 
Council. In 1945 it was expanded into a book consumers’ 
body, with educational and librarian sponsorship and a head- 
quarters in Mayfair. From then on individuals could belong 
and did so in great numbers. Anyone can still join the League 
as long as he or she pays an annual subscription for certain 
membership privileges; but the days of the restaurant and 
reading room are almost over. A move to offices south of the 
river in 1980 allowed a greater emphasis to be placed on the 
League as a working organisation with services to offer. 

The National Book League had never merely been a central 
London literary club; it has always been the only independent 
organisation in this country promoting books and reading, but 
while it was housed in Mayfair its main purpose and aims were 
often overshadowed in many minds by its premises. The need 
to review the work of the NBL — both from a staff and 
members’ points of view — was perhaps further stimulated by 
the setting up of certain similar trade organisations, which at 
first glance seem to share not only the same aims but to utilise 
many of the same methods for achieving these aims. The 
Publishers Association’s Book Marketing Council, and more 
recently the Booksellers Association’s own marketing initiative, 
might have led people to question the NBL’s particular role, 
but by working with these organisations the NBL has — we 
hope successfully — been able to more clearly define its own 
objectives and refine its services. 


Activities 

The NBL’s unique ability is to be able to work through and 
with all the branches of the book worid. Book House, the 
NBL‘s headquarters, is the administrative centre for a variety 
of organisations working to maintain and Increase the use and 
standing of books: the National Book Committee — whose 
most recent campaign against cutbacks in public library 
grants created considerable discussion in the media and caused 
questions to be raised in the House of Commons: LIBTRAD — 
the organisers of the recent vitally important conference on 
bookselling and book ordering points in libraries; the School 
Bookshop Association, which has in the past six years, with 
the co-operation of local bookshops helped to set up more 
than 6,000 bookshops in classrooms, encouraging the reading 
habit and the use of bookshops from a very early age; IBBY — 
the International Board of Books for Young People — working 
internationally to protect the freedom of children’s literature 
from any political bias. 

The NBL is an advisory body, helping to set up national 
book organisations in other countries and organising trade 
conferences, lectures and seminars; it is also a pressure group 
— opposing the imposition of VAT on books, fighting for 
greater schoo! book provision; but perhaps more than all these 
things it is a collection of services vital to the promotion of 
books and the reading habit in this country. 


Services 


Services such as the Book Information Department, — 
answering over 20,000 queries a year — questions on the 
bibliographic details of British and American titles and the 
slightly more complex ones from enquirers remembering 
only the colour of the jacket and the hero’s name. The Book 
Information Services bibliographic sources are many, but they 
are further extended by drawing on the NBL‘s Mark Longman 


Library of books about books. An important collection where 
items of historical interest are preserved alongside the latest 
publications. Members of the NBL. can borrow non-reference 
books fram such sections of the collection as Book Trade 
Practice and History, Book Trade Law and Book Production 
and Printing History, as well as make use of the Library’s 
extensive works of reference, a periodical collection dating 
back more than fifty years and the many and varied specialist 
collections. 

The National Book League’s other library, a reference 
library holding for two years a copy of every children’s book 
published in Britain (currently more than 7,000 volumes), is 
the focus for the Centre for Children’s Books, the umbrella 
title for all the NBL’s activities relating to children’s books. 
The Centre is currently establishing a comprehensive reference 
service on literature for children and combines this with the 
provision of practical support for trade and non-trade book 
events. The many Centre publications — Children’s Books: An 
Information Guide, The Authors and Illustrators List and the 
forthcoming Books About Children’s Books — are particularly 
useful far those with a professional involvement in children’s 
books. Additionally in 1983 Children’s Book Week will be 
administered by the National Book League from the Centre 
for Children’s Books. 


Publications and awards 


Centre publications are additional to the National Book 
League’s own respected booklists — annotated and selected 
guides to the best books on an assortment of topics — 
educational, general and children’s. These lists have a broader 
scope, being of use to all bookreaders as selection aids. The 
touring exhibitions of the books featured in these lists (there 
are over forty extant) are seen by an even greater number and 
variety of people. During Children’s Book Week for example 
NBL exhibitions of children’s books can be found in libraries, 
schools and bookshops throughout the country. 

Another expanding aspect of the NBL’s work is the admini- 
stration of literary prizes. In her introduction to the NBL’s 
publication A Guide to Literary Prizes, Grants and Awards 
Margaret Drabble writes that ‘Prizes can and do stimulate 
interest in books, and benefit more than the winning author 
alone, as readers, publishers and booksellers acknowledge’. 
The NBL firmly believes in this statement and almost twenty 
literary prizes are administered and publicised by the National 
Book League. The Booker McConnell Prize is, of course, now 
a major literary event; nomination guarantees an increase in 
sales, winning the prize guarantees far more, as the media 
coverage is immense, but smaller more specialised prizes also 
benefit the area they award. Interest in prizes such as the 
Thomas Cook Trave! Book Awards, the Kurt Maschler award 
for children’s books and the Sinclair Prize for unpublished 
manuscripts with a social or political theme continues — with 
a little help from the National Book ‘League — to increase. 

The practical support available to any member of the NBL. 
obviously extends beyond what can be mentioned here; the 
NBL will in effect always respond to a need — from organising 
international book exhibitons to providing a top ten fiction 
bestseller list for a local newspaper or supporting leaflets 
for Channel Four book programmes. To continue to be able 
to do so, however, the NBL needs considerable support from 
its membership, not only financially, but also by making full 
use of all the many services it can offer.

Privatising Companies House 
Paul Neville reports on the joint Aslib/AEBIG forum, held on 
26 January at Belgrave Square 


Peter Page, in the Chair, opened the crowded meeting by 
reading a letter from the Registrar of Companies, Dennis 
Nottage, who felt it would not be appropriate for him to take 
part since the Minister was only at the stage of canvassing 
suggestions. The first speaker, Angela Allott of Sheffield 
Libraries, stressed the interest of the whole community in the 
information held by Companies House. Since the telephone 
service of registered addresses had been suspended callers were 
referred to the public libraries. However, the successful experi- 
ment in Liverpool to supply a postal service of microfiches 
through the Library had not been implemented as a permanent 
national service. Nationwide access was necessary but the 
scheme seemed to have been shelved in favour of privatisation. 

Stanley Davis, Honorary Secretary of the Association of 
Company Registration Agents, emphasised that the registra- 
tion function of Companies House had to remain with the 
Department of Trade. Only the storage and dissemination 
of the information was involved in this call for proposals. 
Certain criteria had been laid down — fair treatment for all 
users, a Service at least as good as today’s, continuity at 
any handover to a private organisation. There were further 
constraints in the existing rights to inspect original docu- 
ments, especially in the EEC directive which laid down that 
company information of this kind had to be made available 
to the public by post at no more than the cost of administra- 
tion. 

One further problem was that the Registrar was 
approaching organisations of his choosing — we were not 
allowed to know which. 

Mr Davis pointed out that the existing system produced a 
surplus but that this arose from the registration fees paid by 
companies, not the search fees paid by users, which did not 
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cover the cost of producing fiches. The best solution might 
be a public corporation responsible for its own profitability 
and able to plough any surplus back into the service. 

The personal view of Mr Davis was that privatisation was 
unlikely to happen. If it did, it would take three to four years, 
the same system would continue and a golden opportunity 
would be missed to introduce computerisation and improve 
the service dramatically. 

The final speaker was David Senior of the London Chamber 
of Commerce and Industry, which has been operating a Business 
Names service since the Government abolished the official 
Registry. He pointed out the non-profit nature of the Chambers 
of Commerce and their long history of support services for 
business. Chambers of Commerce in other countries were 
responsible for company registration — notably in Colombia 
where the system had been running, with statutory backing, 
since 1932! 

The London Chamber's initial thoughts would favour a 
central registry with access through Chambers in major indus- 
trial centres. Modern technology would be introduced with 
as much computerisation as possible. This would require a 
change in the Companies Act but would provide the basis for 
a British commercial databank. 

Much of the subsequent discussion took the form of 
criticism of the existing arrangements at Companies House, 
which made the absence of the Registrar even more regrettable. 
The surplus currently generated by the CRO was not available 
to the Registrar for development purposes or for extra staff. 
Improvements could easily be made if the political will existed. 
There were strong reservations about the rather closed nature 
of the whole consultation process and the role of the users’ 
group which meets with the Registrar. Perhaps the most telling 
comment of the evening came from the Department of Industry 
whose sister Department is responsible for Companies House — 
even they cannot obtain a decent service themselves! 

Subsequent developments: Following a report in the 
Observer (6 February) that Companies House was circularising 
potential buyers, Terry Hanstock of AEB/G phoned Dennis 
Nottage, the Registrar of Companies. Mr Nottage said that a 
package of descriptive material was sent to potential appli- 
cants, but only if they asked for it. He went on to say that 
the Government was not seeking privatisation, but would 
consider any reasonable offer received. However a consulta- 
tion document would be made available for public discussion 
first. Subsequently (14 February) the Telegraph reported that 
Companies House was having difficulty finding any buyer. 





Leaky meeting 

Edwin Fleming, Commercial Librarian at Liverpool, took 
exception to Terry Hanstock’s January report and springs 
to his own defence here. 


In my defence against Terry Hanstock’s ‘leaky meeting’ 
charge (AE B/G News, January 1983) | feel | must point out 
to your readers that there were other ways the information 
got out besides through my column in New Library World 
(July), for example As/ib Information (August). Some at 
least of the six public libraries concerned discussed the 
agreement in their public committee meetings in July — was 
not Sheffield one such? And of course the agents were always 
due to be told on 14 September at the non-statutory users’ 
group meeting, the minutes of which record their objections. 
The Government's decision not to proceed with the agreement 
came in October, and, according to a rumour which | have had 
from an agent and also from a source close to the Government, 
it followed a letter from an agent to the Prime Minister claiming 
the library service would cause unemployment among agents. 
What about the constituencies north of Watford Gap where 
unemployment is 25% and where lack of company informa- 
tion increases unemployment by the knock-on effect of 
liquidations? 

But, of course, while all this was happening the Government 
and agents, in ignorance of European company law, were pre- 
paring to privatise the CRO. We are all indebted to Dale 
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Campbell-Savours, MP for Workington (unemployment over 
20%), for pointing out the relevant European company law to 
Parliament (2 December 1982). | have realised for years that 
the battle with the agents, public interest versus private 
interest, was inescapable. But the agents apart, the Govern- 
ment would not have launched the library service at the same 
time as they announced privatisation plans. | suggest, there- 
fore, that Terry makes an unreasonable suggestion about my 
New Library World article. 

| am glad to know Terry is so firmly committed to postal 
sales. When in 1977 | first spoke to colleagues urging the kind 
of service agreed at the so-called ‘leaky meeting’, Terry and his 
superiors at Sheffield vacillated between scepticism and opposi- 
tion, commending instead the service then provided by Jordan 
and Sons Limited, agents. After years of reading, writing and 
speaking about the CRO and postal sales, | know | have wide- 
spread support in the library/information profession, and in 
the country as a whole. As | understand it Terry was left to 
find a person to speak for libraries on the panel for the com- 
mendable AEBIG meeting on the CRO privatisation proposals 
on 26 January. Who appeared on the programme but his 
Sheffield superior? What a pity she could not answer the one 
question she was asked, even when it was on a point she 
brought up! 

Editor’s note: The decision on who to invite to speak at 
the privatisation meeting was in fact taken by the AEB/G 
Committee as a whole, and not by Terry. 


CPI surveys business databases 


Capital Planning Information, who have recently com- 
pleted work on the information needs of smal! manufacturing 
firms (AEB/G News November/December) have been asked 
by the British Library Research and Development Department 
to undertake a preliminary survey of business databases in the 
United Kingdom. The survey will have regard to the special 
needs of small businesses and the agencies assisting such 
businesses. 

In the earlier study CPI identified an urgent need for better 
quality information at local level, including data on companies, 
products, services, purchasers, suppliers, licences, market 
gaps, Capacity and finance. Existing databases often appear to 
be narrow in scope, incomplete, out of date or unused due to 
lack of promotion. CPI want to identify existing databases, 
establish their basic characteristics, determine problem areas 
and identify possible areas of overlap and suggest areas where 
co-ordination could lead to improvements. A final report will 
be submitted to the BL by the end of April.

There is a revolution on the way in communications. It 

all started in the United Kingdom with the Beesley Report.

There were two main conclusions in this report. 

(1) Other organisations should be able to compete with 
British Telecom in the non-voice communications 
market. 

(2) British Telecom would also be able to enter and compete 
in this market: | 

The main conclusions of this report have been accepted by the 

Governement and it is interesting and encouraging to see how 

people are finding new wayleaves. With convergent technology 

we need the best package possible in relation to data genera- 
tion and telecommunications. So far the following develop- 
ments have happened. 


Project Mercury 


This is a consortium set up by Cable and Wireless, Barclays 
and British Petroleum. The plan is to run fibre optics along the 
British Rail track in order to link the major cities with a fast 
communications system. A licence has been granted by the 
Government and British Telecom have agreed to link their 
telephone network with this project. Scicon, a subsidiary of 
British Petroleum have full responsibility for the B.P. share 
and the first break-out point from London is Milton Keynes. 
Progress on this project will be reported as it is possible it 
could be linked to a local area network in Milton Keynes. 


Central Electricity Generating Board 


There is a planned project by CEGB in conjunction with 
Plessey and BICC to run fibre optics along the overhead grid 
system (Financial Times 27 September 1982 p.12). So far it 
is an experimental stage with trials at Southampton. The 
problem is what happens when the power lines go under- 
ground near and in urban areas. Dish aerials at the end of 
the grid system linked to satellites have been suggested. 


Remote meter reading 


This is a technique developed by Thorn EMI for sending 
information back over the mains wiring so that the meter can 
be read at the power station. This system is called Mainsborne 
and trials are taking place in Milton Keynes organised by Thorn 
EMI, the Electricity Supply Industry, British Gas and the 
Water Research Centre. The trials are aimed at seeing if these 
organisations can read the meters at the point of supply. GEC, 
Home Automation and MK Electric are working on similar 
schemes. Home Automation also use the internal wiring for a 
home security system. The reference to this is in Financial 
Times 11 November 1982 p.14. Could this system be linked 
with the above CEGB plans? 


City sewers and communications 


The latest proposal is to run fibre optics along the sewers. 
As these are glass there is no problem of deterioration. This 
project has been widely reported (Financial Times 21/10/82 
p. 11:15/11/82 p.5; Computer Weekly 4/12/82 p.7; Electronics 
Weekly 3/11/82 p.3). 

A consortium has been set up by the Water Research Centre 
and a company called Cabletime. This company is a joint 
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venture between Times Fibre Communications Inc. in the USA 
(Holding company Insito Inc) and United Engineering Industry 
Ltd in the UK. UEI are a holding company for a number of 
high technology companies which include Link Electronics, 
Micro Consultants and Quantel Ltd. There are plans for trials 
in Swindon. This seems an excellent idea to me and is of 
considerable interest to the planner engaged in urban renewal. 
Our older cities have sewers which were put in years ago and 
need renewal, witness all the burst water mains in our older 
inner cities, Therefore vast sums of money are needed to 
replace the sewers before we can start to rebuild. The rent 
paid to use these sewers could help to renew them and release 
money for rebuilding. It could also establish a first class local 
area network which would attract industry and commerce, ail 
badly needed in our older cities. 


The effect on British Telecom 


This has been encouraging. B.T. now realise that they no 
longer have a monopoly and intend to take on all the opposi- 
tion and to move into all aspects of modern technology for 
communications. This was borne out by a preser:tation by 
B.T. at Milton Keynes and a visit to their research centre at 
Martlesham, They are looking at the total package including 
networks and satellites with fibre development seen as the 
main priority. They are running an experiment in fibre optics 
at Oldbrook in Milton Keynes and have plans to link most of 
the major cities by fibre optics in the immediate future. 


Cable television 

Cable television developed in fringe areas because of poor 
reception. Since then with improved transmission and more 
aerials most countries in the developed world have national 
coverage. Milton Keynes was cabled for domestic use by 
British Telecom because of a desire to avoid roof top aerials 
and interference. Cable TV first developed in the USA in 1948 
and despite legislation to make it interactive in 1972 it has 
been in decline until recently. Ted Turner is one of the major 
figures in this development. The main areas of activity are the 
showing of films, some of an X type rating, community infor- 
mation and pressure groups and religious bodies. In fact the 
X-rated film is one of the main areas of growth. 

The response of the British Government to this was to set 
up an information Technology Advisory Panel to report on 
this. This was published last year and the full reference is 
Cable systems. A report by the Information Technology 
Advisory Panel. HMSO Feb 1982 £3.60. This recommends 
the cabling of Britain for multi-channel TV in the enter- 
tainment area. There is no mention of business use. Also 
co-axial cable is recommended and a degree of urgency is 
implied. 

The Hunt Committee was set up in response to this and 
after requesting evidence the ITAP proposals were just accepted. 
The report is entitled Report of the inquiry into cable expan- 
sion and broadcasting policy. HMSO Oct 1982 £4.40. 

The Institute of Information Scientists submitted evidence 
which recommends the development of this for business use as 
well as a consideration to use fibre optics. As | helped to draft 
this it is natural that | should agree with this, but why did 
Aslib not respond? If we wish to become involved in the 
information revolution we need to be much more forceful 
in making our views known. 

The nearest parallel is Prestel. We in the information 
professions told B.T. that this would not be led by the dom- 
estic market. In fact Preste! is now taking off in the commercial 
service sector i.e. banks, travel agents, hotels, airlines. The other 
area of development is closed user groups. 


Local area networks 


These mainly have developed to link all I.T. equipment 
together in one building. Future developments wiil be to link 
the Central Business District via cable or fibre optics. Prestel, 


if cable is used, results in a sharper picture. The local view- 
data in Milton Keynes plans to use the existing cable which 
needs to be upgraded to make it interactive. We also have to 
decide what standard to use. 


Satellites 


These are now competing with undersea cable for overseas 
communications. Microwaves are used so as to avoid interfering 
with radio waves. What is required is an earth station with a 
dish aerial of about 15 to 20 ft. For reception a dish of about 
4 feet is needed. British Telecom are working on a cheaper one. 
This means that organisations can have a dish aerial on the 
roof and communicate with the world with little problem. 
What appeals to me is that satellites can be used to measure 
the effect of our activity on the environment. Will the ecological 
groups who oppose IT please note this fact. It is surprising the 
developments which have taken place since the first com- 
mercial satellite was launched in 1965. 


Fibre optics 


The problem with fibre optics is in both making them to a 
standard where there are no impurities which cause light scatter 
from the pulsed laser input and in joining them. The first 
problem is near a solution and estimates have been made that 
they will cost about the same to produce as co-axial cable by 
1985. Joining them is a more difficult problem because they 
are so small in diameter. British Telecom claim they have made 
considerable progress in this. As far as | can tell Britain has a 
lead in fibre optics. If so we need to apply this knowledge 
quickly. 


The wired nation 


If we are the first country to develop the combination of 
fibre optics and local area networks linked to satellite for 
overseas communications we have two big advantages: 

1. The most efficient communications network in the world 
2. The possibility of a good export market for this 

This is why | think the Hunt Committee is wrong. What do 
all of you think out there? We need to decide a common 
approach by Aslib, the LA and HS on this and make our 
views known in a most forceful manner. If we do not we 
will find that we are no longer in the information business. 
We are a small island with a dense population. This gives 

us a big advantage over all other nations except Japan. So 
we need to lay our plans well and then act fast.

Reports held by British Library Lending Division 


Mr J. P. Chillag has kindly responded to our request for 
clarification over difficulties members have met in trying to 
obtain material previously held by Technical Reports Centre 
at Orpington. Here is his reply: 

‘This letter refers to the Eltron News note which appeared 
in Aslib Information volume 10 nos 11/12 page 292. 

‘For a number of reasons the stock of reports transferred 
from TRC to the LD is not as complete as TRC announcements 
earlier in 1982 would indicate. The collection was weeded by 
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TRC and sensitive (not necessarily classified) material was 
removed before transferring the stock. Such material included 
material from some Research Associations and reports from 
various, mainly UK companies. Because of the nature of this 
material it is not surprising that the withdrawn stock included 
a higher proportion of documents of interest to Eltron member- 
ship than material in other fields. We have also found out that 
some documents were recalled by their originators after ab- 
stracts had been printed in R&D Abstracts. Another reason 
for the incompleteness of the material is that some documents 
were not returned from loan when borrowers learnt of the 
demise of TRC. Only last week an organisation represented on 
-your committee returned to us 6 reports which they had had 
on loan from TRC for 2 years! Loan records of TRC have not 
been transferred. 

‘We would have liked to see some examples of failed requests 
for ex-TRC stock but understand that so far you have none to 
send. It would be very much easier to comment on actual 
cases and it would be appreciated if members would forward 
details of such failures to me. 

‘One suggestion can be made to potential users of the ex- 
TRC stock: They should quote both the originator’s reference 
number and also the T number.’ |

Transborder dataflow monitoring service 


Eusidic, the European Association of Information Services, 
has announced the creation of a new Europe-wide monitoring 
service aimed at gathering data on impediments to the flow of 
data and information across national borders, The decision to 
institute the service was taken by Eusidic’s governing Council 
at a meeting in December 1982. 

Eusidic’s chairman, Harry Collier, said that: ‘Many of our 
members are concerned about apparent restrictions imposed 
by some European governments concerning the ability of users 
of information via state-owned telecommunication networks 
to have a free and unimpeded choice of accessing banks of 
data that may be held in another country. Very often, in 
Europe, “incentives to use a local product” can become 
barriers against using non-local products’. 

The Eusidic monitoring service will feature correspondents 
in each major European country linked by an electronic mail 
service based on a computer near Rome, Italy. Correspondents 
will use terminals to feed into a central Eusidic databank any 
news or evidence of national interference in transborder data- 
flow in so far as it could effect users of international informa- 
tion services. -

LAMSAC project 


LAMSAC (Local Authorities Management Services and 
Computer Committee) is to carry out a major research study 
into Income generation in public libraries in England for the 
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Department of Education and Science's Office of Arts and 
Libraries (OAL). Income generation has always been a con- 
troversial subject for libraries, but has taken on a new signifi- 
cance with financial cutbacks. LAMSAC’s terms of reference 
for the project include identifying and evaluating current 
oractice, assessing attitudes and making proposals on the 
future of income generating activities. 

A Steering Group has been set up to oversee the project, 
comprising senior representatives from the library, leisure 
and accountancy professions plus the OAL and LAMSAC. 
Questionnaires have been sent already to each Chief 
Librarian in England and from the responses the Steering 
Group will select approximately 20 authorities (both ‘pro’ 
and ‘anti’ income generation) for detailed field visits by 
LAMSAC consultancy staff. It is expected that the findings 
and conclusions of the study will be reported to the Office 
of Arts and Libraries by late summer 1983.

interlibrary loans report 


Sue Stone: Inter-library loans: a study of the antecedents 
and outcomes of inter-library loan requests. This report has 
recently been published by the Centre for Research on User 
Studies at Sheffield. A survey of inter-library loan requests 
was carried out in March 1981, at four sites of Sheffield 
University library by means of a self-administered questionnaire 
to users. The main aim of the study was to examine the kind 
of knowledge users had of items requested on inter-library 
loans prior to making the request, and to try to establish 
whether some sources of information seemed to contribute 
more effectively than others to meeting the users’ expectations 
of the items requested. 

Although the quantitative results of the survey were incon- 
clusive, the role of abstracts in predicting the likely usefulness 
and relevance of documents requested appeared to have some 
importance. The report gives considerable insight into users’ 
needs and behaviour and raises important questions about 
making use of the inter-library loan service more effective.

By ensuring 
that the article is in the order of 1500 words in length, and 
making use of an experienced and co-ordinated editorial 
board, the journal is able to double referee all papers and still 
achieve a publication time of less than one month. At the 
same time, IRCS Medical Science has virtually pioneered 
profiled primary publishing in that the published articles are 
divided among some 30 individual publications according to 
scientific profiles. This ensures that the user has a relatively 
recent selection of articles presented to him or her and only 
has to purchase those sections of direct relevance to his or her 
particular field of research or practice. 

IRCS Medical Science will now be presented online via 
Bibliographic Retrieval Services (BRS). The journal willbe 
available in full text form, including tables but not graphics 
or illustrations, and can be searched using a natural language 
searching system. The file consists of articles published since 
1980 and is updated monthly. 

The complete file will at first be available to an experi- 
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mental group of users who will form a testbed for the experi- 
ment. However, it is envisaged that as soon as the initial for- 
matting questions have been answered the file. will be available 
on the general market so that a wide range of end user reactions 
can be obtained. The experiment will also examine the feasi- 
bility of accepting scientific manuscripts in machine readable 
form.

Acronyms and abbreviations are used frequently in library 
and information work, a trend which has been increasing since 
the first appearance of this book in 1975. The new edition, like 
its predecessor, aims to provide a reference listing of those 
abbreviations encountered in the English language literature. 
Entries are arranged in alphabetical order with the official 
expansion alongside. Selection has been based on usage in the 
literature. There is comprehensive coverage of organisations, 
associations, projects, journals, information resources and 
services, technical terms, and abstracting, indexing and pro- 
fessional services. Other areas such as the book trade, archives, 
museums, management, translation, education and computer 
and micrographic technology are only included selectively.

This is the seventh edition of a report which is published 
annually. The first section of the report deals with the supply 
side of the booktrade, including publishers’ output and exports, 
while the following section deals with the purchase of books 
by both individuals and institutions. The results of the Euro- 
monitor book readership survey 1982, a national survey of 
reading and book buying habits of 2,000 adults are also 
featured. The concluding section draws together some of the 
major points arising from the report and considers the future 
of the industry.

The guide is in 3 sections (a) information resources by type, 


(b) glossary of jargon terms, and (c) bibliography of references 
about acquisition policies and techniques. Each entry in the 
section on information sources (which is arranged alphabetically 
by source) includes details of sponsoring agencies, restrictions, 
indexing and hints which may affect the acquisition of the 
item. 

The guide would be of use to those who are very involved 
_with obtaining defence documents however the occasional 
user of such documents may find the information unnecessarily 
detailed, particularly if he is based outside the USA and able 
to use an agency or service to satisfy his document procure- 
ment problems.

The intention of this publication, now in its second edition, 
is to act as a biographical complement to the European Com- 
munities and other European Organisations Yearbook 
(ECEOY). As such, entries for Senior Civil Servants currently 
working within the European Communities (Council, Com- 
mission, European Parliament etc.) are included, along with 
biographies for senior employees of more than twenty other 
European organisations such as the Council of Europe, 
Eurocontrol and the European Patent Office. Biographies of 
the members of Permanent Representations, the Heads of 
Missions accredited to them, the Chairmen and Secretaries of 
the different branches of the European Movement and of the 
professional organisations set up at Community level are also 
included. Approximately 1400 entries in total are contained 
along with a list of relevant abbreviations. The directory gives 
no indication as to the comprehensiveness with which the 
various categories of employees, officers and executives have . 
been covered, but nonetheless can be seen as a valuable source 
of information relating to Europe and its organisations, 
especially when used in conjunction with ECEOY.

Gale has created a publication out of another of its in- 
house reference sources. /ndexes, Abstracts and Digests is a 
source for identifying books that themselves identify con- 
tents of books, periodicals and documents in a systematic - 
form. This guide consists of reproductions of Library of 
Congress Catalogue Cards. 

The 6,000+ entries in this guide are arranged according 
to the LC classification system, however there are no title 
or author indexes to complement this arrangement. A 
potential user should also be alerted to the 800+ entries at 
the end of the publication listed under LC Cards Without 
Classification Numbers, a section which is virtually unusable. 

The foreward does not indicate the cut off date for entries 
and the publication contains no more than a sprinkling of 
cards with accession numbers 1980 or later. The publication 
may offer some benefit to the industrious browser who may 
trace details of a diverse range of indexes from Index of 
Gregorian Chant, North American Fruit Jar Index and the 
Index of Stations and Sidings of Goods from Perth. 

Although Chemical Abstracts is listed in the Chemistry 
section, Biological Abstracts is not in the Natural History and 
Biology section. On the other hand /ndex Medicus is in the 
Bibliography and Library Science section and Excerpta Medica‘s 
various secondary publications are not listed at all. 

Guides to sources of information such as this, succeed or 
fail with the standard of their indexes, and this publication 
will frustrate many users who are not fully familiar with the 
LC classification system.

Using online information services requires training, but for 
an institution to send all potential searchers to attend externally 
organised courses can prove very costly; as a result, many 
institutions are developing their own inhouse training pro- 
grammes, for intermediaries and, increasingly, for end users. 

In this seminar, organised by Aslib and the UK Online Users 
Group to help librarians and information officers plan such 
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Aslio Activiti 
inhouse courses, speakers (which include Angela Batten, 
University of London; Lucy Tedd; Frances Wood, University 
of Sheffield; Fred Guy, College of Librarianship Wales and 
Andrew Buxton, BLAISE), will provide an overview of inhouse 
training, including the design of online searching courses, 
descriptions of training aids available and details of the equip- 
ment needed, suggestions of what help is available from hosts, 
and thoughts on producing aids and on economic factors 
involved. Finally, Heidi Ebrahim, Bedford Public Libraries, 
and Pat Gallagher, Shell Research Limited, will describe 
inhouse training programmes that they have successfully 
launched.

Future of the Research Association 


Aslib receives favourable mention in the report ‘Industrial 
Research and Development’ recently prepared by the Commitee 
of Enquiry into the Research Associations under the Chairman- 
ship of the Ear! of Bessborough. The committee’s terms of 
reference were ‘to examine the scope, organisation, functions 
and methods of operation of the research associations, 
including the relationships and interaction between themselves 
and with Government, industry and universities and other 
bodies, with the object of making suggestions to increase their 
industrial effectiveness.’ 

The report looks at the broad achievement of the RA 
Scheme over the years, reviews some of the achievements and 
problems of each association, and sets out a series of recom- 
mendations.

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Photocopying and copyright: reflections on the 
UKS place in The International Scene 


R A Wall, Deputy librarian, Loughborough University of Technology 


Introduction 


This would seem an appropriate time to review the UK 
situation against an international backdrop. An attempt to 
survey the photocopying controversy from a librarian’s 
viewpoint has already been made and should be taken in 
conjunction! , though the conclusions and recommendations 
now presented naturally reflect further consideration. 


Double image 


A double image is usually blurred, and that just about 
describes the whole copyright scene. However, librarians 
appear to have acquired a double image. The first is that 
which they have of themselves: sensible, law-abiding, kindly, 
eminently reasonable folk who would no more make an 
‘unfair’ or illegal photocopy than damage a fly-leaf. Associated 
with this image is the desire and professional duty to support 
fair play for all in copyright matters. Ian Parsons wrote in 
1974? : 


‘It is only gradually, and over a period of several 
centuries, that the idea of copyright as we know it 
today has evolved. In the process, the Common Law 
tights of the individual, and what for want of a better 
term might be called “the general good of society”, 
have frequently found themselves opposed to one 
another and sometimes in violent conflict. The history 
of copyright is to that extent a history of the changing 
views of society as to where the line should be drawn 
between the rights of the individual and the interests of 
the general public.’ 


However, it is not the duty of librarians to make their 
own rules, but to follow the law of the land, whilst bearing in 
mind that as members of a democracy they are just as 
entitled as anyone else to try to influence the formulation of 
new legislation. The law has to be augmented by whatever 
extensions or interpretations have become accepted in 
common practice, and of course accepted by both parties in 
the perpetual controversy: the rights owners, and the users of 
copyright materials. 

The second image is that painted by publishers, who have 
claimed repeatedly that librarians are ‘ripping them off? by 
making illegal copies on a large scale. This is taken as positively 
insulting by librarians who for many years have insisted that 
anyone requiring a ‘non-fair’ copy or copies must obtain 
written permission from the publisher and present it along 
with his request. Why does one feel that the image is painted 
by ‘publishers’, rather than by all rights owners? Because, 
although the UK does not have the benefit of surveys to 
match the American ones by King Research Inc.*** , many 
librarians could give an assessment or value judgement of the 
kind and extent of photocopying: 


(a) most photocopies made in the UK are single fair 
dealing copies of material in English; 

(b) most of them are from scholarly, scientific, 
technical or professional journals (the King 
Research report’s SST category); 
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(c) most of the authors not only receive no payment 
but have no contract involving royalties either’ ; 

(d) those authors themselves rely heavily on freedom 
of access to the literature, including their own 
research harvests of royalty-free single photo- 
copies; 

(e) a significant proportion of material is non-UK, 
mostly American; 

(f) not all copied material is in copyright and, as 
certain skills are needed to make the distinction, 
the proportion of non-fair dealing copies would 
be difficult to establish. 


From (c) in particular, it seems mainly the publishers who 
have mounted a vigorous anti-photocopying campaign in 
racent years, so vigorous as to become almost a diatribe. For 
example, one impassioned plea ends: 


“Academics who are themselves authors will see the 
justice of giving scholars a reasonable reward for their 
labours. Through the whole copying pantomime, the 
world of learning is placing itself in danger of killing 
the geese which lay its golden eggs.’ 


This of course completely glosses over the fact that, in the 
vest majority of photocopying cases (the serials), it is the 
gcose-girls (the publishers) rather than the geese who really 
feel threatened. 


The controversy 


Tke publishers seem to regard teachers as ‘double-dealing’ 
rather than concerned with, and about, ‘fair dealing’. Why do 
the publishers feel in danger, and what do they want? Quite 
simply, they regard every partial photocopy as a cheap 
replacement for buying a copy of a whole serial issue or of a 
textbook. They want royalties for all photocopies, whether 
single or multiple: in other words, an end to the fair dealing 
concept. They think the modern speed and ease of producing 
photocopies makes the situation worse and their case stronger, 
which arguably is rather like saying that a person with a 
photographic memory or a knowledge of shorthand should 
pay more for his ‘copy’ than he who writes it out laboriously 
by hand. 

iow did this controversy build up? It dates back a long 
way, as the quotation indicated earlier, but specifically the 
interest intensified during the collection of evidence by the 
Wh:-tford Committee, on which there were unfortunately no 
librarians. The Whitford Report in 19777 recommended new 
legislation in support of licensing-cum-collecting agencies to 
gather royalties, retaining single royalty-free privileges only 
in respect of manually made copies for private study or 
private research (the second ‘private’ being additional to the 
previous fair dealing phrase in the 1956 Copyright Act). This 
evoEed the strong disapproval of librarians and educators for 
reasons which may emerge later. After the Whitford Report, 
a committee was set up under Lord Wolfenden by the 
Socizty of Authors and the Publishers Association to plan for 
the implementation of the Report, which they evidently 
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regarded as draft legislation. The Wolfenden Committee later 
became known as the Committee of United Kingdom 
Copyright Owners (CUKCO). The Wolfenden Committee, 
supported by the Council for Educational Technology (CET), 
approached the Council of Scottish Local Authorities 
(COSLA) with a proposal for a licensing scheme for school 
photocopying, as a ‘pilot scheme’ for two years. During 1978 
to 1980, COSLA were under pressure to sign, and two 
surveys of school photocopying, plus some genuine cases of 
infringement in respect of music that led to heavy damages 
elsewhere in the country, were doubtless a source of pressure. 
In the autumn of 1980, believing COSLA about to sign, the 
Wolfenden Committee sent the same draft form of licence 

to all educational authorities and also to library professional 
bodies, referring to the COSLA situation as though it were a 
foregone conclusion and inviting others to enter discussions 
towards licensing. This raised danger signals: far from being 

a pilot scheme from which COSLA could have withdrawn if 
need be, it appeared to be interpretable as the thin end of the 
wedge for the entire UK world of education and research. 
Fortunately the signals were seen and contact established 
between education authorities and librarians. Considerable 
opposition from education authorities in general had already 
been evident. COSLA did not sign, nor has any local authority 
yet been reported as signing. 

The pros and cons of licensing are discussed later. The 
library professional bodies deferred consideration of licensing, 
pending the appearance of a Green Paper on copyright 
legislation. Although the Green Paper did at last appear in 
July 19815, it has not helped to ease the controversy between 
rights owners and users, for it supported fair dealing single 
copies whilst pointing out that licensing for multiple or other 
non-fair dealing copies could be instituted within the frame- 
work of present legislation. The CUKCO has continued to 
press for licensing, to cover all copies whether single or 
multiple, private or public use. Some arguments might 
have been squashed by the Green Paper, but now the violence 
of conflict seems likely to escalate. How one views, indeed 
how one defines, the rights and wrongs of copyright greatly 
depends on whose ‘side’ one is on. 


Rights and wrongs 


Apart from the Green Paper, what are the official responses 
to the problems? There would seem no point in repeating 
here details which are widely known to many and readily 
ascertainable by others (e.g. Taylor’ ). The Copyright Act 
1956}? , supported by the Copyright (Libraries) Regulations 
1957") , constitute the law for the UK. 

Then there is, to coin a phrase, “‘quasi-legislation’ or 
accepted practice, though this can beg the question ‘Accepted 
by whom?’. A statement originally made by the Publishers 
Association and the Society of Authors and now by the 
British Copyright Council (BCC) on behalf of rights owners, 
mainly on what they would regard as reasonable copying 
within fair dealing’ , was welcomed as a clarification by 
librarians and has probably been extensively followed. But 
in the murky depths of copyright matters, ‘clarification’ is 
relative and in any event varies with the extent of mud- 
stirring achieved by different factions; hence non-librarians 
(and even some librarians) may be less than clear on what 
should be considered ‘reasonable’. A notable feature of 
present law and quasi-law is the extent to which it is mis- 
understood, ignored, or misquoted: for example, some 
rights owners now ignore the BCC pamphlet and indicate 
that libraries are not authorised to provide copies from 
books at all without permission, only from serials’? . When no 
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Gefinitions appear in the letter of the law, one has repeatedly 
to fall back either upon quasi-law or upon probing for ‘the 
spirit of the law’ or ultimately upon ethical principles"*. 

The letter of the law allows a service for fair dealing 
photocopies of copyright material to be provided only by 
libraries, and scheduled kinds of library at that (excluding 
industrial libraries, for example). However, after the advent 
of coin-operated photocopiers and the growth in the use of 
office copiers, the Publishers Association and later the 
British Copyright Council made available copies of a notice 
about copyright for display alongside each machine. Thus, 
tacitly, the letter of the law has been extended by accepted 
practice to allow photocopying of copyright material by any 
individual on any machine provided the law and quasi-law 
are upheld in respect of the copies themselves. This has 
perhaps tended to make industrial libraries who illegally 
provided copies feel more secure, since no distinction is made 
between single-copy production for oneself or for others as 
a service. Hence it must have been a shock for those libraries 
to be reminded by the Green Paper that the letter of the law 
only authorises certain scheduled types of library to provide 
a service, and those of firms are among the exclusions. It 
would nevertheless seem inappropriate and unfair to do what 
the Green Paper suggests and prevent industrial libraries from 
achieving legal sanction for providing copying services when 
‘business ends’ are involved, for the grey areas are enormous 
and affect the education sector as well as firms. Multiple 
copies are another matter, and the following notes try to sum 
up the position: 


(i) many firms like to replicate important papers to 
send to key personnel; 

(ii) despite the illegality, a tendency exists to develop 
a ‘keep it in the family and it is alright’ attitude 
when no damage to the open market is intended 
(nor, in most cases, would really result); 

(iii) there is in any event no spare labour or indeed ` 
time to seek permission; 

(iv) large firms would surely be willing to pay royalties 
for multiple copies if copying were achievable with- 
out fuss and bother and the rates were reasonable. 


Apparently feeling that the BCC pamphlet did not cover 
their needs adequately, the Periodical Publishers’ Association 
(PPA) produced a ‘code of fair practice’ for photocopying 
from periodicals!" . This quotes relevant parts of the 1956 
Act but not of the Copyright (Libraries) Regulations 1957. 
A ‘permissions’ section goes further than the latter, avoiding 
restrictions on the number of single copies that can be made 
from the same issue. There are other concessions like copying 
for replacement of lost or damaged originals, or space-saving 
microform preparation ‘where there is bona fide intention to 
destroy the original’, or out of print material, or material 
ordered from publishers but not supplied within a reasonable 
time. The concepts are interesting as an attempt to recognise 
some of the more obvious needs. However, the self-styled 
code can only be followed in respect of a rather incomplete 
list of publishers in an appendix, hence it is in danger of being 
followed where advantageous to the user, but otherwise 
ignored. 

Both the BCC and PPA statements, then, have no force in 
law and bear equal risk of being honoured in the breach: 
they are really like unilateral declarations of non-violence 
(non-prosecution) provided they are followed. On the other 
hand, the Music Publishers’ Association Ltd’s ‘code of fair 
practice™ć was drawn up jointly between publishers and 
users, and there would seem every chance of wide acceptance. 
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Such acceptance could be proselytised by asking principal 
user Organisations other than those who assisted in the 
drafting to declare their intentions. With regard to the other 
two documents, if representatives of user groups were invited 
to participate in revised editions, and the groups similarly 
declared their intentions, an appropriate degree of authority 
would be generated. 

In recent years the rights owners have attempted a 
different course which would take them out of quasi-law and 
back into law: not common law as applied to everyone, but 
contract law between specific user bodies and the CUKCO. 
To what extent are the publishers correct to seek licensing 
and the removal of single copy privileges? In trying to answer 
that, one needs to look at the kinds of copying done, which 
fall into two groups. 

Firstly, non-fair dealing copies, some of which are tanta- 
mount to publication: 


(a) class handouts when an original is not owned; 

(b) library stock copies when an original is not owned 
or when the copies are destined for ordinary loan 
stock; 

(c) copies for sale outside fair dealing; 

(d) publication for sale in another form, e.g. course 
anthologies for students at a particular institution. 


For (a) and (b), present law is unclear but against in spirit, 
whilst (c) and (d) are illegal. It should be made easy for 
royalties to be paid in respect of (a) to (c), and permission 
requests should receive swift response for (d) and reasonable 
royalties, if any, be asked. 

The second group is really an extension of present fair 
dealing: 


(i) class handouts of reasonable parts when an original 
is owned; 

(ii) fair dealing singles, including British Library 
Lending Division copies; 

(iii) restoring partially damaged originals, or borrowing 
out-of-print works and copying when publishers 
do not respond within a reasonable time; 

(iv) library ‘reserve’ or short loan collection copies 
where items are owned as originals but user demand 
peaks at certain times of the academic year; also 
short loan collection copies made from out of 
print material borrowed from elsewhere; provided 
in all cases that copies are of reasonable parts; 

(v) copies of reasonable parts for criticism, review, 
committee meetings or examination purposes. 


The spirit of present law is against (i), (iii) and (iv), where- 
as (ii) and (v) are already accepted as fair dealing except for 
the addition of ‘committee meetings’ to the last. 

No royalties should be payable for any in this second 
group, for the publishers’ market should not be damaged at 
all by this kind of copying, since in no case is there any 
probability that originals would be purchased instead if 
copying became impossible. 

It is a sad fact of life, made even sadder by the apparent 
failure of the licensing lobby to comprehend it, that even if 
users were forced to pay for both groups of copies — thus 
damaging education and libraries in the public sector — the 
rights owners’ net gain would in all probability be zero, 
simply because there is only a finite sum allocated which, if 
angled towards royalties, moves away from purchase of 
originals. 

There is no doubt that the publishers are suffering from 
the recession, but so is everyone else. It would do more harm 
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than good to shift money around within a closed economic 
system in order to seek an outward semblance of increased 
income for publishers, whilst withering the very educational 
roots and budding authors of the national tree of culture. 
Publishers should perhaps seek means of bringing in money 
from outside the confines of public sector budgets. One way 
could be to apply as much zeal as has been spent on the anti- 
photocopying campaign to improving retail distribution and 
to the much more serious problem of piracy overseas. Another 
way, in the home public sector, would be to encourage the 
compilation of specific course-related anthologies for sale to 
students. Educational institution librarians are unlikely to be 
willing to pass on, to individual users, charges of the size 
envisaged by the publishers: for one thing, the stock would 
become even more subject to theft than it is already. The 
inevitable result of creating such a situation, however sincere 
the publishers believe themselves to be in their aims, would 
be to lower the quality of education and research through 
reduced availability of originals. In short, rather than saying 
‘Don’t kill the geese that lay the golden eggs’, the publishers 
should think hard on the entire ‘which comes first’ problem: 
egg or goose? On this note, since wild geese are migrating 
birds, perhaps one may move to the wider scene. 


International background 


It seems advisable to draw attention to several references 
which should be read at first hand. A book by Ploman and 
Hamilton contains a chapter which outlines the copyright 
systems of nine overseas countries?” . Duemmler’s prize- 
winning essay is essential material on principles and recent 
history in the international scene’® . Despite its necessary 
emphasis on Australia, a paper by Fielding, Librarian of the 
University of Queensland, contains interesting comparisons?’ 
A Unesco paper broadly compares copyright with political 
and economic structures” . On the European Economic 
Community, there are the book by Dietz”! and the study by 
the Franklin Institute in Munich?’ . All defy condensation 
here and should be taken in conjunction. 

The systems studied vary on grounds of ideology and 
national interest or, expressed in another way, they vary 
according to political and/or economic expediency as much 
as to the relative strengths of rights-owner and user lobbies. 
Socialist countries have tended to avoid exalting an individual’s 
rights to remuneration above the corporate rights and needs 
of the state, though such countries show signs of change. 
With regard to economics, a nation which is a heavy nett 
user of world intellectual property seems likely on pragmatic 
grounds to be more liberal towards photocopying than a 
nation which creates and generates a large proportion of that 
property. However, fortunately for the international rights of 
copyright owners, pragmatics seem rarely to cancel out ideals 
in the search for a balanced system, especially as there is 
usually strong self-interest in encouraging a nation’s own 
authors and publishers. 

The main international agreements concerning printed 
matter are the Berne Convention of 1886 plus revisions, and 
the Universal Copyright Convention (UCC) of 1952 plus the 
Paris revisions of 19717* . The signatories do not entirely 
coincide, nor have all signatories adopted all revisions, so the 
situation is complex. The Berne Convention reflects the 
European approach wherein copyright is automatic without 
registration or other formality, whilst the UCC leans towards 
the American requirement for some form of claim and 
requires that a (C) notice in prescribed form must appear if 
works are to be protected beyond the borders of their 
countries of origin. The important point is that signatories 
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have agreed, as well as certain minimum standards, to provide 
at least the same amount of protection to foreign works as is 
given to national works, and this point will be raised again 
later. For the time being, its significance is that one does not 
need to know and adhere to the detailed legislation of other 
countries, only to one’s own national laws. Nevertheless it 
would seem of interest here to review photocopying and 
copyright essentials in two other anglophone nations and the 
EEC to form a background for the present UK scene. 


United States of America 


The USA has a ‘fair use’ concept similar to UK fair dealing, 
and the 1976 Act , effective January 1978, legalised common 
practice. 

The making of single copies for supply via interlibrary 
loan channels is limited, though: a library must not receive 
‘such aggregate quantities as to substitute for a subscription 
to or purchase’ of a work. Here one turns to the American 
brand of ‘quasi-law’ for amplification: namely, to the specific 
guidelines developed by the National Commission on New 
Technological Uses of Copyright Works (CONTU) which 
have the unofficial approval of Congress? . The CONTU 
Guidelines?” allow a maximum of five photocopies per 
serial to any given library within any given calendar year 
from issues less than five years old. There are however some 
library stock concessions in respect of lost or damaged 
materials when an unused replacement cannot be obtained at 
a fair price. But a copy made for addition to an academic 
‘reserve’ or short loan collection of reading list material must 
be bought at a price including royalties if still in copyright. 

Congress having decided not to put detailed educatianal 
concessions into the legislation?’ , one also turns to quasi-law 
for these concessions. The details are to be found in a report 
on the copyright bill? concerning an agreement between 
publishers and educationalists, and this agreement is also 
taken as having the approval of Congress. Whatever the 
copying method, in addition to single copies for a teacher’s 
own use, multiple copies of limited extent may be made for 
class distribution, provided there is ‘spontaneity’: that is, no 
time to seek permission. Perhaps insufficient attention is 
paid by the UK to developments in the USA, where the 
photocopying controversy has raged for longer, in greater 
depth, and with more vigour on both sides. Believing, despite 
protestations to the contrary, that a massive quantity of 
‘unfair’ copies were being made by libraries, the publishers 
set up the Copyright Clearance Center, Inc. (CCC) to provide 
clearance and collect royalties, and act as a licensing agency. 
A year ago the CCC was said to be in financial difficulties. 
Under licence, the National Technical Information Service 
(NTIS) supplies photocopies, especially to its numerous 
deposit account customers. There has been a rumour among 
users of a non-profit National Periodicals Center to supply 
photocopies. 

The CONTU Final Report®® contains much of interest 
in addition to the Guidelines mentioned earlier. For example, 
there is an extensive section on computers and copyright, but 
of more relevance here are some details of the King Research 
Inc. survey of the extent of photocopying, published in 1977. 
Although aiming at comprehensiveness, the survey none- 
theless excluded some important kinds of non-library 
copying. The company was commissioned by the Copyright 
Office to make an even larger survey to help the first five- 
year review of the effects of the new Act? , including effects 
on publishers, and some interesting points emerge. A large 
proportion of academic libraries with ‘reserve operations’: 
that is, photocopies of articles on reading lists for short loan; 
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reported making changes in response to the new Act, mainly 
by placing the onus on tutors to obtain copyright permission. 
Most of the library copying was claimed as fair use. However, 
there was a decrease of 16% in 1981 ‘in the number of copies 
made from books, serials and other materials’ compared with 
1976, and it is suggested that ‘serial photocopying is more 
sensitive to interpretations of the copyright law’. Most of the 
photocopying royalties paid went to SST journal publishers, 
9% coming from the CCC, 41% from licensed agents (such as 
NTIS as mentioned already), and 47% from other sources 
including schools. But the royalties received in 1980 averaged 
out at only $263 per SST journal publisher, whereas the 
‘mean gross sales revenue for all US serial publishers increased 
68% ... between 1976 and 1980, from $1.6 million to $2.7 
million’, against which the $263 hardly seems to justify the 
trouble of collection. Perhaps the publishers felt this, for 
most of those who granted photocopying permission did so 
without asking payment. However, direct sales by publishers 
of article reprints increased 112% in 1980 compared with 
1976. As an assessment of the effects of the 1976 Act on 

the relative revenues from photocopying and publishing, the 
results appear to be inconclusive, possibly because the 
increase in the SST market flew in the face of the squeezing 
of library budgets in the period concerned. 

A recent report submitted to Congress by the Register of 
Copyrights on the first five years under the new Act”, 
arising from assessment of the King report, contains both 
non-statutory and statutory recommendations” which appear 
to reflect the power of the publishing lobby. Remarkably, a 
non-statutory recommendation encourages the use and 
further development of collective licensing arrangements, 
based on the belief that existing legislation provides ‘the 
framework for amicable settlement ... over copyright... 
the gulf between the library and publishing communities in 
the US has never been wider, and what is needed is a fresh 
initiative to bridge the gap, not a near 400 page report . . ° 
At the same time, all concerned are urged jointly to work out 
voluntary ‘guidelines’. A surcharge on photocopying equip- 
ment for use in certain types of location, and sampling 
techniques for compensation, may be considered in the next 
five-year review. The need for adequate funding of publicly 
owned libraries is pointed out, but apparently no methods of 
defining or ensuring adequacy are suggested. Statutory 
recommendations include an endorsement of an ‘umbrella- 
statute’ proposal developed by an ad hoc group of publishers 
and librarians and put forward by the Association of American 
Publishers. This would permit rights owners only the ‘single 
remedy’ of a reasonable copying fee for unauthorised copying, 
provided the user complies with certain conditions. The 
‘umbrella statute’ looks similar in possible effect to the 
Australian legislation, though it is far from clear to what 
extent the concept of fair use and the various quasi-legal 
educational and library arrangements would be safeguarded. 
The publishers may well derive from this document some 
support for their campaign against fair use, but it is widely 
believed by American users that the world of scholarship 
and research, and even the mainsprings of communication 
and publication, could be severely damaged if the campaign 
were to succeed, and this at least is a situation directly 
comparable with that in the UK. 


Australia 


Based on the thorough study reported by the Franki 
Committee” , set up after the Australian Supreme Court 
ruled that universities were liable for unauthorised photo- 
copying (including coin-operated machine use), the Australian 
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Copyright Amendment Act 1980 came into force in August 
1981593. An early reaction from the Australian Book 
Publishers Association (ABPA) was that, despite the apparent 
diminution of rights, most authors and publishers saw more 
chance of compliance with the new Act and therefore 
supported it?” . The Australian situation seems to be quite 
special, for the law apparently requires no extension or 
support from codes of practice or other forms of “quasi-law’. 
In essence, the Act is permissive of copying in certain 
circumstances, in contrast to the UK’s approach of 
‘prohibition with exceptions’. 

Educational institutions can make royalty-free multiple 
copies of 1% or two pages of a literary or dramatic work 
(but no artistic or musical works) without keeping records, 
though of course whole works like poems or other short but 
intrinsically complete items are excluded. Then there is the 
‘statutory licence’ provision whereby licensed institutions 
may make multiple copies, provided complete records are 
kept and made open to inspection by the rights owners for 
assessment of any royalties that must be paid. The ABPA has 
now set up a collecting agency, to be known as Australian 
Authors and Publishers Agency Ltd (AAPAL)®. 

Libraries in educational institutions also have the right to 
make copies from serials for the ‘reserve’ or short loan 
collection of reading list items. Naturally, they share the 
privileges of libraries in general, which are covered separately 
from educational institutions in the Act. A library may 
copy a whole book if a new copy cannot be purchased at 
normal price in a reasonable time, provided detailed records 
are kept and payment made if requested by rights owners 
within a prescribed period, but this particular provision 
would seem to reflect the difficulties and frustrations of 
book supply suffered by Australia in respect of material from 
overseas. 

Copying services may be run by libraries under fair 
dealing, subject to declarations being made by both user and 
librarian. Fair dealing permits only single copies, but is 
extended to group or public study or research, the word 
‘private’ being dropped, a reversal of the Whitford recom- 
mendation for the UK. Libraries can make a single micro- 
form copy of an item to be destroyed, make good a lost or 
damaged item provided a new copy is not available at normal 
price in reasonable time, and copy manuscripts to preserve 
them. Library records must be open to inspection. Interlibrary 
loan copies are permitted as fair dealing, provided requests 
are held in a chronological file. A phrase applicable to all 
fair dealing, ‘reasonable proportion’, is defined as 10% or one 
chapter, whichever is the larger, of an item with 10 or more 
pages. Criteria are given to facilitate the assessment of other 
circumstances as fair dealing, depending on their effect on 
the rights owners’ market. 

A photocopy may be made by the user himself. Responsi- 
bility for infringement is individual, and coin-operated 
photocopiers may be made available on condition that a 
copyright notice is displayed. Again this is a reversal of 
Whitford, and indeed of the Australian Supreme Court 
ruling mentioned above, and if positively stated for the UK 
would ratify and legalise the present practice which utilises 
copyright notices supplied by the Publishers Association for 
display alongside photocopying machines. 

It is reported®’ that the educational arrangements, which 
are under monitoring by several committees advising govern- 
ment, ‘appear to be working reasonably well’. Despite the 
provisions for a Copyright Tribunal, however, it appears 
that royalty scales have not yet been agreed, and are a source 
of dispute between authors and publishers (cf. UK and 
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Public Lending Right). Adjustments are under consideration 
for audio-visual materials. Otherwise, the Australian copy- 
right pitch appears to be regarded as greener and fairer by 
both rights owners and users there, as well as to the outside 
observer. 


European Economic Community 


EEC harmonisation of copyright legislation is under considera- 
tion, as indicated in the Green Paper® P:? . So far, only moves 
to harmonise on the term of copyright and on ‘droit de suite’ 
have been announced, but a further announcement is expected 
early in 1983 on future plans. The study by Dietz for the 
Commission”! , in which he regards the Netherlands system as 
the more interesting, is the only in-depth comparative work 
on copyright in the EEC member nations, though some aspects 
were necessarily treated in a document delivery study also 
requested by the CEC”. The Dietz assessment, however, 
appears to lean towards the rights owners at the expense of 
education and research needs. 

The keynote of the compulsory licensing system set up in 
1974 in the Netherlands is freedom to copy, subject to 
compensation in some situations. Libraries can provide single 
copies for individuals without permission or royalty payment, 
as well as interlibrary loan copies, and individuals may make 
copies themselves, but there are limits on the extent that 
may be copied. Firms and educational institutions may also 
make copies as required, provided compensation is paid to 
rights owners at specified rates per page, the rates being 
peculiar to user groups. A collecting society has been set up, 
however, and lump sum payments are sought: for example, 
the Dutch government has paid substantial sums. The 
collecting society has been endeavouring to negotiate blanket 
agreements with industry as well as with universities and 
other parts of the public sector, with the intention of 
distributing the proceeds to rights owners according to 
sampling and estimates! P- 131 3 P-76 | Tt seems probable that 
the Dutch situation influenced both the Whitford and Franki 


- committees, though neither reflected the entire scene: 


Whitford picking out the blanket licensing and Franki the 
compulsory or statutory licensing wherein permission to 
copy is built into the legislation, though subject to compensa- 
tion in specified cases. It should be noted that, when provisions 
are specified in the legislation, it becomes applicable to 
foreign works also, under the terms of the international 
conventions referred to earlier. 

The UK will probably need to consider compromise in 
two directions: towards EEC neighbours, and towards other 
anglophone nations with which we have the greater cultural 
links. Now that the recently announced report of the US 
register of Copyrights has raised matters requiring in-depth 
study and responses in terms of reactions and possibly 
legislative revision, the future American scene looks somewhat 
fogbound in an even cloudier crystal. However, it would 
seem appropriate for UK legislators to consider emulating the 
main elements of the Australian and Dutch systems but, 
unlike Australia, preferably without publishers having to 
initiate claims for payment. This would mean preserving 
royalty-free single copy privileges and building copying 
permission into the law with royalties made payable for 
specified kinds of use. 


Present UK scene 


Against the international background, the UK copying 
controversy is not unusual. Unfortunately, ‘those who shout 
the loudest make the most noise’ to practical effect when, 
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after statements have been repeated often enough, people 
begin to believe them through sheer familiarity. Calling a 
chapter on photocopying in a legal work ‘the menace to the 
system’ might be an example of unconscious acceptance of 
the publishers’ ideas of the reasons for their economic 
difficulties, without the need for proof”. It has not helped 
to find misunderstanding even among some who should 
know better: for example, a set of comments on the Green 
Paper stated categorically that a licensing scheme would be 
the only way of recompensing a copyright owner for multiple 
copies” , and these comments are out of line with the main 
ones made at full professional body level. 

Comments on the Green Paper have been gathered in by 
the Secretary of State for Trade, and the nation awaits 
details of proposed legislation, which are expected to appear 
in the form of a White Paper. The publishers are not just 
waiting, but continue to seek licensing on their own terms, 
apparently hoping that organisations will sign away the 
individual rights of their members to single copies and 
accept the very high page rates proposed for all copies. It 
is therefore necessary ai this point to consider the pros and 
cons of licensing as so far offered. 


Licensing 

Two kinds of draft licence are offered in the name of UK 
rights owners. The first is a blanket one, under which licensees 
would pay a set rate per annum to cover photocopying. 
whether single or multiple, provided it were not a publishing 
operation. Here it is claimed that the monies would be 
distributed equally between the rights owners who support 
licensing. But again, mostly to publishers, and not even 
necessarily to those whose works had actually been copied: 
rather, bearing in mind what has been said earlier about 

SST journal copying, the reverse; and perhaps in any event a 
mere pittance per rights owner. The situation would be 
comparable with the idea of levies on equipment, whether 
used for photocopying or not: such monies could be regarded 
as virtually poured down the drain, both from a public 
sector point of view and according to common notions of 
fair play. The second draft would involve keeping detailed 
records of photocopying and paying for each copy made, 
again including singles: here the money, minus administrative 
costs, would actually get to those whose works were copied. 
The publishers had hoped that legislation, in supporting 
licensing, would guarantee exemption from prosecution for 
infringement to any licensee who copied works not actually 
covered by the licence, but this is now unlikely. 

Can one really accept with equanimity the concept of 
thousands of separate licensing agreements with individual 
business concerns, as well as public sector authorities? All 
so cumbersome, and so unnecessary if codes of practice were 
properly developed with user representation. Codes would be 
no less binding, and could be developed per kind of material 
with variant practices for kinds of user, if required; and there 
would be only a relatively small number of codes. It is note- 
worthy that the music publishers have dropped out of the 
licensing lobby since they derived the music code jointly 
with users. 

Licensing is not a comprehensive scheme anyway: overseas 
material is excluded, plus such material as music, maps, and 
exam papers; and so are the works of non-participating rights 
owners in the UK. Thus, users could well be faced with a 
variety of licensing schemes from other rignts owners, a 
complex mess. , 

The publishers point to the apparent success of the various 
performing rights societies, which grant licences and collect 
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fees for distribution to rights, owners, but circumstances of 
use for public performances, especially in a primarily entertain- 
ment context, are quite different from those for printed 
matter, and a comparison is misleading. In West Germany, 
where an attempt has been made to use a collecting society 
for photocopying in firms and institutions, financial success 
seems elusive. Even the American CCC, as noted earlier, was 
reported a year ago to be in difficult financial straits despite 
what are generally regarded as high charges per copy, and to 
be in possible need of subsidy from publishers. 

The assumption seems to have been made in some quarters 
that school copying is a separable problem, whereas librarians 
would tend to see the world of UK education and research 
as indivisible. Perhaps the main motive at the CET, in being 
supportive of the licensing concept in respect of schools, was 
to reduce the risk of schools being singled out for copyright 
infringement cases. Subject to the need to find some legal 
way of overcoming the ‘permission’ difficulty in schools, this 
seems to be the only ‘pro’ argument. The final, and surely 
crushing, ‘con’ point has already been mentioned earlier: that, 
as the public sector seems doomed to function as a closed 
economic system, taking money out in royalties would take 
money away from purchase of originals; the probable result 
would be zero nett gain for publishers and a serious deteriora- 
tion in the quality of education. 


Permission 

The present situation of inhibition against copying, for fear 
of prosecution for infringement, is itself in danger of lowering 
the quality of education. Also, the Royal Society has 
reminded all concerned of the damage done by recession to 
the scientific information system of the UK“! . No matter 
how strongly the users feel that the publishers have greatly 
exaggerated the economic effects of photocopying on their 
markets, three crucial points are inescapable: 


(a) there are some kinds of copying, mostly outside 
the public sector, for which there should be 
compensation to rights owners; 

(b) permission must be made either unnecessary or 
very much easier to seek than at present; 

(c) some form of agreement with the publishers is 
needed, if only as an interim measure before legisla- 
tion, provided such a measure is not used as a 
means of controlling the form of the new law. 


In an American study, most cases of permission for educa- 
tional copying were found to cost nothing, and the paper 
ends: 


‘It is important, we think, for teachers to know that 
the norm is for journals published by academic or 
professional societies to grant free photocopying 
permission for educational purposes in response to a 
reasonable request” . 


The final report of King Research Inc. of 1982 states: 


‘More requests were received to photocopy books or 
book chapters (84,700 requests) than serials or serial 
articles (78,800 requests). The majority of publishers 
which received permission requests (68.3%) reported 
they granted all their photocopying permission requests 
in full, while a similar proportion (61.6%) reported 
they required no payment for the photocopying 
permission requests they granted”* P178, 


These are matters to remember when considering the 
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somewhat inflexible and perhaps not entirely representative 
attitude of the CUKCO. 

Middlesex Polytechnic set up a copyright unit in a special 
project to investigate whether copyright material could be 
‘customised’ into coursebooks to accompany teaching 
programmes“? , and some of the points that emerged were: 


(a) Publishers seemed often ‘taken by surprise’ by 
permission applications and many lacked a set 
charge rate, though fees were usually low. Among 
those with set rates, the majority charged 1p per 
page per copy or less. 

(b) For the 308 applications made the response was: 

80 free of charge 

127 charged 
18 refused 
17 refused but offprints offered for purchase 
instead (journals) 

19 still not acknowledged 
8 still pending 
9 unidentifiable/untraceable 

Cancellations made up the total. 

(c) Some applications were dropped by tutors when 
fees were required. 

(d) ‘The compilation by a central agency of an 
information register on publishers and their 
responses to applications .. . could save time and 
fruitless applications’, and a register has been 
started in the Polytechnic. 

(e) It was difficult to get tutors to give sufficient notice 
of their needs. 

(f) Publishers are expected to tire of ‘piecemeal 
applications’ and might regard them in future with 
‘increasing disfavour and rising cost’. 

(g) ‘Some contact was had with other institutions 
... With the interesting possibility of future 
collaboration ...’. 


} after 2 years 


It was concluded that, when planning courses, the rate 
should be estimated as Ip per page per copy ‘operated by 
several major publishers and liable to be emulated by others’. 
Perhaps the other 9p of the CUKCO’s proposed 10p per 
page for universities and colleges was thought necessary to 
cover the administrative and legal costs of licensing and 
collecting. Nevertheless the Middlesex Polytechnic project 
clearly demonstrates the difficulties of getting permission 
to copy, with or without fee, and points to the pressing need 
for improvement. 

Building permission into the legislation is known as 
‘statutory’ or ‘compulsory’ licensing, but the former must be 
used with caution now that the CET has unfortunately used 
it to mean the full legal support of licensing as proposed on 
behalf of the rights owners. Another reason for caution 
would be the negative reaction which the use of any phrase 
including the word ‘licensing’ could evoke in the UK, 
following such intensive campaigning by the rights owners 
for Whitford-style licensing. When whatever system might be 
set up is quite unpoliceable, a law of the current ‘prohibitive 
with exceptions’ variety is merely obstructive and one 
should prefer a permissive approach. 

It would seem safer to call such an approach simply 
‘prescriptive legislation’. Royalty rates could be published 
for books in print and for serials. If the publishers were to 
prefer standard rates per page for all material, the rates could 


appear in future editions of a well-known publishers’ directory. 


Otherwise, rates could be entered against individual book 
titles, and serials, in the computerised listings of books-in- 
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print and BLLD serials that are widely available for consulta- 
tion in libraries. The cost of collection should thus be 
minimised, and the result could remain flexible, permitting 
different rates to be shown according to purpose. Payment 
could be made directly or through a clearance centre. 

There is strong need for a national copyright clearance 
centre, capable of rapid response to clearance enquiries in 
respect of the many publishing situations which arise in the 
world of education and research. Such a centre could also be 
a central point in respect of overseas material, and vice versa. 

Lastly a point of great importance: such prescriptive 
legislation would apply not only to material of UK origin 
but also to foreign material under the terms of the inter- 
national conventions, removing fear of prosecution provided 
royalties were paid when indicated as required. 


Legislative pitfalls l 

„Among the many possible pitfalls awaiting those given the 
‘unenviable task of drafting new legislation, two seem relevant 
here. 

The first turns upon the need to define ‘reasonable part’. 
Until latterly, licensing was the main thrust of the publishers’ 
~ampaign, but now there is much planning of document 
delivery systems in the UK, on the Continent”? , and in the 
JSA. Details of the current state of plans, with references, 
appeared at the end of 1982“ , but no mention appears to be 
:nade of the more pressing need for a copyright clearance 
centre. Both hard copy and electronic publishing are involved, 
znd both are naturally quite in line with the principles of 
wee enterprise, though the likelihood of good profits could 
well be lessened if publishers were to continue what seems 
t many librarians a general tendency to price themselves out 
cf markets. Be that as it may, this could be the beginning of 
tne end of the SST journal as we know it, with consequent 

srious loss of current awareness, plus practical problems for 
Ipraries. But will the separate papers, formerly regarded as 
‘geasonable parts’ of a serial, become definable, like music or 
poetry, as complete works and be excluded from fair dealing? 
Even Australia’s quite recent definition of ‘reasonable 
p-oportion’ would need revision soon. 

The second requires a decision as to whether ‘use-right’ 
st ould be allowed to take over from copyright. The use-right 
danger looms from two directions: firstly, from the establish- 
ment of public lending right; and secondly from the con- 
trictual arrangements set up by automated database producers 
in. the absence of legislation. The several ways in which 
royalties have been charged for in the latter are: 


(i) individual references, which are really statements 
of fact and should not be copyright in the spirit of 
the law; 

(ii) abstracts, appropriately copyright in the spirit of 
the law; 

(iii) print-out of lists of (i) and/or (ii) for specific 
purposes, such as search results, appropriately in 
law; 

(iv) online consultation royalties, whether charged 
rather remarkably in relation to ‘connect-hour™ 
or ‘per look’ whether printed out or not, and surely 
inappropriate from the users’ viewpoint, though 
law is absent even in spirit; 

(v) attempts to carry royalties through into the future- 
use situation when records have (by permission or 
licence) been copied into an in-house database. 


Incidentally, the last could already have inhibited the 
devslopment of much-needed interdisciplinary information

services at centres of excellence*® . Of course the users will 
recognise that charges for access to such systems must be 
based on measure of extent of use, but care should be 
exercised to define the occasions on which a royalty 
component may be justifiable. 


Future focus 


Strong powers of representation are displayed on behalf of 
the rights owners. The user groups have various separate 
copyright working parties or none at all, plus their own 
internal communication and discussion timescale difficulties. 
The two images conveved in this case could be comparsd 
with a commando unit dealing with a disorganised rabble, 
ripe for picking off one by one. New moves have recently 
been made by the publishers*’. The CUKCO has now been 
disbanded. A newly formed Publishers Licensing Society 
(PLS) and the existing Authors Lending and Copyright 
Society (ALCS) have together set up the Copyright Licensing 
Agency (CLA) ‘to issue photocopying licences to schools, 
libraries and commercial organisations’, The CLA is stated to 
be ‘a response to the recommendation made by the Whitford 
Report ... and the gcvernment Green Paper’, including 
Whitford’s proposed ‘phasing out’ of fair dealing. Fees 
collected by the CLA, it is said, would be divided equally 
between the PLS for distribution to the publishers and the 
ALCS for distribution to ‘the authors whose works heve been 
copied’. One wonders, among other things, how many SST 
journal authors may be members of the ALCS. But the 
publishers have thought of this, too. A second move in what 
appears to be a pincer movement is the circularisation of 
existing scholarly authors, for example in universities, with 
forms on which to indicate assent to the publishers’ licensing 
proposals and royalty charges for copies (10p for a serial 
page, 4p a book page). Unfortunately the background 
situation is unlikely to be apparent to the authors asked to 
sign. The proposed removal of fair dealing would be out of 
line with the Green Paper, and out of step with other nations. 
It would seem also to be against the spirit of the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights in respect of the right “freely 
to participate in the cultural life of the community’. 

Regrettably, this is the sort of thing that is liable to 
happen when government leaves sectors of society to sort 
things out for themselves. Although nothing has changed 
except the name of the active body and the approach to 
authors, there is now a new banner to head fresh onslaught 
by the publishers, accompanied by a group of authors who 
seem to think it is their works that are being copied. No 
doubt the threat of prosecution for infringement will be 
present in the propaganda, however veiled or implicit. It is 
to be hoped that no organisation, by capitulating and signing 
away the single-copy rights of all its members, will provide 
the publishers with a bridgehead. Remembering also the 
international conventions and the extent of the controversy, 
capitulating could even lead later to a world bridgehead. 
Within the UK, such a move would be in advance of legisla- 
tion and would probably ensure that the publishers’ lobby, 
and not a democratic decision, would control the form of 
that legislation at the expense of the UK world of education 
and research. Since the latter underpins the whole publishing 
structure, it all seems self-defeating as well as short-sighted 
for the publishers to proceed in this manner. 

From that alone, it is obvious that opinions on future 
moves must differ widely. As an attempt to bring some 
personal views clearly into focus amid the generally blurred 
image of copyright: 


(1) Both users and rights owners would be better

served by permissive or ‘prescriptive’ legislation. 
Failing that, however, legislation should support 
codes of practice positively, for without such 
support the law would not apply to foreign works. 

(2) A national clearance centre is desirable, though 
royalty payments could be made directly to 
publishers where possible, or via the centre other- 
wise, according to publicly listed rates. The rates 
should be subject to arbitration via the Green 
Pape-’s proposed copyright tribunal, which should 
now be set up with priority. 

(3) Single-copy privileges, supported by the Green 
Paper, should be retained at all costs, with indivi- 
dual responsibility for coin-operated machine use, 
and fair dealing should be extended to non-print 
records. 

(4) There should be room for educational and library 
concessions, bearing in mind the more or less 
closed economic system of the public sector. 


There is a fifth, which one would wish to be ‘sharper’ than 
the rest: that representatives of industrial and public sector 
users should meet soon with rights owners’ representatives to 
discuss matters of mutual interest, perhaps arriving at interim 
arrangements without prejudice to pending legislation. 

From being to a large extent the cradle of copyright law, the 
UK has fallen behind at least the USA, Australia and the 
Netherlands in the relevance of the law to modern needs. 
Now is the time to demonstrate the capability of compromise. 
Referring tack to the quotation in the second paragraph of 
this page, it is to be hoped that the Government itself will 
decide to draw Ian Parsons’s ‘line’ with suitable firmness. 
Otherwise, battle lines could be drawn and a more painful 
melee ensue between users and rights owners. Aggressors and 
defenders alike should note that, as is usual in all battles, 
society would suffer worst if the day is not decided well and 
wisely, preferably without a shot being fired in anger.

Business can do without postal service 


It is in the general interest of business, including small 
businesses, not to proceed with the Companies House postal 
service. And that’s official. Virtually identical letters on the 
subject were received in February by Frank Hooley, MP (fram 
Consumer Affairs Minister Gerard Vaughan) and by Robert 
Atkins, Sheffield City Libraries’ director (from J. G. P. Cater, 
Senior Deputy Registrar at the CRO}. The letters made clear 
that containing the costs of Government administration was 
the best service that could be rendered to business. They 
simply could not in the circumstances justify the introduction 
of an additional service which would inevitably add to the 
overall work burden. There were, they admitted, considerable 
arrears in some areas of work, with consequent complaints 
from the public, and acditional temporary staff had been 
taken on to Improve this. But as for a new postal service — 
no chance. Now — cast your mind back to AEB/G News of 
February, and that mistranslation in article 3 of the first 
EEC Directive on company law (how could you ever forget 
it?). The information held at the registry should be obtainable 
by post, said the French version, at a price not exceeding the 
administrative cost thereof. There's no official English transla- 
tion, remember. [f you think a letter of complaint at the 
continuing lack of a postal service in the United Kingdom 
might be a good idea, why not try Karl-Heinz Narjes, Internal 
Market and Industrial Innovation Commissioner, EEC 
Commission, 200 rue de la Loi, B-1049 Brussels. 


No place for Aslib in CRO user group 


If Aslib and representatives of county library services were 
to make representations to the registrar of companies he would 
be prepared to consider them. But ‘the present composition 
of the CRO users’ group provides a wide representation of the 
principal users of the services of CRO’. So said Dr. Gerard 
Vaughan, Consumer Affairs Minister, in a laconic St Valentine’s 
Day reply to one of six Parliamentary questions on Companies 
House and the Registry of Business Names, tabled by the 
indefatigable Dale Campbe!l-Savours. Yes, the Minister said, 
consultants had been appointed to study the feasibility of 
using a computer to record receipt and issue of documents at 
Companies House. But no, he couldn't anticipate the consul- 
tants’ findings. Yes, there had been delay in processing mail at 
Cardiff, but resources were being redeployed to minimise the 
delays. Asked which organisations the registrar was approaching 
over privatisation, Dr Vaughan replied simply that a number of 
organisations had made confidential inquiries. In answer to a 
further question, he said that a surplus of £11.5m was expected 
from the CRO over the five financial years ending 1986—87, 
but that expenditure on any extension of computerisation 
would reduce this considerably, Turning finally to the London 
Chamber of Commerce, and its failure so far to make any 
profit out of the business names registry, would the Minister 
seek to take the operation back under the control of the 
Government? No, said the Minister, he would not. 


No takers for the AEBIG tankard 


AEBIG isn’t making an award this year. In both number 
and quality, the business reference sources nominated failed 
to match up to expectations, so Committee members had no 
alternative but to withhold the award. A very disappointing 
state of affairs, and one which it is hoped business publishers 
will speedily remedy in the next twelve months. We can’t pat 
you on the back if you don’t deliver the goods.

Sheffield studies business information needs 


This 6-month pilot project arose from a recommendation 
of the British Library Working Group on Business Information 
that the need for further research in user needs in the business 
information field should be explored.

Two introductory courses on techniques in user studies will 
be held on 6—7 July and 28--29 September at the Centre for 
Research on User Studies at the University of Sheffield. 

This course aims to introduce participants to the wide range 
of basic techniques available for user studies. Librarians are 
becoming increasingly aware of the need to study users as a 
means of making more informed decisions about library 
services and priorities. Such studies seem even more necessary 
when precious library budgets have to stretch as far as they do 
today. User studies, in applying social science research tech- 
niques to the practical problems of serving library clientele, 
can help to provide librarians with at least some of the 
information they need to make these decisions. 

The course covers the techniques involved in studying users 
from objectives, sampling and questionnaires through to 
analysis and presentation of results. The course fee is £80 in 
each case and further details are available from: The Course 
Organiser, Centre for Research on User Studies, University of 
Sheffield, Western Bank, Sheffield, S10 2TE.

On 1 April 1983 the British Institute of Recorded Sound

The INSPEC database, the largest English-language service 
for physics and electronics, now includes Copyright Clearance 
Center Codes. This will assist user organisations in making 
appropriate payment to the Center for copies which they 
make of documents retrieved using the INSPEC Database. 

The Copyright Clearance Center (CCC) in Salem, 
Massachusetts was established to provide a means to facilitate 
permission by, and payment to, copyright owners for copies 
made of documents. The appropriate fee is shown on the 
document by means of a CCC code. 

INSPEC is one of the first services to incorporate the CCC 
code into the records added to its database. Without this, the 
user obtains this information only after receipt of each docu- 
ment. The aim of this enhancement to the INSPEC Database 
is to assist the user by providing the CCC code together 
with the bibliographic details of the document, thus making 
reporting and payment to the Center more convenient.

Each publication within the series covers a different subject 
field, the first with the new series title covers Health Sciences. 
A number of different secondary sources are described in 
detail, and this issue covers EXCERPTA MEDICA, LIFE- 
SCIENCES COLLECTION, BIOSIS, IPA, SCISEARCH, 
PSYCHINFO. Also covered are chemical nomenclature files 
and files which although not primarily concerned with health 
sciences, could be used for a health sciences related search. 

For each secondary source, a number of photocopies are 
supplied, from various issues, indexes, publicity material and 
online printout. These photocopies are annotated and high- 
lighted to illustrate the various features of the source. 

Lack of differentiation between the sources can cause 
problems. On the whole the Series will be useful to an 
experienced literature searcher who wishes to extend his 
searches to other secondary sources, or to describe the 
workings of indexes to readers or online searchers planning 
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their own searches. Published on Online Inc. and Database 
Services Inc. in the USA, Database Search Aids is distributed 
in the UK by Thompson Henry Ltd. (London Road, 
Sunningdale, Berks, SL5 OEP).

Tracing statistics is difficult, and statistical publications of 
international intergovernmental organisations (1GOs) present 
a number of unique problems. This publication is intended to 
be a guide, an index, and to provide abstracts of English 
language statistics of 80—90 of the world’s IGQs. 

The Index produced by Congressional Information Service 
Inc. is to be issued monthly. It is backed up by a microfiche 
reproduction service for full texts of publications abstracted 
in the Index. 

in 1983 it is expected that the Index will cover about 1,500 
titles including official sales publications, documents not yet 
issued as sales publications, working papers, and those which 
are only issued in limited quantities which have hitherto been 
difficult to trace. 

Each of the entries, which are arranged by accession number, 
is abstracted and there are 5 main indexes including a general 
index of categories e.g. age, commodity, region, industry, 
enterprise and sex, and indexes of issuing sources, titles, and 
publication numbers. 

Both the abstracts and indexes are cumulated quarterly and 
annually, 

Prospective users many be confused between IIS and the 
other Congressional Information Service publications American 
Statistics Index (AS!) and Statistical Reference Index (SRI) 
and are advised to read the user guide section of IIS carefully.

The increase of 25% in the number of entries in the new

The main entries in the encyclopedia are arranged by the 
name (or its English translation) of the organisation providing 
the service. Government services are listed under the name of 
the country, state or city of operation.

*News from the Council meeting, 6 April 


Council had a fairly heavy agenda at its last meeting, but 


| shall deal with four major items only: 


Our finances 

The audited accounts for 1982 were received. Members 
expressed concern and disappointment that although we 
made a surplus on the year of £46,000, this was entirely 
due to the sale of the Belgrave Mews flat, which brought 
in some £93,000 net. However, the reasons for the operat- 
ing deficit are clear — increased operating costs, plus a 
number of technical points such as depreciation and charges 
which reduced our budgeted surplus. In my view the main 
reason is that we started to make good on the lack of 
investment apparent in recent years, and this had to come 
out of current revenues. Thus, the computer and its associ- 
ated software and two word processors are being paid for — 
essential items for increasing the efficiency of our opera- 
tions. Also we should not lose sight of the fact that we now 
have £50,000 in reserves — nothing like enough, but a good 
Start. 

The Council, members, the Management Team, staff and 
myself are all fully confident that while this may be a 
difficult period, stringent financial control and detailed 
consideration of the financial implications of every decision 
taken, backed up by good teamwork and a renewed sense 
of purpose and direction will assure us of a successful 
future. 


Affiliates

Branches are concerned, but | anticipate that most, if not 
all, will participate in the scheme. 

For the princely sum of £14 (plus another pound or two 
if the Group/Branch so decides) anyone is able to become 
an affiliate. For this money he or she will receive As/ib 
Information (or whatever succeeds it) and one or two 
fringe benefits. 

The scheme is experimental — initially for a period of 
two years — and so we can maintain close control over the 
situation. 


Aslib (The Association for Information Management) 

That is the style that Council will recommend we 
adopt, at the Annual General Meeting on 8 June. If it 
is agreed at the AGM then we shall register the name 
as shown, ‘Aslib’ no longer being an acronym, but a word 
in its own right. By means of the phrase in brackets 
we shall proclaim our new role, while at the same time 
retaining our loyalty and prime responsibilities to the 
library and information professions. 

This name is a compromise which | hope will com- 
mend itself to our members. It retains the familiar and 
the best of the past whilst being more explicit and looking 
to the future. 


Nominations for election to Council 

Once again, Council decided not to make any nomina- 
tions, but to leave it to the ‘free market’ of the member- 
ship. Eleven places became vacant and Council is keen to 
ensure that all eleven places are taken up. 

I'd like to acknowledge the tremendous support | have 
had from Council. Both as a body, and from individual 
Council members, | have been given an amount of help 
which has heartened me enormously. In particular, may 
| pay tribute to the outgoing Chairman, Colin Offor, who 
has always been there when required, and has on many 
occasions anticipated problems and difficulties, thereby 
easing my burden. Our other officers too, have been keenly 
supportive, not least the Hon. Treasurer, Barry Langton 
who has helped me understand better the ways to cut 
through some of the financial tangles.

‘TONY’ ANTHONY'S RETIREMENT 


L. J. ‘Tony’ Anthony retired at the end of April after a total 
of seventeen years at Aslib and a large number of friends and 
colleagues were present at a party held on 28 April to mark 
the occasion. 

Tony Anthony first joined Aslib in 1954 for a year-and-a-bit 
stint as Assistant Director, when he was responsible for the 
new consultancy service, for the Groups and for originating 
Aslib’s first research programme.

IMPORTANT NOTICE 


The Publishers’ Association’s Licensing Scheme: 
Aslib’s advice to Members 


In March the Publishers’ Association sent copies of 
licensing papers to the Confederation of British Industry. 
The documents are designed for publishers and authors 
to participate in and register support of the PA scheme, 
though authors are extensive users as well as owners of 
copyright material. This move follows several years of 
unsuccessful attempts to obtain photocopying licensees 
among users of copyright material, namely: education 
authorities, library professional bodies, universities and 
colleges. Were the PA to be successful in getting some 
signatories, their efforts could influence the government's 
revision of copyright legislation, now under way. 

Licensing is generally regarded by users of copyright 
material in the UK world of information, education and 
research as having a number of undesirable features. Not 
least of these is the PA’s expectation that licensees would 
be willing to sign away any ‘fair dealing’ rights they 
may have under present legislation and agree to pay 
royalties amounting to several times the copying cost for 
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Harwell and the UKAEA Culham Laboratory he was for 10 
years a member of Aslib Council, and for the last two years of 
this time Deputy Chairman. 

In 1967 he returned to Aslib as Assistant Director (Services) 
in charge of the development and operation of Aslib services. 
Publications, conferences, courses, library, information services, 
professional register and membership marketing and liaison all 
came under his wing. To this was added, when he became 
Deputy Director in 1976, financial administration and 
budgeting, personnel administration and oversight of the 
research and consultancy programme. By the time Leslie 
Wilson left in 1978 there was hardly an aspect of the manage- 
ment that he did not know by personal experience, which 
stood him and Aslib in good stead. Nor did this heavy workload 
debar him from outside activities: he was a member of the 
NCL Executive Committee (1967—73); of the Open University 
Advisory Committee (1970—78); of the BSI Documentations 
Standards Committee (1974 to date) and of the Chairman’s 
Advisory Group (1977 to date). He was Secretary, Aslib-CBl 
Panel on Information for Industry (1978—80); Joint Secretary, 
Joint Consultative Committee of Aslib, IIS, LA, SCONUL and 
the Society of Archivists (1979 to date); member of Online 
Information Centre Policy Committee and Online Information 
Centre Management Committee (1979 to date); member of the 
EEC Working Group for the EUSIREF Centres (1976—82); 
Project Head, Online Information Centre (1979 to date); 
Convener, Coordinating Committee for Online User Activities 
(1979—81). He also has a considerable reputation in the 
international information community, having addressed a 
number of major conferences in North America and Europe 
and is known in the international online community for his 
regular column in the journal Online. 

His knowledge and experience of the information world 
and the contribution he has made on it are enormous, while 
his knowledge of Aslib and its working is unrivalled. One 
wonders how he did it all, especially as none of these activities 
were delegated tasks — when Tony was responsible not only 
his knowledge but his involvement was active and deep. It is 
hard to imagine how Aslib could have survived some of the 
hard times or can in future manage without him, but he is 
loved and will be greatly missed by those he leaves at Aslib 
for his qualities of personal disinterestedness, for the example 
he set of unceasing devotion to duty, for loyalty to his staff 
and colleagues. 


every single photocopy made from a range of UK sources 
as well as for multiple copies. There are some alterna- 
tives to licensing, though the PA itself does not appear 
as yet to have considered them. 

Aslib has this complex situation under continuous 
review in conjunction with the Confederation of British 
Industry and various other bodies representing the user 
community. As soon as appropriate, concrete proposals 
may be placed before the membership for some sort of 
temporary arrangement with the PA, but this could only 
be done if there were no danger of prejudicing the form 
of future legislation. 

Meanwhile, and certainly until the Government's detailed 
plans for new legislation have appeared and been evaluated by 
Aslib and others, our advice is not to enter into a licensing 
agreement with the publishers.

Beware of imitations 


Rest assured — the Trade Marks Registry is keenly aware of 
the desire for a database which can be regarded as having official 
status. This comforting sentiment came from J. M. Myall, 
Assistant Registrar of Trade Marks, in answer to a letter from 
Robert Atkins, Director of Libraries at Sheffield, who must be 
fast establishing a reputation for himself as principal thorn in 
the side of official registrars up and down the country. 

Atkins sent Myall a copy of the LCCI’s guide to the services 
offered by its Business Registry, which stated that a ‘computer 
search through the UK Registry of Trade Marks for relevant 
trade marks’ was undertaken. Atkins was curious to know why 
the LCCI appeared to be able to gain access to a database that 
had never been made publicly available, pointing out that large 
public libraries would be delighted to have use of an up-to-date 
listing of trade marks. 

Reassurance from Myall was not slow in coming. It seems 
that LCCH aren’t using the pukka official version but some 
vulgar commercial imitation. ‘| understand that the London 
Chamber have access to a form of database assembled by a 
commercial interest,’ he acknowledged with lofty disdain. ‘lam 
sure that it is adequate for its purpose, but | do not know if 
it equates with what the Registry would regard as a compre- 
hensive database.‘ Two questions: If the Registry is so keenly 
aware of the desire for a database with official status, why is 
the keying in of pre-7976 applications not going to be com- 
pleted for another 18 months? And if the Trade Marks Registry 
is so dubious about the private sector version, why is the 
Government so keen on privatising Companies House? 


Privatisation — blowing the gaff 


And if you think the Government isn't keen on privatising 
Companies House, well what about the scheme dreamed up by 
Companies Registrar Dennis. Nottage to encourage private 
firms to take over CRO functions without (according to the 
Guardian) breaching the Government's statutory obligation to 
present company records for public inspection? Three civil 
service unions blew the gaff on this particular wheeze, which 
was reported in the F7 and Guardian on 22 March. Apparently 
Nottage had sent a memo to Consumer Affairs Minister Gerard 
Vaughan suggesting that one particular company search agent 
could receive a copy of every new entry into CRO records at a 
cost of about 10p — well below the cost to the Government of 
providing the information. This agent would have an exclusive 
wholesaling role to supply data, so those who sought a company 
search would have a choice of trekking to London or Cardiff, 
or paying the agent. Under EEC rules, the CRO is obliged to 
charge for its searches at cost, but there’d be nothing to stop 
private companies charging more if they were offering a better 
and quicker service. 

The firm named in Nottage’s memo was Jordans. They 
denied the unions’ claim, saying that although they’d made 
inquiries about privatisation, they'd yet to submit their own pro- 
posals as to the role they might play. However, a few days later 
(Guardian 25 March) they said they were well equipped to take 
over CRO functions, and that by expanding their services they 
could employ civil servants whose jobs would be at risk under 
privatisation proposals. Meantime (F 77 April) the Department 
of Trade said it had not received one formal proposal to run 
Companies House, and Stanley Davis, of the Association of 
Company Registration Agents, said that he’d been unable to 
find out which functions, if any, the Government intended to 
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privatise. Amidst all this confusion, the FT wondered if 
Ministerial enthusiasm for the whole idea was waning. 


British weather casts no damper on exctic market research 


Appalling weather and consequent travelling difficulties 
didn’t deter 27 AEB!G members from turning out for the 
seminar on ‘Finding out about overseas markets’ on 11 Febru- 
ary. Because of the logistical difficulties the order of the talks 
had to be altered, and it was difficult questions first as Maria 
Landau of the Science Reference Library plunged in with 
information sources for Latin America, stressing the problems 
of acquisition and giving advice on acquisition procedure. Maria ` 
Collins of SMIL introduced the BOTB audio visual presenta- 
tion Export connection and fielded questions afterwards, then 
Martin Stoll, of Stoll Gasman Ltd, presented his modest criteria 
for market research in developed countries — must be available 
in England and in English, preferably free, and wanted now. 
To prove this was possible, he took the participants through a 
piece of research he had in hand — the market for medical 
imaging equipment in Europe and the USA. David Mort, of 
Warwick Statistics Service, followed this up with sources of 
information on Middle East and African countries, which he 
said varied from the reasonably developed or rapidly developing 
{such as Southern Africa or the Middle East) to the non- 
existent (in which Guinea, the Gambia and Equatorial Guinea 
were the clear winners). Dr Terence Burley, who specialises in 
agricultural products for EIU, provided a case study of the 
Association of South East Asian countries (where the accuracy 
of market information is of a high order) and Bob Barrass of 
the FT concluded proceedings with a review of information 
sources. Inevitably, the final discussion turned to the price of 
market research reports, their availability to libraries, and the 
status of muiti-client reports versus publicly available material. 
The editor is indebted to Maria Landau, of the Science Refer- 
ence Library, for supplying the material for this report. 


Looking back in ANBAR: no problem 
Fred Barker of ANBAR. takes up the challenge made in the 
March AEBIG News 


Your piece aptly titled ‘Look Back in ANBAR’, seemed to 
us a real ‘cri de coeur’ so we thought you might be interested 
in our current thinking on the topic. 

Firstly, some clarification on the ANBAR abstracts which 
do appear in ABI/Inform. These are all abstracts of articles 
from foreign language journals, which have the unique ANBAR 
English Versions to accompany copies of the full text. Into 
this vital part of our service ABI/Inform have bought, but 
numerically it is a very small proportion of the abstracts we 
produce — only 2% in fact. 

The main question, however, is this: Does ANBAR really 
belong online? ANBAR is primarily a current awareness service. 
Information retrieval is an important but secondary feature. 
When the day dawns, and we do believe it will, when the 
average manager feels just as confident turning to a VDU for 
information as he does at the moment reaching for his book- 
case, then the time will be right for online ANBAR. When the 
software is sufficiently ‘user-friendly’ that a trained intermedi- 
ary to interpret between the user and the database is no longer 
necessary, then the time will be right for online ANBAR. At 
the present state of the art, when most people cannot browse 
or search for themselves, the printed word remains our most 
appropriate format. We are pleased that ANBAR is a useful 
tool for those whose primary function is ratrieval, and hope 
that through our Classification Scheme and Indexes, we make 
their job easier. Incidentally, both the Classification Scheme 
and the Keyword Register are on the point of being revised 
and feedback on desirable alterations and improvements will 
be gratefully received. 

Finally, we would like to make the paini that ANBAR 
is already online. Anyone experiencing difficulty with a search 
is welcome to write, ring (01 902 4489) or telex (935779), 
define his/her query and we will do the search. In this way 
ANBAR fs your ‘ultra-user-friendly’ database.

We not only have 
an online database but we also have a range of related products 
and services, The Information is NOT industry specific i.e. it 
does not necessarily relate to the industries which Pira serves — 
a fact which is not as widely known as we would like it to be! 
The Pergamon Infoline search system is very flexible and user- 
friendly so that it ig easy to learn and use. It allows precise © 
pinpointing of information and rapid retrieval. This means that 
every MMA abstract is ‘available at the touch of a button’ — 
something which, as you point out in your article, seems to be 
a long way off for ANBAR. l

The intention, says Prestel’s blurb, is 
to provide a ‘comprehensive and integrated database of high 
quality, accurate and up-to-the-minute information from the 
world’s leading financial centres.’ Present coverage includes 
stock markets, commodity and financial futures, foreign 
exchange rates, interest rates and money markets, unit trusts, 
economic indicators and news headlines — but more is promised 
during 1983. CitiService is on Prestel page 881.

New access service for UK official statistics 


The Central Statistical Office has invited the Committee of 
Librarians and Statisticians to organise a meeting at which the 
new arrangements for making official statistics available to 
the public in computer-readable form will be described.

Cooperative Automation Group 


Proposals for a UK Library Database System 


Following the publication in September 1982 and subse- 
quent wide discussion of a paper outlining the Cooperative 
Automation Group’s proposals for a UK Library Database 
System, written comments have been received from over 
forty organisations and. individuals. < 

CAG has been encouraged to note the very general expres- 
sion of support for the establishment of a collective database 
of catalogue records and selective locations information, 
accessible to the library community as a whole. There were 
only two responses in which criticism could clearly be said 
to outweigh support, although naturally almost all respondents 
raised questions on specific aspects of the proposals. 

Three general themes emerged as common to a significant 
number of the responses. 

First, there was widespread concern that UKLDS should 
cover the full range of materials held and catalogued by 
libraries. CAG has no hesitation in confirming its intent to 
include non-monograph material in the database. Several 
of the members of CAG already have significant coverage 
of non-book material in existing files, and it is intended that 
these records will become available through UKLDS. More 
work is needed, however, on specific problems of handling 
special materials within the database, and CAG Steering Group 
has included this in its proposed work plan for 1983. CAG 
Standing Group on Bibliographic Standards has been asked 
to take up the work, and to draw on advice from existing 
specialist groups as it sees fit. 

Second, two concerns were expressed about subject access 
to UKLDS. Some respondents regretted that there was no 
plan to provide coherent subject access to the database, and 
there seems to have been uncertainty as to whether the differ- 
ent nature of the systems planned to support UKLDS might 
mean a loss of existing online subject access to files such as 
UKMARC. The British Library has assured CAG that it has 
every intention of maintaining and further developing subject 
access to the databases currently available on BLAISE-LINE, 
and to other complementary files which are capable of sup- 
porting such access. CAG, however, considers that the pro- 
vision of subject access to the UKLDS database as a whole 
does not form part of its remit, and indeed is most unlikely 
to be realistically achievable with a database derived from 
contributions from many individual sources. 
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News 


Third, the concept of UKLDS as a centralised database 
- was questioned, both generally and in connection with the 
maintenance and updating of locations information. In the 
latter respect, CAG would emphasise that its original paper 
was not intended to imply a comprehensive collection and 
maintenance of locations information on a central database, 
and the group has always tried to make it clear that more 
work remained to be done on the ways in which UKLDS 
could most effectively support interlending and reference, 
as opposed to shared cataloguing needs, particularly in 
relation to the recommendations of the British Library Ad 
Hoc Working Party on Union Catalogues. Throughout its 
work to date, however, CAG has believed that there were 
good practical reasons for establishing a specialised central 
database facility to support decentralised library processing 
systems. Whether this remains the case depends not only on 
changes in technology but also on the extent and nature of 
the services which the database will support. CAG intends 
to keep these issues continuously under review, having in 
mind that most of the work being undertaken at this stage 
to provide the technical infrastructure for the system is con- 
sistent with either a centralised or partially decentralised 
approach. 

In conclusion, CAG re-affirms its intent to pursue the 
development of UKLDS along the lines set out in its pro- 
posals published last year. 

Many detailed issues were raised in the responses and 
these will be addressed through a continuous release of more 
detailed papers on particular aspects of the project during 
1983. Representations from organisations expert in particular 
fields have been welcomed, and it is the intention of the 
Cooperative Automation Group to draw these specialists into 
further discussion at appropriate stages. 

The Cooperative Automation Group has also issued a paper 
intended to outline the proposed recommended input standard 
for the contribution of records to UKLDS. It is concerned 
only with printed monographs, as at the time of writing 
further work is deemed necessary to define suitable extensions 
for records of other library material. it is arranged in two parts. 
Part A seeks to give a brief account of the background thinking 
which led to the development of the standard so that the 
reasons for its present shape may be clearer. Part B lists 
the data elements which constitute the standard together 
with explanatory notes of various details within it. Although 
it is expressed in UK MARC tags, these are glossed with the 
relevant cataloguing terms and reference is made, where 
appropriate, to the relevant areas of the Anglo-American 
Cataloguing Rules (2nd edition). 

This proposed standard may be revised in the light of com- 
ments and future developments and copies are available from:

The Cooperative Automation Group is also releasing, 
simultaneously with this paper on input standards, a ‘Speci- 
fication for acronym key generation’, which is being made 
available for information. Copies of this are also available 
from the Secretary of the Standing Group on Bibliographic 
Standards, Chris Dance, British Library, Bibliographic Services 
Division, 2 Sheraton Street, W1V 4BH. 

The purpose in introducing acronym keys into UKLDS is 
an attempt to obtain as unique an identifier as possible for 
each machine-readable record so that it can be easily retrieved. 
This is achieved through extracting certain characters from 
various name and/or title fields within the record and producing 
fixed-length strings of characters (acronym keys) which can 
be used in searching the database, particularly for documents 
lacking in ISBNs or other standard control keys. 

The paper seeks to outline the rules by which such acronyms 
are generated along with details of the way in which certain 
characters should be handled and punctuation ignored. It does 
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not specify the methods by which such keys'should be stored 
once generated within records, nor does it concern itself.with 
the manner in which they should be used in searching. Although 
it is of somewhat less general interest than the input standard 
itself it is being made available on request as it will probably 
be of some interest to those considering acronym key retrieval 
in local systems and to any who wish to know from which 
areas of the record the keys are being formed. 


Reference library services 


At a Colloquium on ‘The future of Reference Library 
services’, under the auspices of the British Library, Depart- 
ment of ‘Library and Information Studies and the Centre for 
Library and Information Management (CLAIM) held at 
Loughborough University, it was stated that Regional 
Reference Libraries may crumble under the weight of cost. 
In Manchester, the cost last year was £11.80 (reference £4.13} 
against £6.20 average expenditure on libraries per head of 
population. While museums and art galleries are a metro- 
politan concern, libraries are the concern of the districts. 
The Local Government Act, 1973, paragraph 173 provides 


for co-operation but there appears to be no political will 


to co-operate, even though use is probably metropolitan 
use. i 

COCRIL (Council of City Research and Information 
Libraries) has been active in advocacy of the special position of 
the large city reference libraries — Belfast, Birmingham, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Guildhall Library, Leeds, Liverpool, 
Manchester, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Sheffield and Westminster 
since 1976. A dialogue between the BL and COCRIL has taken 
place since that date. 

During the final session, the cduiun agreed to recom- 
mend: 


(1) to the BL/COCRIL Working Barty — that the BL/ 
COCRIL Working Party ask the British Library Research 
and Development Department to fund: 

(a) a further analysis of existing data with regard to 
Regional Reference Libraries; 

(b) a further investigation into the qualitative assess- 
ment of the reference service offered by COCRIL 
and other major reference libraries in order to 
support the action proposed in (2) 

(2) to COCRIL — that COCRIL ask the Library and 
Information Services Council to give further con- 
sideration to the position of large reference libraries 
within the overall national provision of library and 
information services.

The Universal Availability of EE (UAP) programme 
of IFLA and Unesco recognises that making publications 
available is at least as important as bibliographic control. 
Although it is a worldwide programme, progress must be 
based on national availability, and every country should assess 
its own situation and where and how it might be improved. 

The British National Bibliography; Research Fund has 
awarded Capital Planning Information a grant, to assess the 
position of availability of publications in the UK. The study 
will indicate where improvement is needed, and may lead to 
a reassessment of priorities: it will also constitute a model 
for the general assessment of availability in a developed 
country. All the main aspects of availability will be covered, 
from publication and distribution through acquisition and 
interlending to retention for future availability. —

The European Brewery Convention thesaurus i is a multi- 
lingual thesaurus (French, English, German, Dutch) of 4144 
terms covering all technical aspects of the' brewing process. 

The entries in the thesaurus are of two} types: 

1. preferred terms or descriptors. ! 

2. non-preferred terms or use references. 

Each section of the thesaurus is divided in turn into four 
sections in each of which one of the four languages i is given 
the priority. This means that the access points to the thesaurus 
are in each of the languages. Descriptors which are of great 
importance in one language but which do not have the same 
importance in other languages are included and translated 
as far as possible. Those terms which have no equivalent in 
other languages nave of necessity to remain untranslated. 

These are differentiated from those terms which are common 
to all languages. 

The system of hierarchical relationships i is shown in the 
hierarchical index placed so that the structure of individual 
terms is revealed. 

The subject category index provides a i further systematic 
division of terms. The key descriptor is divided into 23 cate- 
gories and 78 sub-groups.

This approach 
reflects the author’s belief that the ability of a computer 
system to respond meaningfully to human information 
needs depends on the conceptual accuracy of the system's 
internal description of its contents. A methodology is defined 
for constructing a conceptually accurate representation of a 
large class of data items. This methodology is also simple 
enough to be applied to a significant database, and its applica- 
tion to a sample database is explored. In this case the database 
chosen for exploration is a set of documents in a law library. 

The report describes the model for representing conceptual 
information, and its application. It then describes the structure 
and operation of the system and how to use the underlying 
conceptual model to guide the retrieval process.

The researchers conclude that only about 5% of companies 
could make reasonable use of a multifunction system of the 
kind that the office of the future prophets have in mind. 

Less complex systems might find favour in 30% of companies 
but even they, suggests the report, might be happier with an 
electric typewriter and a telex machine.

Computerised systems are playing an increasing role in the operation of library and information services 
in the UK. Large mainframe information systems, for example Blaise, Dialog etc., are both well known and 
widely used by librarians and information officers of all disciplines. Few institutions have been able to 
afford mainframe computers specifically to run their internal library or information services, but some have 
been able to run in-house services using spare capacity on mainframes installed for other purposes. 


The advent of the microprocessor has allowed the development of small but powerful computer systems 
which many information managers can afford. The availability of these new computer:systems has stimulated 
the development of many software packages which are particularly suitable for use by small libraries and 
information units. Agricultural and biological libraries and information services are no exception to these 
trends, but Aslib Biological and Agricultural Sciences-Group recognised that there were many small library 
and information units in the UK which were under-informed about current thinking and developments 
relating to these new systems. This Conference set out to try and reduce this problem by highlighting the 
experiences of established users of mainframe and microcomputer technology. 


Computers are not just labour saving devices, they offer opportunities for completely new methods of 
working and the establishment of types of information service impossible with other work regimes. Such 
changes have an inevitable impact on information staff and information users, and the proceedings also 
approach these problems constructively.

DOS/2 ‘Indexes and Alphabetical Arrangement’ (At present 
involved in the revision of BS 1749 ‘Alphabetical 
arrangement and filing order of numerals and 
symbols’. When completed, will start work on revision 
of BS 3700 ‘Recommendations for preparation of 
indexes to books, periodicals and other publications’) 

DOS/15 ‘Price Indexes’ (Recently established to direct UK 
input into ISO work on the measurement of price 
changes in various types of library material). 

Also, we require one representative on the Library 
Association’s ‘National Forum on Bibliographic Standards’ — 
an influential and important body. Any takers?

Write bibliographies on the field you 
are trying to get a job in. Attend free presentations and 
courses, and write all about this in your curriculum vitae.’ 


The second letter was from Ann Kahn, who retired as 
Chief Librarian at the Dept of Health & Social Security in 
July. She suggests that we extend our Professional Register to 
include ‘supply librarians’, not only to cover for holidays and 
sickness, but possibly also to cover for OMBs when they go 
on conferences, courses etc. Ann also suggests that we might 
advise people on how to apply for jobs, cope with interviews, 
track down advice/information etc., and in general to ‘make 
the best of themselves’, She has kindly offered to help with 
the development of these ideas, and | am in touch with her. 
Are there any more ideas out there? 

By the way, please note that the rate for unemployed 
people who wish to register for our courses or conferences is 
only one-third of the Aslib members’ rate.

New look for courses 


As you will see, we have extensively revised and added 
some new courses for the autumn, a lot of the changes being 
based on your comments over the past year or so. We have 
three main aims: to provide a wide variety of courses; to link 
them so that you can logically progress from one to another; 
and to make sure they are of a high standard. 

So what types of course are there? First, a very important 
role for Aslib is still to provide introductory training for those 
starting out in information work. Many people have to set up a 
service: a new course, Starting from Scratch, is specially 
designed to give practical advice. This can be linked with the 
Basic Skills course, which provides a sound introduction to 
information work, 
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Tracking down information is a large part of all our jobs. 
An introductory series of linked courses give advice on 
Handling Enquiries, information Sources, and Obtaining 
Information. 

These can be followed by more advanced courses on 
specialised sources — in the fields of Business Information; 
Official Publications; Standards, Product Information and 
Patents; European Community Information; Marketing 
Information and so on. 

Coverage of computers and information technology is 
clearly crucial. Two introductory courses are /T for Decision 
Makers, aimed at managers, and What is a Computer? which 
aims to de-mystify the jargon and explain the ‘nuts and bolts’ 
of the computer. The latter will form a good introduction 
for other courses such as Microcomputer Applications; Buying 
and Running Computer Systems; and Computerised In-house 
information Retrieval. 

For those units considering using external online data-bases, 
Why go Online? will help you to decide. If the answer is yes, 
Online Searching: Getting Started will tell you how. 

People are still the most expensive resource — a course on 
Personal Information Processing explores ways of improving 
individual performance at work, whilst Working in Groups 
aims to help increase the effectiveness of groups working 
together. Promoting the information unit is increasingly 
important — such skills are covered in courses on Presenting 
a Case on Paper and Presenting a Case in Person. 

Finally — money! Managing money is a practical course to 
help with budgeting, estimates, keeping financial records, and 
generally thinking commercially. 


The Aslib index of unpublished translations 


The Index is a valuable resource, available free of charge 
through the library or information service of any corporate 
member of Aslib. Despite the pre-eminence of English as the 
language of the international scientific community, a great 
deal of important material is published in other languages. 
Commissioning a translation is costly, so it makes sense to 
check whether someone else has already translated any foreign- 
language papers in which you are interested. The As/ib index 
of unpublished translations makes this possible, by acting as a 
central clearinghouse for information concerning translations. 

The Index is a card-index which contains details of over half 
a million translations into English from all languages and on all 
subjects. The Index covers translations held by more than 
300 organisations both in Britain and overseas. In addition 
to the translations notified to Aslib by firms and research 
organisations, we also receive details of translations deposited 
at the British Library Lending Division and at the National 
Translations Center in the USA. Despite its title, the Index 
includes details of translated books listed in British National 
Bibliography, in overseas publisher’s catalogues and in various 
library accessions lists. To keep the Index as up-to-date as 
possible, Aslib also adds to the Index details of translations in 
preparation whenever possible. 

To use the Index, either contact your library, information 
service or translations department, or contact Wendy Glover, 
the Translations Officer, by letter, telephone or telex. Wendy 
would also be very glad to hear from you if you are able to 
supply Aslib with details of translations to be included in the 
Index. 

Two other services relating to translations are also available 
to corporate members of Aslib. Aslib keeps the As/ib index of 
specialist translators, which is a list of freelance translators 
experienced in scientific and technical subjects, and the As/ib 
dictionary index, which is a card-index of bi- and multi-lingual 
dictionaries indexed by language and subject.

Aslib 56th Annual Conference: Information for national 
recovery: needs — resources — technology 
13—16 September 1983, University of Stirling 


National events — in the form of the General Election and 
subsequent Ministerial changes — have at this late date 
intervened in the Annual Conference programme, to give us 
Allan Stewart, Scottish Office Minister with responsibility 
for Industry and Education, as the opening keynote speaker

Mr Stewart first entered Parliament in May 1979 as 
Conservative Member for Eastwood. His education (Bell 
Baxter High School, Cupar, St Andrews University and Harvard) 
and background before he entered politics (after lecturing in 
political economy at St Andrews University he joined the CBI 
in 1971 as Head of Regional Development and subsequently 
held the posts of Deputy Director (Economics) and Scottish 
Secretary before becoming Scottish Director in 1978) must 
have given him a lively insight into the theme of our Conference, 
and the abstract of his paper received suggests that he is well 
aware of the part information must play in national recovery 
and of the Government obligation to foster this technology. 

Another chance to study the details of the Conference 
occurs this month with a further distribution of the programme. 
Happily, there are no further changes or cancellations to 
report — to date — and we look forward to hearing John 
Woolston, International Development Research Centre, 
Ottawa; Drs C. N. Jansen van Rosendaal, CEC, Luxembourg;

CONFERENCE REPORT 


Copyright and Information Repackaging: Old Problems, 


New Technologies 


This seminar, organised by Aslib with the co-operation of 
the Publishers Association, was held at Burlington House on 
Wednesday 22 June 1983; and was attended by about seventy 
people of whom about a third represented publishing interests 
and about a half were information specialists. In his opening 
remarks the Chairman, Geoffrey Crabb, Council for Education 
Technology, emphasised the rapidity of change in information 
technology and the slowness of changes in necessary legislation, 
particularly in the Copyright Acts. 

The first speaker, Denis de Freitas, Chairman of the British 
Copyright Council, looked at the ‘Interpretation of copyright 
law’ especially in relation to the situation created by the new 
technology. The purpose of a copyright system is to stimulate 
people with ideas to communicate them, and yet have protec- 
tion. The present Copyright Act describes categories of works 
which are protected and provides for enforcement of rights. 
At the time it became law in 1956 it gave adequate control in 
relation to the technologies existing at that time. Today, 
although the technologies are basically the sarne, the dimen- 
sions of use are on a much greater scale. For example, the 
Publishers Association estimate that photocopying in schools 
each year is approximately equivalent to one million books. 
The underlying concern is not with the technology itself, nor 
is there any wish to put barriers in the way of communication. 
Publishers and authors recognise that the user community 
benefits by these developments and wishes to benefit also and 
not be the one section of the community that is disadvantaged. 
Another example lies in the area of sound and video recording 
where there has been tremendous growth, and it is very 
difficult to get admissible evidence of breach of copyright, 
particularly in home recordings where there is no right of 
access. Probably 85% of the video production in the UK has 
been pirated. Reverting to photocopying and breaches of 
copyright the speaker mentioned two recent legal cases which 
had been successful and said other cases had been settled out 
of court. However, it is almost impossible to monitor use of 
photocopies, particularly in private premises, thus litigation is 
difficult but should be a last resort anyway. Surely corporate 
and public organisations should respect the law! 

After reviewing the 1956 Act’s provisions for fair use and 
for photocopying by libraries, the speaker went on to say that 
the administrative machinery that libraries have to set up to 
check that the Act is not being breached, and the necessity to 
obtain permission to copy for those items not included, leads 
to a considerable work load, which could be reduced by a 
system of blanket licensing which would be fair to the copy- 
right owner and to the copier. Under this system the user 
obtains a licence to copy virtually the entire range of works 
likely to be copied. Payment can be made using a formula 
agreed with the licensing body (with arbitration if necessary) 
and the licensing body distribute the funds to the copyright 
owners. The Performing Rights Society, which deals with 
music, provides a model for this sort of activity, and 
re-distributes some £55 million annually. Such an arrangement 
could be brought into being under existing legislation. 

With tape and video copying, however, the speaker felt that 
there had to be a statutory solution because there is a wide 
disregard for the existing law. A new Act should require the 
class of person using recording devices to remunerate the 
copyright holders by a payment collected at the point of 
purchase, the payments being transferred to an appropriate 
agency by the manufacturer. In effect a licence would have to 
be purchased at the same time as the equipment. This system 
has operated in Germany since 1966 at 5% of the retail price. 
It collects some DM40 million per year which is distributed

40% to the Composers Association, 40% to the Recording 
Industry, and 20% to the Literary Interests Organisation. 

Finally the speaker outlined activities in the Copyright 
field over the last few years, the Whitford report and the 
Government Green Paper, but concluded that there was no 
indication that the Government saw any urgency in the need 
for new legislation. 

In the discussion there was reference to the possibility in 
Germany of transferring the levy from equipment to tapes. 
The Chairman pointed out that if a levy is put on blank tapes 
then there will be no more blank tapes. All tapes would be 
sold with something on them which could be removed later. 

Attention was drawn to the ‘Coles Case’ (Sillitoe v. McGraw 
Hill 1982) in which judicial note had been taken of the 
Publishers Association/Society of Authors statement on the 
limits of fair dealing. The speaker stated that the British 
Copyright Council has adopted, as a policy, support for 
blanket licensing and is likely to try for a Private Members Bill 
in the new Parliament. A Bill has been drafted and could have 
reached the House of Lords by now except for the recent 
election. His attention was drawn to the many objections by 
user groups to blanket licensing particularly in the loss of fair 
dealing, but he replied that there had to be a statutory body, 
such as the Performing Rights Society, and as under the 
blanket licensing scheme individual copies made of individual 
works were automatically covered. There was no need for a fair 
dealing clause in the legislation. 

The next session was on ‘Software and Copyright’, and the 
first speaker, Ray Templeton, Advisory Unit for Computer- 
based Education, Hatfield, dealt with ‘Public domain software’. 
In strictly legal terms ‘public domain’ means out of copyright, 
but the term now tends to be used to mean computer programs 
which are generally, and freely, available. Many computer 
programs are published in periodicals and readers type them 
into their own computers. There are no copyright notices in 
the programs, although most periodicals contain a notice, 
usually on the last page. The periodical ‘Small Computer 
Program Index’ provides an index to most of the popular 
computer journals, thus enabling people to track down a 
program, obtain a copy or a photocopy, and put it into their 
own computers. The speaker works within the region of the 
Chiltern L.E.A. Software Consortium which organises the free 
circulation of computer programs to all schools. Programs 
written at Hatfield bear the notice ‘This program is the copy- 
right of Hatfield C.C. and may be freely copied’. A lot of 
programs are in the public domain because they don’t deserve 
any other status, but some are very good and deserve protec- 
tion. It is important to note that the distribution medium is 
not a factor, a copyright program is still copyright whether it 
is typed from a journal, loaded from a cassette or disk, or 
obtained down a line. There is the possibility of getting 
purchasers of programs to sign a document stating that copies 
of the program will not be supplied to other people. This will 
mean that redress can be obtained under the law of contract 
if necessary. 

The speaker then posed several questions including: can a 
program be removed from the public domain if its originator 
wishes to publish it; and what about the situation where a 
free program is much better than those offered for sale? He 
concluded by stating that it had been claimed that if it were 
not for the fact that enthusiasts have given their time and 
money to help others, particularly in the education and 
hobbyist areas where software has been made freely available, 
then the state of the art would be about 20 years behind its 
present level. 
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John Davies, of the Publishers Association, then gave his 
paper on ‘The publishers’ approach to handling copyright for 
software’. The Publishers Association, through its committees, 
has been looking at the new technology, ard a co-operative 
venture for publishers’ data bases and electronic document 
delivery has recently been formed as a public company called 
Publishers Data Bases Ltd. Of the 81 organisations involved 
only 6 are original traditional publishers. The main develop- 
ment area for software is in the schools, although Colleges, 
industry and the home market are now of concern. The 
Department of Industry is providing suppcrt funding and is 
concerned that there is not enough software. Publishers are 
under pressure to produce more, but obvicusly want it to 
be protected. The 1956 Act refers to copyright in ‘Works’, 
not just printed works, and relates to copying and publishing 
in any ‘form’. The Whitfield Committee noted this and 
recommended that all computer programs should be treated 
as ‘Works’, with the author being the person who wrote the 
instructions, data etc. The Green Paper proposed that new 
legislation should protect programs. Control should be over 
the initial loading into the computer, and there could be the 
possibility of a licensing scheme. There does appear to be 
copyright in programs, but at present protection is best 
obtained practically by one or more of the following:— 

(1) Making it physically difficult, or impossible, to copy 

a program 

(2) So writing the program that any attempt to copy it 
results in loss of the program 

(3) Imposing restrictions on use as a condition of sale 

(4) Linking the software with accompanying printed back- 
up material 

(5) Licensing the use of one particular program with one 
particular purchaser. 

The speaker concluded by emphasising tha close relationship 
between copyright and economics. A large investment in 
software requires a good return on the investment. This can be 
done through individual sales or overall licences but it must 

be done. 

The following points came up in the discussion which 
followed the two papers:— 

(1) Copyright material is still copyright even though it 
doesn’t carry a notice to that effect 

(2) The term ‘Public Domain’ should be used only in the 
sense of ‘out of copyright’ and should not be used to 
mean ‘unrestricted use’ 

(3) Commonsense says that computer programs should be 
copyright, but a judge has refused to accept that a 
program is a /iterary work because he couldn't see the 
words 

(4) Prestel transferred software gives notice where copy- 
right is being enforced and matertal restricted to 
particular uses. 

In his concluding remarks, the Chairman drew attention to the 
CET leaflet on the protection of computer programs which 
States that if the program makes sounds when it is run it can 
be protected as a sound recording. 

The first paper of the afternoon ‘Photccopying and licensing: 
the publishers’ view’ was given by Kenneth Pinnock, of John 
Murray (Publisher) Ltd. After a brief historical approach he 
provided some of the data on photocopying which are of great 
concern to publishers. A statistical survey in Swedish schools 
in 1968 revealed that about 150 million copies had been made 
that year. The British Library Lending Civision produces 20 
million pre-paid copy pages per year, which the PA estimate 
is equivalent to 400 journals of reasonatle circulation. A PA 
survey of copying in British schools (with an indemnity during 
the period of the survey) showed that copying, particularly 
multiple copying and copying of whole Jo0oks, was of the 
order of 200 million pages per year. The Education Publishers 


Council has produced a leaflet on copying for the guidance of A. 


teachers (complete with a decision flowchart) but the whole 
situation is very complex and a blanket licence would simplify 
it. The speaker then went on to outline how such a system 
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would work. The Publishers and Authors joint copyright 
Licensing Agency would be the collecting; ‘agent, and would 
tackle multiple copying first in schools, universities and 
photocopying agencies (Libraries are not high on their list 

of offenders). There would probably be atrial period of 2 
years for the first licence to test the scheme. The administra- 
tion of record keeping and analysis has yet to be worked out. 
The speaker was aware of the arguments of user groups, 
particularly the fact that money spent on licences meant 
fewer books purchased. There was also the administrative 
burden and its costs. The PA reply to this is that the 
indemnity in the scheme must be based on accurate recording. 
Librarians also ask why they should give up their present 
rights. The PA reply is that the scheme provides a simplified 
approach at a reasonable cost, and that it embodies conces- 
sions to photocopying institutions. At present there is no 
agreement and no clear statements are being made for fear 
of losing rights. He concluded by stating if there is no agree- 
ment the PA will press for a new Copyright Act, or will seek 
a trial case to define what is meant by a ‘reasonable amount’. 

In the discussion the question was raised about control of 
photocopying in large industries where there are many photo- 
copiers, and would not a better alternative be a levy on the 
purchase of photocopying machines. The speaker agreed that 
large industry might well need a different scheme. In the 
USA, the Copyright Clearance Center operated on a trans- 
actional basis, but for large companies has now changed to a 
detailed audit followed by a negotiated contract. A comment 
from the audience was that one large US company had had 
great difficulties in providing data, and had spent $180,000 
in administrative costs, which in the endihad led to $100,000 
in fees, which scarcely seemed equitable. Another comment 
was that there are many self-service photocopiers in academic 
institutions and in industry, and there can be no sure way of 
getting each transaction recorded. Also there is pressure in all 
institutions on the reduction of administrative costs. Publishers’ 
representatives replied that appropriate forms would be 
provided to make recording easy, and that surely this was 
less trouble than observing the law as at ‘present. 

David Wood, BLLD, followed with his paper on ‘The 
copyrighted material at the British Library Lending Division’. 
Basically his paper was a defence of photocopying by libraries 
(and the BLLD in particular) and a counterview to the PA 
collected data. No-one has really established just how much 
and what types of copying take place in’ the UK, nor how 
much is of copyright material, nor how many breaches there 
are of copyright law. The amount of copying in inter-library 
lending services is nowhere near as much as is believed, nor 
if it stopped would it be likely to resultiin the purchase of 
more periodicals. Loans from BLLD rose steadily to nearly 
3 million a year in 1980, but have since slightly declined. 

The bulk of demand within the UK is from some 5000 
organisations. 20% of the demand is from outside the UK. 
Over 70% is for periodical articles, and half of that is for 
material over 4 years old. About 80% of requests are met 
from about 20% of the titles held. All photocopies are 
provided under the fair dealing clause of the Copyright Act, 
and requestors must sign the appropriate declaration. Multiple 
copying does not take place nor will more than one article per 
issue, nor mors than one chapter of a book be supplied to any 
one person. The speaker believed that most libraries follow the 
law in this matter and also put the necessary notices on their 
coin-operated machines. He was concerned that, despite all 
this, libraries, and the BLLD in particular, have been regularly 
attacked on both economic and moral grounds. He drew 
attention to an Aslib report of a survey in which correlation 
was looked for between falling subscriptions and increasing 
loans, but was not found; and also pointed out that for most 
journals it is cheaper to purchase than to obtain photocopies 
once the demand for copies rises to more than six a year. In 
his view, publishers should be more concerned with putting 
into journals information that people will use, rather than 
complaining about the cancellation of journals which should 
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never have been published in the first place. BLLD services 
permit libraries to live within their budgets and still provide 
a good level of services to their users. Publishers rarely keep 
back runs of their own journals so shouldn't expect to charge 
those libraries which meet this demand at a more economic 
cost than the publishers could themselves. 

Referring to the Green Paper, the speaker said he was 
pleased that it accepted ‘fair dealing’ otherwise there would 
be a tremendous loss in communication of information. He 
was not certain what it implied in the use of the term ‘syste- 
matic copying’. If it meant multiple copying he agreed that 
this must be controlled. Any system introduced must however 
be simple to use and easy to monitor. Publishers and librarians 
should cease to think of themselves as antagonists and realise 
that they are in the same business of information dissemina- 
tion. 

in the discussion the following points were made:— 

A ‘genuine user’ stated that his library buys over 400 
periodical titles, many in multiple copies, yet is a major 
user of BLLD services, having to obtain their 20% from 
other journals. Publishers should reduce the number of 
scientific periodicals and increase quality of content. 
(Answer: new subjects need new titles!) 

Publishers and librarians must work together, what is 
needed is a situation where one can get on with the job 
of providing information without having to keep looking 
at the legal position. 

The Chairman concluded the session by stating that the blanket 
licence as envisaged was concerned with permitting schools to 
do multiple copying, and should not be extended to cover 
single copying in libraries which can be done legally anyway. 
He introduced the final session on ‘Electronic publishing: the 
copyright implications’ with the hope that the seminar could 
now move on to an up-to-date problem. 

Colin Tapper, Butterworths, described the basis of legal 
publishing in the UK, going back to a patent granted by 


Charles II, and then went on to describe how this had developed - 


into the computerised service LEXIS. Control of the material 
in the service is through individual contracts with their 
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customers who are permitted to use it only for their clients. 

A newer service NEXIS covers newspapers and periodicals (but 
also Encyclopedia Britannica) and has extra copyright problems 
requiring licensing agreements. Newspaper proprietors insist 
on a 24 hour delay, and sports results are not included. A 
further service recently introduced in the USA is LEXPAT 
which is basically a full documentation of US Patent applica- 
tions. 

Discussion centred around copyright problems in down- 
loading data from computerised services. Data bank providers, 
generally speaking, do not object to this, but want to know 
about it (some hosts will not provide the information) and 
naturally want to be paid for it. A question was asked about 
the ownership of information itself rather than the form in 
which it is stored. The answer indicated that copyright relates 
to form, the information can be used as much as required, thus 
data can be taken from source material and used with own 
data. Individual information is not copyright but presentation, 
and possibly selection, is. 

The Chairman in concluding the seminar, thanked al! the 
speakers for their contributions and added that the Copyright 
Law as it now stands is out of date. It doesn’t cover multiple 
copying in schools, computer programs, nor off-air copying 
in the home. The rights owners are attempting to redress the 
situation by the introduction of licences, but there are objec- 
tions to this, particularly in relation to record keeping, and 
also to contractual or technical blocking methods. However 
there must be a reluctance in publishers to produce materials 
when the level of protection is not known. Librarians should 
decide what they want in a new Copyright Act and press for 
it. The Act should be designed to last at least 20 years, and 
should not list materials (because that would exclude new 
materials when invented) nor should it categorise different 
types of user. What we all need is far more vision than there 
was in the Green Paper.

Christopher Johnson — totally dependent on libraries 


Economists are totally dependent on their libraries, said 
Christopher Johnson, Group Economic Adviser to Lloyd's 
Bank, speaking at AEBIG’s AGM last April. And he was 
speaking of what he knew, for during his time at the FT he 
was responsible for the library. He believed that it should 
earn a profit, and so it did, through its SVP service. 

Now he was concerned with macro-economic and commodity 
information, and this meant dealing with government statistical 
services. Some said that the aim of these services was to conceal 
rather than reveal information; he did not see it quite like that, 
but did believe that the information was regarded as being for 
the Government first, and the public second. He was glad that 
the CSO had survived the ministrations of Sir Derek Rayner 
largely unscathed, and felt that economic information was a 
public resource, to be provided free or modestly charged for. 
The big problem was always topicality. The press was ina 
privileged position, having access to embargoed press notices, 
sometimes in advance of publication, so the question for the 
rest of us was how to get hold of the information the moment 
it was available, and here computers played a major part. 

He was disappointed by Prestel’s official statistics service, 
particularly the question of delay. He was mentioning no 
names, but regarded CSO as being among the least bad of the 
information providers. The same problem could arise with 
databases. He once used the CSO database, but found the 
information was six months behind what was contained in the 
hard copy version. When he queried this, he discovered that 
CSO had not sent the updated tapes because the software house 
hadn't paid its bill for six months! Turning to the situation 
overseas, he pointed to the extra problems generated by 
increased numbers of countries which were likely to default, 
coupled with their frequent inability to collect and unwilling- 
ness to part with economic information. Paradoxically, though, 
the deeper a country got into debt, the more likely it was to 
be prepared to publish the information, on the principle of 
getting the bad news over and done with. 

To try and overcome some of these problems, the major 
banks were setting up a new Institute of International Finance 
to monitor the position of borrowers in the developing world. 
They wanted direct access to national sources, for example, 
they once used the CSO database rather than having to wait 
for figures produced by the OECD. The situation at the 
moment tended to be that a local source translated the docu- 
ments into English, three months late, then sent them back 
supposedly by airmail but often by sea, the information 
arriving six months late, by which time the country had gone 
bust. 

During questions, Mr Johnson commented on the collapse 
of IRIS (AEBIG News, April), seeing it as a classic example of 
how not to do it. He suggested that it failed because it tried 
to be a qualitative sifter, with a computer program to do the 
sifting (ignoring the value of serendipity) and because they 
were still trying to invent the computer to do the job while 
offering the service.

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CRO posta! service — Narjes acts 


Karl-Heinz Narjes, EEC Internal Market and Industrial 
Innovation Commissioner, has instructed his officials to contact 
the UK government with a view to examining whether the 
provisions of the First and Fourth Company Law Directives 
have been correctly implemented in national legislation and 
are being properly applied. In a letter to Edwin Fleming, Mr 
Narjes agreed that member states were required to supply 
complete or partial copies of company records to applicants 
at a price not exceeding the cost of administration. Once he 
had completed his investigation, he would be in a position to 
consider whether any further action may be necessary to 
ensure compliance with the Directive: 
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Free advertisement 


Leslie Smyth, Manchester commercial librarian, wrote to 
Keith Lawrey, LA secretary-general, last March taking exception 
to the ‘free advertisement’ for Company Information Bureau 
in the March LAR. He pointed out that Company Information 
Bureau had circularised libraries offering their services last 
December, and commented that most of the large reference 
libraries regarded this letter with suspicion and saw it as a 
means of drawing the fire from libraries, following the CRO’s 
rejection of a postal service offered through them. 

AEBIG News ran a piece on the Bureau (' By unofficial 
appointment’) in its May issue, commenting that a number of 
libraries had started subscribing to the service, or were about 
to. Leslie Smyth continued in his letter: “The Bureau, although 
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dealing in company Information, is not a registered company, 
is little known and could disappear tomorrow. If this service 
to libraries were to become too popular, | cannot see the agents 
allowing it to continue at present prices and so undermine 
their trade. By January twelve public libraries were using the 
service and any wholesale acceptance of it by libraries obviously 
adversely affects the campaign now being waged by a number 
of MPs, local authorities, libraries, AMA, Aslib and COCRIL 
to revert to the original agreernent and allow libraries direct 
access to the CRO.’ 


Privatisation paranoia 

Ralph Leake, a member of Aslib and director of Jordan & 
Sons Ltd., one of the largest company registration and 
information agents, has been moved to write following the 
AEBIG News coverage of a possible CRO postal service and 
privatisation. 

The now almost regular attacks from Library spokesmen 
against agents appear to be approaching paranoia and are no 
help to the dissemination of information. Edwin Fleming, 
whom | know and admire for the efforts he personally puts 
into improving library services and knowledge, goes so far as to 
speak of ‘the battle with the agents’ — as far as Jordans is 
concerned, there is no battle with anyone, on the contrary our 
aim is co-operation and service — that is why we offer Jordans 
Surveys to libraries at highly discounted prices. On a possible 
postal service much is made of the phrase that ‘the information 
held at the registry should be obtainable by post not exceeding 
the administrative cost thereof.’ This is commonly interpreted 
as meaning a pound per fiche or less, but the CAO search 
services lose money and to provide a viable postal service the 
Registrar would have to employ extra staff, therefore ‘the 
administrative cost thereof’ could clearly be higher than the 
fees charged by the much maligned agents. Information does 
cost money. Another statement which appeared in the April 
issue, and which | feel was misleading, was the one which said 
‘the Registrar was approaching organisations of his choosing.’ 
On the contrary, when possible privatisation was officially 
announced it would have been impossible for the Registrar to 
approach all the various organisations who might have been 
interested in participating, even if he had been aware of who 
they were. it was left to those who were interested, and alive 
enough, to take their questions, proposals and/or offers to the 
Registrar and the Department of Trade.

ABASG Annual General Meeting 1983 


The Annual General Meeting, held at Aslib Headquarters on 
3 March 1983, was attended by 34 people, and five more sent 
apologies. 

The Treasurer, Roger Davidge, reported that 1982 had 
begun on a financially sounder basis than 1980/81. Two 
- meetings during the year had produced a profit, and the other 
meetings covered their costs, resulting in a very successful year. 
The Chairman, Pat Wortley, thanked the auditors, Mr S, N. Lal 
and Ms J. Millen, and the meeting re-elected them. 

Tim Cullen, Meetings Secretary, said that the meetings 
program had been successful even though two meetings had 
been postponed, one due to bad weather and the other to a 
rail dispute. The previous Meetings Secretary, Susan Childs, 
was ill in the summer, just before her departure to live in 
Australia for two years. He thanked her for her help and 
patience during the hand-over period. 

Joan Lovenack reported that five issues of the Newsletter 
had appeared during 1982, covering the group’s activities and 
details of other, similar groups when available.

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ADONIS | 


After the AGM on 3 March, Barrie Stern from Elsevier 
Science Publishers gave a talk on ADONIS, the £4 million 
project for Electronic Document Delivery planned by a 
consortium of m.c.p.’s (most copied publishers!) to counteract 
the growing problem of journal sales erosion by photocopying. 

Having identified a market after thorough research including 
a project with the BLLD, and assessed the latest laser techno- 
logy, ADONIS aims initially to satisfy over 1 million document 
requests a year from a 5-year backfilejof up to 5000 journal 
titles in science, technology ana medicine. The advantages over 
existing services would be consistent coverage, speed of 
delivery (but still reliant on postal services), lack of copyright 
problems and non-labour intensive. | 

Linking with existing online searching services would be a 
possibility and discussions have taken place on the possibility 
of allocating a unique number to every page of every journal 
to be used as document order identifiers. 

When will ADONIS be up and running? Unfortunately, 
since September 1982 three of the original six members of the 
consortium, John Wiley, Academic Press and Pergamon Press 
have withdrawn from the project. Blackwell Scientific 
Publications, Springer-Verlag and Elsevier remain but it was 
announced at the meeting that ADONIS is-being put into 
hibernation while the situation is assessed. 
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Many thanks again to Barry Stern for flying over from 
Amsterdam at short notice to talk about this innovation 
but sadly — and hopefully temporarily — curtailed project. 

Curious that at the beginning of 1983 the Commission of 
the European Communities should launch a call for proposals 
to industry for experiments on electronic document delivery 
and electronic publishing. (See February 1983 As/ib 
Information.) 


David Gray, CVL’s Librarian, retires 


On 29 May 1983, David Gray retired from MAF F’s Central 
Veterinary Laboratory at Weybridge, Surrey. Before joining 
the staff as the Laboratory’s first professional librarian in 1955, 
he held five public library appointments including Deputy 
Librarian at West Bromwich and Deputy Technical Librarian at 
Liverpool, and was promoted to Senior Librarian at CVL in 
1966.

These include making and listening to 
organ music, experimenting with his home computer, furthering 
his knowledge of Elizabethan history and continuing with his 
travelling and photography. David’s successor, Dawn Scott 
from Kew, took up the post on 3 May 1983.

Property and Information Technology 


This is the title of a CALUS Research Report published in 
February 1983 with the sub-title ‘The future for the office 
market’. It is available from College of Estate Management, 
Whiteknights, Reading RG6 2AQ at £8.50 including p and p. 
ISBN 0921 32806. 

The report opens with an attempt to quantify the office 
market. Figures are quoted showing that office employment 
showed a steady increase from 1961 to 1981. The concept of 
IT is then discussed and it is stated that in the last eighteen 
months there has been a 30% decline in office lettings. It is 
highly likely that this is due to the recession and not iT. So 
far IT has not resulted in a large number of redundancies. In 
fact where there has been office automation the staff who 
have been replaced by its use have found alternative work 
because new jobs have been created due to an increase in 
the level of business. It is not thought that there will be a 
rapid decline in demand for office space as job loss will be 
compensated by the allocation of more floorspace per office 
worker. 

This report is much wider in scope than the recent report 
by Richard Ellis (see the February newsletter) and the 
conclusions both enhance and extend those of the earlier 
report. The one area in which no firm conclusions are made is 
on employment levels. 


Problems of local government 
A useful publication from Don Kennington: 


Local government publications: their packaging and 
marketing, by Don Kennington, Capital Planning Information, 
December 1982.

{including postage and packing). 

British local authorities are major publishers for statutory 
and recreational purposes and the study reported on in this 
document looked closely at one major local authority, Devon 
County Council. In carrying out the study the author collected 
and examined publishing data from other major local 
authorities. His conclusions highlight the weaknesses in 
marketing and the consequences of inadequate corporate 
publishing policies in local government. The recommendations 
of the report also suggest a much stronger role for commercial 
publishers in this dynamic and growing sector.

‘Call it what you will — it’s here’ 


Alan Hartley-Smith, Standard Telecommunication 
Laboratories Ltd. 


This paper aimed to highlight the fact that the implications 
of computers and electronics are all-pervading in their influence. 
The intention was to highlight some problems and changes 
caused by the new technology. 

Historically our activities centred firstly on agriculture 
{which was a family activity — working together), then on 
factories (communal activity — working together), and now 
the new technology is causing a split back into smaller groups 
(communal family — working together). Developing countries 
may be able to bypass the problems of the developed nations; 
will they learn from our errors? 

The industria! revolution involved the substitution of 
machine power for muscle power. Now there is an additional 
change — machine skill for mind skill. Machines can continue 
working for ever. This has caused job simplification which 
means that some previously complex jobs now run at ‘idiot’ 
level. This is both a benefit and a disadvantage and society must 
face the choice. The past 30 years have seen a dramatic decrease 
in the cost per unit of computer power, thus large amounts of 
processing power can now be applied to a problem. In the 
past, one had to consider if a computer was necessary, now 
you have to decide if you can afford not to use a computer. 
As people costs go up and machine costs come down, this 
causes a skills loss — currently, low skills are too tedious 
and too costly to automate, high skills are too complex to 
automate but the middie ground between these two is idea! for 
automation. 

New skills, new jobs will appear and some jobs will merge 
(eg journalist-keyboarder-printer relationship is currently 
changing). However, the new technology brings not only new 
jobs for old but also new learning for old through re-training 
and new education procedures involving computer-aided 
learning and new teacher training. This also implies another 
question — is the computer a machine or a tool? A machine is 
purely repetitive but a computer plus a human being combina- 
tion is really a tool (ie is very flexible). The consequences of 
these influences will be social, commercial, and environmental. 
The transition from craftsman to robot meant that the robot 
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was doing just the dirty and repetitive jobs but now we have 
the ‘customiser’ — a person who guides the machine towards 
optimum performance; this combination can produce much 
more. The change from craftsman to customiser has brought 
an overall value increase in terms of turnover. 

All this can bring us back to nature. We all have basic needs 
which, when satisfied, lead us to begin fabricating for comfort. 
Once this need is satisfied there is time for leisure. Again there 
is a change of scale (more houses and more leisure). Although 
we now have the facilities to make bigger mistakes quicker, 
we can also rectify errors faster, everything interacts. 

Any big innovation implies multi-use. The steam engine 
gave us the steam mill and the steam railways. The computer 
gives us numerical control, processing, and communications, to 
become a multi-use invention. The drive for the industrial 
revolution was goods; services drive the information revolution. 
Capital drove industry, science and knowledge drive the new 
technology. We are moving towards a knowledge based world, 
away from a financial base. Many cash ‘transfers’ are now 
‘knowledge transfers’. Information is both a new commodity 
and a new medium of exchange. But who owns knowledge? 
Knowledge is one of the few commodities which you can sell 
or exchange and still possess. If you sell knowledge, what are 
you giving? If you buy knowledge, what are you getting? 

Definitions need re-examining — work equals status, 
employment means pay. The work ethic needs modification 
in the current climate; man must work, but for satisfaction, 
not from guilt. Who does work anyway? The housewife? 
Community volunteer? Black economy? Your work activities 
may eventually give you some type of ‘credit’ rather than pay. 
Society will recognise what you do as valuable and reward 
appropriately, but everyone will have a minimum guaranteed 
standard of living. There must be some new form of wealth . 
distribution and the attitudes of society to work must change. 
At the moment we have private enterprise which may be 
chaotic (but can move fast) and public provision (stable but 
slow). In the end the overall will of society should bring about 
appropriate changes in this structure. If we are to cope with 
the changes we need to merge the traditional splits in society — 
government, institutions, management, unions, and workforce. 
- This merging may be a merger of ideals or job roles (eg a GP 
with an expert system can have online access to the highest 
medical authority in any field). 

Mr Hartley-Smith raised some intriguing questions about the 
social consequences and pervasiveness of the new technology. 
Sometimes unusual or controversial, the paper did not offer 
solutions to the problems but always suggested that these are 
developments which we will face and must come to terms with.

Electronic countermeasures 
‘T. M. Abram 


‘Electronic Warfare’ can be traced back to World War 1. It 
now has a great importance and the Vietnam and 1973 Yom 
Kippur wars demonstrated this. Attacks on intruding ships 
and aircraft are now made by electronically controlled weapons 
with devastating accuracy. 

Electronic Warfare is the struggle to control the use of the 
electromagnetic spectrum. Also ESM (electronic support 
measures) is valuable as this gives knowledge of an oppasing 
weapon system. Electronic Counter-Measures (ECM) is generally 
an essential for aircraft survivability. Defensive Systems can 
have early warning radars, SAM directing radars, acquisition . 
radars and target tracking radars. In the air there would be 
airborne interception radars, and/or airborne warning and 
control systems and/or early warning radars. Range detection 
depends on the height of the intruding aircraft. Early warning 
radars once the intruding aircraft is detected hand them over 
to target tracking radars. These types of radar are a network 
linked by communication and control systems, and the total 
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system can be degraded by jamming at any stage. The aim 

of all airborne jamming of defensive systems is to protect 
attacking aircraft. Radar can give the range of the target, its 
direction, and possibly its velocity. However, any or all of 
these can be thwarted by either spurious reflections or noise in 
the system. 

A jammer is a device which transmits signals to obliterate 
the echoes the radar is trying to receive, or to confuse the 
radar by presenting it with a multiplicity of signals. Noise 
jammers consist of a noise source and an amplifier which feeds 
the jamming at a high power level to an antenna, from which it 
is transmitted to the radar. However it may have to operate over 
a wide frequency range. Jamming may also be accomplished 
by repeater jammers, or methods known as rage-gate pull off, 
Cover pulse jamming and inverse gain jamming. 

Computers on board attacking aircraft can identify threats 
from tracking redars, and then analyse and select those 
presenting the greatest danger, and react:with ECM. Russian 
ECM can be expected, and the USSR is well aware of the 
techniques. A description is given of the types of ECM equip- 
ment which could be carried by the various Russian aircraft. 
ECM can be carried either internally by the aircraft, or - 
externally in a pod. This external method though it has its 
advantages also decreases the weapon load. Chaff creates 
spurious radar echoes. It has the advantage of being relatively 
cheap, consuming no electrical power, and it is broadband. 
NATO aircraft are equipped with chaff dispensers, and it can 
reduce the ability of tracking radars. ; 

Deception jamming can be used to induce tracking errors 
in a fire control radar or a missile homing head. Conical 
scanning can be countered to some extent by an additional 
AM signal induced into the received signal. This induced error 
can cause the radar to move off target. However, this again can 
be counteracted by using monopulse and pseudo-monopulse 
radars, which compare signals received simultaneously to 
establish in which direction a tracking error lies. 

Decoys can be used to counter a tracking radar, and suggest 


-a target which is actually removed from the original one. More

Pan-European Associations is an ambitious new directory of 
multi-national organisations in Europe. Produced to CBD’‘s 
well known high standard, the directory makes a bold attempt 
to list voluntary organisations within Europe; either inter- 
national bodies whose membership is limited mainly to Europe, 
or those representing Europe or a significant number of 
European countries. 

The scope is fully defined and the format of entries is clearly 
explained. The publication has a useful abbreviations index in 
addition to the subject index. The entries are in one single 
sequence by title, with cross references from titles of organisa- 
tions in other languages to the main entry under the English 
title. With some organisations having as many as 10 alternative 
names, the cross references entries outnumber the main entries. 
Alternative forms of layout could have made the directory 
easier to use. 

The quantity of information supplied for each organisation 
varies from the fullest details, to notes explaining that an 
organisation is no longer in existence or that it is ‘loosely 
structured’. 

This will be a welcome addition to any good directory 
collection. No doubt its existence will encourage the submission 
of entries for additional organisations, and the notification of 
changes for listed organisations.

This is 
followed by discussions of packet and circuit switching. 

Practical aspects are not forgotten. There are chapters on 
message compression, utilization patterns, deadlocks and 
recovery and security. Although the book came out in 1981 
the discussions are still highly relevant as the diversity of 
network architactures and protocols remains.

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Computerised systems are playing an increasing role in the operation of library and information services 
in the UK. Large mainframe information systems, for example Blaise, Dialog etc., are both well known and 
widely used by librarians and information officers of all disciplines. Few institutions have been able to 
afford mainframe computers specifically to run their internal library or information services, but some have 
been able to run in-house services using spare capacity on mainframes installed for other purposes. 


The advent of the microprocessor has allowed the development of small but powerful computer systems 
which many information managers can afford. The availability of these new computer systems has stimulated 
the development of many software packages which are particularly suitable for use by small libraries and 
information units. Agricultural and biological libraries and information services are no exception to these 
trends, but Aslib Biological and Agricultural Sciences Group recognised that there were many small library 
and information units in the UK which were under-informed about current thinking and developments 
relating to these new systems. This Conference set out to try and reduce this problem by highlighting the 
experiences of established users of mainframe and microcomputer technology. 


Computers are not just labour saving devices, they offer opportunities for completely new methods of 
working and the establishment of types of information service impossible with other work regimes. Such 
changes have an inevitable impact on information staff and information users, and the proceedings also 
approach these problems constructively.

Most readers of this column must be as concerned as lam ~” 
that the development, sales, evaluation, use, etc., of software 
packages in our areas of competence is a jungle. There are few 
standards, no methodical means of maintaining awareness, no 
evaluative procedures (or even criteria to base them upon), no 
one ‘clearing house’ which can assist, inform and advise the 
non-computer specialist librarian, information manager/officer.

Corporate — because there is no longer any justification for 

any ‘departmentality’ in Aslib. 


Business — because Aslib is now a £2m turnover business, 
which must be run on proper business lines. 
Plan — because it is essential to know where we’re 


going and how we're going to get there. Such a 
planis not set in concrete, but wil! be flexible 
and capable of adjustment tn line with changing 
circumstances. 
My intention is to consult with as many people as possible 
— staff, committees, Groups and Branches and members, and 
there will be an opportunity for this to happen before the plan 
is put to the Council for approval in the autumn. 


* Audiovisual librarians’ weekend 


| had a good opportunity to meet the members of the two 
AV groups (Aslib and the LA) who work very closely together 
and who publish the Audiovisual Librarian, at their annual 
weekend seminar at Bulmershe College, Reading on 1 July. 

Giving a keynote address to any conference after the 
conference dinner on the first night might always be a recipe 
for disaster. Fortunately, they seemed to respond to a ‘lighter 
touch’. The debate that followed my address was a most 
stimulating one, and was continued, | gather, throughout the 
rest of the weekend. The theme was ‘the value of information, 
and the effects that cost and price might have on the general 
availability of information’ — | challenge anyone to get a joke 
or two out of that! 


*CBI-I: Second Aslib/CBI Conference a Success 


On 12 July, the temperature hit 90°F in London, but there 
were over 100 lucky people in Centre Point who kept cool — 
and indeed, complained at one time that the auditorium was 
too cool! These were the participants in our second joint 
venture with the CBI — a conference entitled ‘Office Tech- 
nology in Organisations — Making it Work for You!’ There 
were some excellent papers, describing in practical terms 
what to work for, what problems to anticipate and what to 
actually do — and what not to do! 

It is clear that the introduction of IT has an impact far 
beyond that of just enabling an organisation to automate its 
clerical routines. The speakers, both from the platform and 
from the floor, gave good accounts of their experiences. 
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Of great interest to me was the view — multiply confirmed 
— that it takes at least two years to implement fully an inte- 
grated office system. But having done it once, it’s easier the 
second time! 

These ventures with the CBI are, | believe, very important 
to our future development, for it enables us to expose Aslib 
thinking to senior executives who are far removed from 

‘traditional’ library and information activities, but who are 
nevertheless, concerned with improving the effectiveness of 
information management. 


*CBI-II: The question of copyright 


|i am maintaining very close communication with Mr George 
Allan of the CBI (Social Affairs Director) on this thorny 
question. The Publishers’ Association and the Copyright 
Licensing Agency are now in the initiative, seeking favour- 
able comment — and signatures if possible — on their copy- 
right licensing agreement. A meeting, just to exchange infor- 
mation and to assist understanding, has been arranged between 
the CBI and the PA for 29 July, and | have arranged a similar 
meeting between the PA and the members of the Big League 
on 26 July (Big League = information managers of BP, Shell, 
ICI, Unilever}. These meetings are intended to indicate our 
case to the PA — in no sense shall we negotiate. That is, not 
until at the very minimum the concept of free ‘single copying’ 
is accepted and established and the rules of the game clarified 
beyond any ambiguity. 


*Volunteer, please! 


We have been invited to provide a representative on the 
BSI technical committee OIS/14, which is working on biblio- 
graphic data elements and their interchange, along with 
another committee DOS/7. The committee is bending its 
corporate mind to the draft standard DD 75 which, inter 
alia, incorporates a ‘recommendation on a general purpose 
language for the interchange of machine-readable data with 
the minimum of negotiation or agreement between inter- 
change parties’ — sounds like fun!

Office technology in organisations: conference report 


‘Making office technology work for you’ was the theme of 
the conference jointly presented by the CBI and Aslib. The 
meeting, held at Centre Point on 12 July, was chaired by 
Lord Kearton. 

The object of the conference was to give Company Directors 
and their Senior and Technical Managers an understanding of 
the technology of automated systems and its likely effect on 
themselves, their organisation and their staff. 

Only one-third of the delegates attending the meeting 
worked in companies where automated systems had already 
been installed, but another third were planning to introduce 
such a system shortly. Much of the day was spent therefore 
in assessing the feasibility of introducing office systems, their 
cost effectiveness and acceptability by managers and staff, 
and auditing the benefits after installation. 

Ms Carolyn Hayman of Coopers & Lybrand Associates 
Ltd commented that whilst the successful installation of 
office technology can result in cash benefits such as staff 
savings, the greater utilisation of capital equipment and 
reductions in inventory levels, it is the additional ‘intangible’ 
benefits such as improvements in customer service or the 
streamlining of operating procedures which can make the 
investment in office systems pay off. Anticipating the cost 
of installing a new system is a hazardous business. Equip- 
ment costs may be no more than one-third of the total bill, 
and the actual cost may be double the original optimistic 
forecast due to such factors as training, maintenance, data 
conversion and preparation of the working environment. 
Typically, a new office system will take two years to install. 

In addition to the presentations made by four consul- 
tants on the planning, selection and organisational issues, 
two case studies were presented. In one of these, Michael 
Ferrand of the British Railways Board Consultancy Service 
and Ross Furby, BR’s Chief Advertising Manager, described 
how British Rail is using its Central Advertising Services 
department as a prototype testbed for the electronic office. 
The system ts built upon a dedicated mini-computer installed 
and controlled by the users, with the objective of establishing, 
by the end of 1983, a departmental! support system, pro- 
cessing data, text and possibly graphics. 

At the end of the day delegates were asked to propose 
specific topics in the office technology field which it is hoped 
will form the basis of future conferences to be organised 
jointly by the CBI and Aslib.

AEBIG’s database sell-out 


It seems that all you have to do these days to ensure 
instant sell-out is to combine the magic words ‘database’ and 
‘seminar’ on your events programme. That’s what AEBIG did 
not once but twice last April when representatives of some of 
the best known business databases and hosts — and some not 
so well known — were invited to the BLAISE Training Suite 
to puff their wares. They didn't have it all their own way, 
though. AEBIG had also invited Allan Foster of Preston 
Polytechnic (author of Which Database? and Which Databank? 
to see fair play, perhaps counter some of the more optimistic 
claims made by the sales reps, and put the services described 
into their context. Dialog and Datastar were there, outlining 
the various business databases they provided (many of which 
are duplicated on the two systems). Datasolve put their new 
World Reporter through its paces (described in AEB/G News 
for February) and talked about their imminent Economist 
full text service. Datastream explained what their company 
accounts service could do (see below for more news of Data- 
stream developments), and Comshare showed off their Acorn 
market research database giving Census-based socio-economic 
data. 

Andrew Ettinger, of the London Business School, who 
organised the event for AEBIG, will be happy to provide 
further informatian on any of the databases featured — you 
can talk to him on 01-262 5050. 

Only one small grouse about an immaculately organised 
event — if AEBIG go to the trouble and expense of hiring the 
British Library’s technological wonderland, why do most of 
the representatives lack the courage of their convictions and 
rely instead on chalk, talk and slides? Only Datasolve were 
brave enough to accompany their talk with a ‘real time’ 
demonstration.

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£5 million for business database development 


Kenneth Baker, the Government’s Information Technology 
Minister, has announced that £5m is to be made available over 
the next four years for the development of databases which 

‘provide information to Industry and business and enable them 
todo their job better — and which in themselves help to develop 
a strong information supply sector in the UK’. (The full 
details were given in British Business for 1 July.) For a Govern- 
ment dedicated to avoiding expenditure wherever possible to 
announce an initiative like this, it must clearly regard the area 
as a vital one. The outlook for AEBIG members both as 
consumers and actual or potential providers of publicly 
available databases is therefore very promising. The money is 
being made availatle under the DTI’s Support for Innovation 
scheme, and grants will cover up to one-third of total develop- 
ment costs. There will, however, be no continuing subsidies 
after this, and so only activities that can demonstrate potential 
succes$ in the market place will be eligible for launching aid. 
Mr Baker said that there was a need to find where there were 
still opportunities to create specialised databases that met 
unfilled needs.

Private companies online from ICC/ Datastream 


And scarcely a month seems to pass without a new online 
business information service. Last month we had news of Dun 
& Bradstreet’ s online version of KBE, currently being evaluated. 
Now Datastream and ICC have joined forces to make profit 
and loss account, balance sheet and other information avail- 
able both to existing Datastream subscribers and to other 
users with a teletype compatible terminal. Annual accounts 
of about 10,000 unquoted and subsidiary companies are 
available. There’s a £30 a month subscription fee, and then 
you pay £2.50 for a profit and loss account, balance sheet, 
ratio analysis or profile data, £7.50 for a full report or £40 
for a search. Datastream’s literature also points out that 
most mini and microcomputers can be made teletype com- 
patible (i.e. they can communicate with a remote computer 
via a telephone line — you don’t need a dedicated link to the 
computer).

Shopping in small areas 


Liquidations from Extel 


URPI, the quaintly-titled Unit for Retail. Planning Informa- 
tion, has developed a whole new system for the provision of 
local estimates of consumer retail expenditure for small, user 
defined areas. The estimates are househoļd-based and take

account of the socio-economic characteristics of the local 
resident population. They give details by 14 categories of 
goods, and for all convenience goods, all comparison goods, 
and all consumer retail expenditure. They can cover for 
example major shopping centres, local authority areas, or any 
other area of whatever shape or size, including drive time 
bands. The basic charge for each report is £110 if the demo- 
graphic data is supplied by the user. For a user defined area 
where URPI compiles the demographic data from the 1981 
Census, the typical cost would be £200. For a major shopping 
centre — £150 using provisional 1981 Census results. And the 


Rolis Royce service, using final 1981 Census results and 
including the provision of 1981 Shopping Centre Trade Area 
demographic profiles for the area — £360. You have to add 
VAT to all this, but URPI members can knock 10% off all 
prices. URPI are at 26 Queen Victoria St., Reading RG1 1TG.

Would you risk dealing with an unregistered business? 


Question is, of course, registered with whom? Sales bumph 
from the European Registry of Commerce S.A., based in 
Brussels, exhorts potential customers to check and see if 
businesses are confident enough to be registered with them 
before entering into a trading relationship. You can’t do this 
for nothing, of course — each enquiry costs £3 (or £6 for an 
express service by telex) and there are discounts for pre- 
purchase of larger quantities of search units. If the company 
or business concerned is not registered, the Registry says 
that it will try to collect the data and will forward a trans- 
cript to the enquirer as soon as the registration has been 
effected. If the Registry is unable to provide the data, the 
fee will be credited (not returned, it seems) in full. The 
application form also invites enquiries on how to register — 
there’s presumably a fee for that too, although no indication 
is given of how large or small it is. Does anyone have any 
further details on/experience of the European Registry of 
Commerce S.A.? Does anyone know what guarantees are 
provided by registration? Do drop AEB/G News a line, or 
give us a ring. 


Setting up from scratch 


This new Aslib course to be held on 4 October at Aslib 
could be of particular interest to AEBIG members. It offers a 
practical, step-by-step approach to the task of setting up a 
library or information service in the initial stages. The course 
is intended for anyone, whether qualified or not, who has 
recently started, or is about to start, establishing such a service 
from scratch. 

A number of companies who may not previously have had 
a formal library collection are now becoming aware of the 
need for some central, well-organised library or information 
service. The person appointed to carry aut the task may or 
may not be a qualified or experienced library/information 
worker. Sometimes a subject specialist is appointed; often 
someone who has had a different role within the organisation 
is asked to set up the service. 

This course will enable such a person to get started and to 
know who to approach for further guidance. As a result 
participants will be able to: : 

— carry out information needs analysis on which to base 

an information service 

— use check Jists as a structured, time-saving approach to 

planning a service 

— promote and make presentations about the service 

— plan the longer-term development of the service. 

The course will be run by Sylvia Webb, who is Business 
Librarian at Stoy Hayward and Co., and has been involved in 
business information for a number of years. The course fee 
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is £75.00 (£55.00 for members of Aslib) and further details 
are available from the Aslib Professional Development Group 
Manager, Daphne Clark.

AUDIOVISUAL GROUP 


The Audiovisual Librarian Award 1983 


Dr Valerie Graves and the Graves Medical Audiovisual 
Library are this year’s recipients of the Audiovisual Librarian 
Award. The Award is given for significant contribution to the 
use or development of audiovisual materials in libraries in 
the United Kingdom. The Award is open to individuals from 
any area of library work, and in 1983 it was open to manu- 
facturers, companies or groups who fulfil the criteria of signifi- 
cant contribution. 

The award was presented to Dr Graves and the Graves 
Medical Audiovisual Library at the Annual Study School of 
the Audiovisual Librarian held at Bulmershe College of Higher 
Education, Reading on 1—4 July 1983. 

In 1957 Doctors John and Valerie Graves set up the Medical 
Recording Service as something of a spare time activity at 
Kitts Croft, in Writtle, Essex. The service was designed to keep 
fellow GPs up to date by circulating recorded lectures on disc 
or open reel tape. Since then, it has grown first into the 
Medical Recording Service Foundation of the Royal College 
of General Practitioners, and now the Graves Medical Audio- 
visual Library, an independent charitable body. 

As it grew, the emphasis changed from circulating lectures 
to GPs to the loan and sale of tape-slide programmes to medical 
schools and hospitals. The founders designed and produced 
their programmes for use on the simplest of tape players and 
slide viewers, and today with video equipment becoming 
cheaper the GMAL also loan videotapes. 

The service has undoubtedly made a major contribution to 
medical education, but of course this award is not made for 
achievement in the field of medicine. Of relevance to the 
Audiovisual Librarian is the fact that the service has encouraged 
many hospitals and medical schools to set up audiovisual 
collections. It has created an awareness of audiovisual material 
among doctors and students, and made an enormous amount 
of good quality material available at low prices. The staff of 
the GMAL have always beeing willing to help and advise the 
librarian starting out in the audiovisual area of librarianship 
and the award is a small recognition of this positive attitude. 

The Audiovisual Librarian making the award is the official 
journal of the Audiovisual Groups of Aslib and the Library 
Association. It is a quarterly publication with an estimated 
readership of some 8000 world wide. Members of the two 
groups are librarians at all levels and in many different spheres 
of work, from educational institutions such as universities, 
polytechnics, colleges and schools to national and public 
libraries and special libraries including the archives of film, 
television, sound recordings, photographs and other audio- 
visual materials. The journal deals with audiovisual materials 
and tries to highlight the special concerns of the librarian in 
relation to nonbook materials; the acquisition, organisation, 
storage, cataloguing and exploitation or use of the materials 
available.

1983 Conference Paper: The Electronic Revolution Comes 

to Your Car 

M. Westbook (Ford Motor Company) 

Paper given at the Aslib Electronics Group Annual Conference 
14—16 April 1983 


in recent years there has been a steady increase in the 

amount of electronic equipment used in mass-produced cars. 
British Leyland’s Maestro is a good illustration of how far 
things have developed in recent years. The automotive indus- 

try’s response to the ‘new technologies’ has been slower than 
~ jn some other sectors because of two important factors, 
costs and reliability. But as costs have been reduced and the 
reliability of both cars and equipment has improved then 
electronics has begun to make great inroads into automotive 
engineering. 


Areas where electronics can be introduced into cars 
(1) Engine control. 
(2) Electronic Instrument Display. 
(3) Traffic and Road Information. 
(4) Wiring Systems. 
(5) Anti-skid Brakes. 
(6) Other developments. e.g. Speed Control, Electronic 
Headlamps. 
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(1) Engine Control 


Electronics have made ignition systems more reliable and 
electronic transmission systems, which can change transmission 
ratios to make the engine operate more efficiently, can improve 
fuel consumption by 20%. The use of electronic exhaust 
emission control systems will help to reduce pollution. Future 
developments will include microcomputer controlled ignition 
systems and electronic fuel injection systems. 
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(2} Electronic Instrument Display 


The, following display technologies have been used for car 
instruments e.g. LEDS (light emitting diodes), gas discharge, 
electroluminescence, vacuum fluorescence, liquid crystals 
and CRTs (cathode ray tubes). All these technologies, with 
the exception of liquid crystals, suffer from the disadvantage 
of having a great many connections, which may be affected 
by a vibrating venicle. Recent advances in liquid crystal 
technology have reduced the number of connections necessary, 
and this type of display device also has the advantage of not 
being affected by sunlight. 

The car industry is now using digital readouts for instru- 
ments such as the speedometer, as tests revealed that drivers 
found it easier and quicker to read this type of display. 


(3) Traffic and Road Information 


Although this type of information service is still at the 
development stage in the UK various systems are being 
developed. The BBC’s CARFAX will allow drivers to receive 
local weather and traffic information. A system available in 
Japan and West Germany gives the driver information on the 
best route to take, for example, through a busy city. 


(4) Wiring Systems 


Electronic developments in this area include: multiplex 
wiring'which means that a single cable can take all the power 
round the car; a multiplex control centre for switching and 
monitoring the power loads as well as providing the logic for 
data processing; sensor warnings for coolant, temperature, 
oil pressure etc. Some of these developments mentioned will 
be introduced into mass-produced cars within the next ten 
years. . 


(5) Anti-Skid Brakes 


Anti-lock braking systems are now usedi in trucks, BMW’s 
and Mercedes and will eventually be introduced into produc- 
tion cars. As automotive engineers overcome the problem cf 
electromagnetic interference then these electronic braking 
systems will become more reliable. 


(6) Other Developments 


(a). Automotive temperature control and air conditioning. 
(b) Seat belt and other safety systems. 
(c}' Speed control.

Cable Report 


This report entitled ‘The Development of Cable Systems 
and Services’ issued by the Home Office and Department of 
Industry was published by HMSO in April 1983 at £6.00. 
Cmnd 8866. Its main proposals are as follows: 


Cable Authority 


A new statutory body will be set up to award cable fran- 
chises and to exercise a measure of control and licences to 
cable operators. 


Cable Operators 


The bodies have been licensed. These are British Tele- 
communications and the Mercury Consortium. 


Cable Technology 


No recommendation is made as to what system to use 
i.e. star switched or tree and branch or what type of cables 
i.e. fibre optics or coaxial cable. Tree and branch systems 
can be used for coaxial cable but it is not suitable for fibre 
optics. | am convinced that we should go for the star system 
with fibre optics, but the area of interest to us is the pro- 
gramme maker and the people providing these services. The 
technology is there for all programmes to be stored on video 
discs and methods in which the user could dial up any of 
these programmes on an individual basis. There is some work 
for us in organising this. The aspect of greatest interest to the 
TPG is wayleaves which is the right of access granted by the 
local authority. Rigid bureaucracy could result in the opening 
up of new wayleaves being prevented.

Long range planning 


The June issue of this journal is devoted to Planning in 
North America. It makes interesting reading in that many of 
the problems that concern them are similar to the United 
Kingdom. One very interesting article is ‘Natural Policy 
Making in the Global Economy: The case for US Economic 
Planning’. In fact you could republish most of it with UK 
substituted for USA. Reference is made however to one body 
of which there is no equivalent in the UK. This is the National 
Commission Advisory Committee on National Growth Policy 
Process. In the article they set the following objectives: 

— provide a firmer base for sectoral economic information 
for planning and evaluation with respect to certain key 
materials and committees; 

— anticipate and access the consequences of events or 
interventions in the system as a whole; 

— monitor the implications of these events or interventions 
and adjust policies accordingly; 

— provide the means to compare consequences of different 
policies and to reconcile contradictions among them; 
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— perform longer-term analysis designed to identify 
problems that may arise in the future. 

The authors of this article then go on to make the following 
comment: ‘Since this may sound too comprehensive to some, 
it must be remembered that the institution that handles this 
will be mandated to make sure that we do not become a 
planned society but rather that we become an occasional 
planning society that learned the hard way things have changed 
since the time of Adam Smith. As has been said, much govern- 
mental interference in the economy now consists of ad hoc 
reactions to situations which have become acute because they 
had been ignored until they become intolerable. With the 
benefit of foresight, it is certainly reasonable to expect that 
any necessary governmental intervention will be more con- 
sidered, more timely, and less heavy-handed’, 

My only comment is Amen!

Allegations of mismatch between the output of library- 
information schools and the requirements of employers 
are voiced sufficiently often as to be cause for concern. 
This report is the result of a short-term investigation 
of the extent to which these allegations are founded 
in reality.

*The question of copyright 


In my column last month, | referred to the two meetings 
which were set up involving the Publishers’ Association — or 
more strictly the Copyright Licensing Agency Ltd (CLA). 

These meetings have now taken place, and from my direct 
observation and other reports it is clear that the CLA is taking 
a very hard line indeed. It is obvious from the attitude struck 
by Clive Bradley and his colleagues that they are quite deter- 
mined to push through a licensing agreement come what may 
— ‘fair dealing’ is just not in any way acceptable. For our part, 
great concern was expressed at the complexity and cost of 
administration — for all parties — but it seems to be a dialogue 
of the deaf, at least for the moment. 

| have been in touch with Ray Wall, the Chairman of the 
Aslib Working Party on Copyright, suggesting that we re- 
convene the WP and re-establish our joint strategy with our 
sister organisations — and the CB]! 


*Enter the ‘IMPU’ 


No, not an obscure and endangered East African ungulate, 
but the newly-established Information Management Projects 
Unit here at Aslib. This is to be established under the leader- 
ship of Peter Vickers, who is currently the Manager of our 
Information and Consultancy Group, 

It has been clear for some time now that ‘information 
management’ is our business. As an organisation we are 
concerned with a whole range of activities, including, of course, 
the ‘core’ activities associated with librarianship and informa- 
tion science. However, with the almost explosive growth of 
technology, and the rapidly increasing realisation of the 
significance of information as a resource, we occupy a parti- 
cularly favourable position to provide information, data and 
advice on an increasingly complex and significant management 
activity. 

Therefore, in order to take full advantage of this, we need a 
specialist consultancy unit which will be Aslib’s ‘leading edge’ 
in information management — this is IMPU. More next month. 


*Milton Keynes’ wise old bird 


| spent a fascinating day at MK way back in July. Some say 
| was on the lookout for Aslib’s new HiTech premises in the 
land of the concrete cows. However, it was nothing so sinister. 
| had been invited by Brian Burrows, the Information man at 
the MK Development Corporation, and was most interested 
to see the Information Technology Centre, run by Eric Bird, 
late of the Microsystems Centre in London. Eric has two staff, 
and is establishing a ‘showcase’ for IT where suppliers may 
show their products on permanent display. The idea is to bring 
the products and services to the attention of would-be pur- 
chasers — mostly business people. We discussed some aspects 
of possible collaboration and have resolved to meet again to 
start to get some detailed discussions going. There is a crying 
need for this sort of centre where essentially practical advice 
and information can be provided. 

In our area, the IT ‘showcase’ at the Polytechnic of Central 
London run by Neil McLean and Mel Collier is a good, but 


modest beginning. We need more such centres if the professions 
are to keep bang up to date — in practice as well as in theory! 


*That possible move 


Activity in ‘the move’ is accelerating, with another couple 
of meetings of the Working Party under our belt, the schedules 
of accommodation requirements being drawn up, pored over 
— and reduced drastically! 

This is a particularly difficult and complex problem, includ- 
ing as it does, aspects which take in financial, legal, human, 
technical and procedural issues, all of which will need to be 
resolved: satisfactorily if and when we finally do move. 

The first two meetings of the Joint Working Party with the 
Library Association have taken place, and a pleasingly cordial 
relationship has been established. Essential practical issues are 
being discussed. However, we are along way from any decisions 
— for or against joint occupation of a building — but the work 
is continuing to see what difficulties will need to be overcome, 
and what opportunities will arise or be created from our joint 
thinking. The very fact that the two organisations are under- 
taking this joint consideration must be a good augury for the 
future. 


*‘Aslib Information’ — some fundamental changes 


Our house-journal is due for a change of style, and by the 
time you read this, it will have had a change of editor. Heather 
Taylor, who has edited Al for over 3 years, has moved on, to 
be a lecturer for ISI. During her stay with us she has built Al 
into a reputable and respected publication, and she can move 
on in the Knowledge of a job well done. 

However, we must change both the image of Aslib and, 
thus, one of the primary vehicles whereby that image is 
promoted. One of the major changes will be that of reducing 
the ‘lead time’ of Al from 7 weeks to 2 weeks, thereby signifi- 
cantly increasing its timeliness and topicality. Also, | want to 
see more debate in the columns of Al — informed debate, which 
will enable you, the membership, to give us your views on the 
issues of the day in the library and information resources 
(LIR) field.

Services available 


(1) Advice on information management (Contact: Valerie Gilbert, Lynne Main) 


The Centre offers information and advice on all aspects of information management, including librarianship and information 
science. Loan copies of books are available from the library to UK members and photocopies of any references required can be 
provided by means of pre-paid photocopy forms. 

We are the UK thesaurus centre, with a comprehensive collection of thesauri, subject headings and classification schemes, 
and we also have a special collection of brochures from library equipment suppliers. 


(2) Advice on the applications of information technology (Contact: Valerie Gilbert, Silvina Peniston) 


The Centre gives assistance in the field of information technology. We provide advice on software for library applications and 
can help with information on telecommunications, networks and other associated technologies, such as videotex and electronic 
publishing. 


(3) Referral assistance (Contact: Valerie Gilbert, Lynne Main)

Geoffrey Thompson graduated in Mathematics from 
Pembroke College, Cambridge in 1957. His first employment 
was with the British Tabulating Machine Company (Hollerith)

ONLINE SEARCHING SERVICE 


New databases now accessed by Aslib 
1. TED — Tenders Electronic Daily 


Supplement S of the Official Journal of the European 
Communities is now publicly available online on the ECHO 
system. All invitations to tender published in the Supplement 
are included in the database. The areas covered include 
building, civil engineering, supply of animal, vegetable, mineral 
and chemical products, and of manufactured goods of all 
kinds. Documents are available on the system the morning of 
publication, thus providing the online user with a big advantage 
in time. 

The database is searchable by date, type of document, 
nature of contract, type of procedure, regulation of procure- 
ment, awarding authority, awarding criteria, type of bid and 
by NIMEXE code for kind of work tendered as well as by use 
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of free text terms. This allows great flexibility of searching. 
Records are detailed and include the texts of the invitations 
to tender. 

As the tenders contain contracts worth millions of dollars, 
access to the database is indispensable for any organisation. 
The cost of searching the database is £6.00 per online connect 
hour. 


2. IBSEDEX — International Building Services Index 


IBSEDEX is the only English language database specialist 
to the mechanical and electrical services of buildings. World 
documentation from journals, books, research reports, confer- 
ence papers and standards is abstracted by member organisa- 
tions of REVHA (Representatives of European Heating and 
Ventilating Associations). The work is co-ordinated by BSIRA 
on whose computer IBSEDEX is stored and who have recently 
made the database publicly available. 

Over 3000 terms are added to the database annually. 
References are taken from /nternational Building Services 
Abstracts, BSIRA Bibliographies on Selected Topics, the 
BSIRA Library catalogue and various other sources and date 
back to 1977. The database is essential for searches on heating 
services, air conditioning and ventilation, plumbing and 
sanitation, piping and ducting or any other aspect of building 
services. 

The cost of searching the database is £15.00 per connect 
hour. 


3. DEVELOP 


Development, and innovative technologies appropriate to 
development and developing countries are covered by this 
database. Questions suitable for searches on this database 
include: 

use of water hyacinth for water quality improvement 

training for small enterprise development 

windpower 

automotive oil recycling 
The cost of searching on this database varies, with some users 
which supply information to the database receiving consider- 
able reduction. 


4. Jordans 


During October, the second phase of the launch of Jordan’s 
service will be completed. In addition to the basic information 
on UK company names and numbers, which was available 
under Phase |, searching on the daily charges register, and the 
register of company returns will be available. It is anticipated 
that Phase III will cover summary accounts, figures, and names 
of directors and shareholders. 

The charge that Aslib will make for third-party searching of 
this database is yet to be determined. 


5, Key British Enterprises 


Information on the top 20,000 British companies is available 
on this database (on Pergamon Infoline). It is particularly 
useful as a source of data on specific companies and for 
identifying and grouping companies for analysis and marketing 
purposes. 

The database will cost £50 per connect hour, with an 
additional charge per record depending on the quantity of 
information requested. 


Search costs 


Aslib members are charged the direct costs of online access 
only. This includes connect time, royalty charges and tele- 
communications. Non-members are charged an additional £25 
handling charge. Aslib can also set up semi-automatic SDI’s 
on any database, and run these as regularly as required for a 
handling chage of £5.00 per run for members and £8.00 per 
run for non-members.

News from the Translations Officer 


This month, | would like to remind members of Aslib that 
use of the Aslib Register of Specialist Translators is included 
in their annual membership fee. The Register is a list of expert 
freelance translators who can offer considerable knowledge of, 
and experience in, particular scientific and technical specialities: 
for instance, | have recently been able to recommend trans- 
lators with experience in such topics as wood treatment, 
viticulture and particle physics. A simple phone call to Aslib 
will usually enable enquirers to contact translators who can 
provide an accurate translation of foreign papers, so avoiding 
the dangers inherent in using a translator ignorant of the 
specialised terminology of a particular subject field. Many 
of the translators on the Register are also capable of providing 
translations from English into other languages, and of acting 
as interpreters on an informal basis. | hope that members will 
bear this facility in mind, and that libraries and information 
services in member organisations will ensure that other depart- 
ments are aware of this service.

TEN YEARS AGO . 


Workshop on education of users of scientific and 
technical information 


As part of a programme aimed at reviewing progress in 
various fields of information science research. OSTI arranged 
with Bath University to hold a residential workshop on user 
education on 14—16 September. The workshop was an initial 
step in a review of research on aspects of education and training 
aimed at improving the efficiency of handling, and effectiveness 
of use of information by scientists, social scientists and 
technologists in research, teaching, practice and administration. 
An interdisciplinary group of invited experts studied, in 
syndicates, the following areas: 

(1) Method of information handling. 

(2) Relevance of user studies to user education. 

(3) Who should teach the users. 

Each syndicate produced a report summarising its findings and 
recommending topics for more detailed study and review. 
Professor J. B. Jepson, of the Middlesex Hospital Medical 
School, was chairman of the workshop and will also chair a 
User Education Review Panel, created to follow up the 
workshop’s recommendations. Aslib was represented at the 
workshop by Mr J. Martyn, of the Research and Development 
Department. 

Editor’s note: This workshop was the starting point for 
much of the research in user education in the following years, 
including the setting up of the Travelling Workshops Experi- 
ment.

Companies House privatisation dead? 


It would seem so. Alex Fletcher, Consumer Affairs Minister, 
announced on 29 July that the Government had given up the 
attempt to hive off Companies House, apparently because of 
lack of enthusiasm on the part of the private sector, the 
difficulty they would face in making a profit out of the basic 
service, and because the Department of Trade recognised that 
to give the job to one firm would be unacceptable to others. 
However Mr Fletcher also stated that the Government had 
now decided to set up a study to see if it was possible to hive 
off the Cardiff, London and Edinburgh CROs into a quango. 
The Guardian suggested (29 July) that this was so that the DT! 
could claim officially that they at least had shed functions and 
staff! If such a quango were set up, it would certainly have its 
work cut out — 377,845 companies are currently in default for 
not submitting returns to Companies House for one or more 
years. 


Now LCCI will do searches 


The LCCI, which set up its own registry of business names 
following the axing of the official registry (AEB/G News 
May 1982), has now announced the formation of Business 
Registry Searches to provide business information and business 
name searches (full details in D & B Creditnews for July). It's 
based in Chepstow, and search facilities are available in four 
different registers. There is the new LCCI Business Registry, 
updated daily, the old Registry of Business Names previously 
maintained by the Department of Trade {3 million records in 
all although in practice most of the searching is done in the 
progressively computerised and updated ‘modern’ index, 
containing about 800,000 records from 1976), the index of 
companies maintained by the Registrar of Companies, updated 
daily, and the UK Registry of Trade Marks, updated weekly. 
Business Registry Searches are at Chepstow, where the old 
Registry of Business Names records are stored, and the address 
is Greyhound Chambers, Chepstow, Gwent NP6 5DB.

SCOCLIS wants more BLLD business information 


The Standing Conference of Co-operative Library and 
Information Services welcomes the introduction of a business 
information service at the Science Reference Library, but is 
concerned at the poor coverage of business information else- 
where in the British Library. It points out that the SRL’s 
service is of restricted use to those who cannot visit the library, 
and calls on the BL to commit resources to developing a more 
comprehensive collection of business material by the Lending 
Division. SCOCLIS also feels that the BL doesn’t sufficiently 
publicise those resources which are already available — a 
greatly improved collection of business journals, for example. 
What do other people feel about the adequacy or otherwise 
of business information provision in Britain, SCOCLIS 
wonders.

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Textline trials 


Textline is free for a day, the ad shouts, and who can blame 
them? it's a good service, and they want potential customers 
to find out for themselves — lots of meaty abstracts, for one 
thing, and it's so refreshing to come face to face with a 
database that talks to you in language human beings can 
understand. And as for what you can do with the output — 
there are some circumstances where you can almost literally 
burst the print-out, stick a cover on the front and bac< and a 
slide binder up the middle, and present it as your finished 
report. Not slow to recognise this themselves, Textline have 
even introduced a facility on their Newsline service (the 
current awareness bit) whereby the print-outs denote the size 
of an A4 page with a dotted line to facilitate cutting end 
presentation! 

Textline, in short, has a lot going for it. So why da we 
continue to have to put up with these inordinately long waits 
for the results to come up? You’ve frequently got time to go 
off and make a cup of coffee while the screen fills up with 
‘still searching’ messages — sometimes two cups. This may be 
all right if you're a dedicated user, but it’s no joke if you're 
paying for the time you use as a casual subscriber. They're 
always squirmingly apologetic when you phone up ard com- 
plain, and to be fair their computer upgrade earlier tris year 
did result in a marginal improvement. But — try and do 
anything in the nature of a long search strategy, and you must 
be prepared for long periods of inactivity and increased blood 
pressure. They try and persuade you not to indulge in this sort 
of thing, but why shouldn’t you? Complicated search strategies 
never gave Predicasts any problems. 


First find your management consultant 


The Management Consultancy Information Servic is a 
central source of information on management consultants in 
the UK. it aims to help those seeking the advice of consultants 
to discover firms and individuals whose experience and back- 
ground are most appropriate to the needs of the client organi- 
sation. MCIS will prepare a shortlist of consultants to match 
client needs, provide information on them, including client 
references, and provide samples of consultancy fee rates and 
terms of working. They also publish a newsletter, salary survey 
and a directory of UK management consultants.

Life goes on at the FT 


At the time of writing the FT has just returned (to tre accom- 
paniment of a 5p increase) after an absence of over iwo 
months. It was a period during which its Fleet Stree: rivals 
were printing ever more dire prognostications about the 
paper's future; however some spark of life was still detectable 
during its period cf suspended animation. Devotees of . 
Datastar’s Financial Times company information database 
will have been relieved to note that during the dispute, the 
database continued to be updated direct from the jcurnalists’ 
copy. 

We also now have the recently published Financial Times 
Mergers and Acquisitions, a quarterly cumulative publication 
which lists all mergers, acquisitions and buy-outs which appear 
in the FT (or, presumably, would have appeared if the paper 
had been published). Each entry lists bidder, target company, 
industry sector of each, and the date on which the report 
appeared in the FT. It’s in four separate divisions which list 
acquisitions by sector, bidders in alphabetical order, acquired 
companies in alphabetical order, and all FT references to 
management buy-outs. The publication started in 1382, 
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and from 1983 the additional features of joint ventures, 
company divestments and pension fund investment activity 
are also being included. Each issue also carries articles by 
‘expert informed commentators’ on different aspects of the 
mergers and acquisitions scene both in the UK and worldwide. 
Mergers and acquisitions comes at £85 a year. 


More on small firms from CPI 


Following Capital Planning Information’s study of the 
information needs of small firms (AEB/G News Nov/Dec 
1982) a seminar was held to discuss its findings and identify 
courses of action. This has resulted in yet two more reports, 
both commissioned by BLRDD. /ntermediary services for 
small firms (BL R & D Report 5765, £10) is a study of inter- 
mediary agencies operating in the small firms sector, and an 
attempt to establish parameters for an intermediary service. 
Based on the results of in-depth interviews with existing 
agencies, it makes recommendations on location, staffing, 
funding and management. The other report, Business databases 
in the UK: a preliminary survey (BL R & D Report 5766, 
£5.50), resulted from the finding that data on local firms is 
often incomplete, out of date or unused owing to various 
constraints. The report looks at 22 local, regional or national 
database tnitiatives having relevance to small firms, attempts 
to identify a state of the art, and to indicate significant features 
and problems as a first step towards standardisation and 
integration.

The title of this paper, given on 15 April, 1983, was 
‘Microelectronics in modern telecommunications systems’. The 
paper was broadly divided into four parts: telecommunications 
networks; technological changes; systems and services changes, 
and continuing trends. 

The first part of Telecoms networks started with the 
question ‘Why should one have networks anyway?’ This was to 
avoid the need for each subscriber to have a unique connection 
to each other subscriber. The solution was for each subscriber 
to be connected to an exchange which would switch him to 
other subscribers also connected to that exchange. These local 
exchanges would serve a radius of about 5 kilometres to keep 
down line losses. There were some 6000 local exchanges, 
connected to each other through about 350 trunk exchanges 
(group switching centres). These switching centres were in 
turn interconnected via some 30 main switching centres. The 
structure was arranged in a tree and branch hierarchy which 
could be seen to be similar to that of a management system. 

A chart of the world’s networks was shown, derived from 
The World’s Telephones 1980 showing the relative density of 
penetration between different countries. 

This section finished with a brief overview of the network 
system, from the subscribers terminal, carrying speech data or 
video, through the transmission system, local and trunk, and 
including the switching system for private, local or trunk 
circuits. 

The second theme on technological changes started with a 
description of the difference between analog and digital 
signals. Analog signals were susceptible to amplitude distortion 
and so needed a linear transmission system. Digital signals have 
two levels only (zero or unity) so no amplitude distortion 
occurs and these signals are compatible with microelectronic 
systems. Conversion of signals from analogue to digital or vice 
versa is completely possible. 

Integrated circuits are usually digital in operation. Examples 
of this were shown using ordinary manual mains electric light 
switches and a microswitch which are basically digital in opera- 
tion but, of course very slow. 

Switching speed was illustrated, ranging from the manual 
switch operation at 3 or 4 operations per second, to the 
1,000,000 switching operations per second obtainable from 
the valve or from a transistor made about 20 years ago. 

Samples were then shown of firstly an integrated circuit 
containing 10 discrete semi-conductor switches, each capable 
of switching at a million operations per second, followed by a 
chip containing a hundred thousand switches each working at 
a million operations per second thus the contents of five 
printed wiring boards could now be combined in one integrated

circuit, giving enormous increases in the size/speed ratio of 
switching circuits. 

The semi conductor devices shown worked in quite a crude 
fashion as switches and so would be unsuitable for analogue 
circuits, but satisfactory in digital operation. 

Systems changes were illustrated with examples of cable, 
including coaxial cable carrying 2700 circuits at 12 megahertz, 
up to fiber optic cable using infra-red signals generated by 
semi-conductor lasers. Developments in exchange switching 
systems were shown. 

Under the heading Services Changes, it was interesting that 
modern exchanges are still striving to equal the variety of 
services which have traditionally been available from operators. 
Typically, over half of his engineers were now working on 
software to provide enhanced services. 

The following table was shown to illustrate the improve- 
ments in customer services:

Continuing trends for the future were illustrated with a series 
of snap shot comments as follows: 


(1) Integration of speech, video, and data. 

(2) Systems of becoming more user friendly, smaller, 
cheaper, using micro electronics. 

(3) Use of optical fibres and digital displays. 

(4) Use of computers as design and testing aids. 

(5) Voice recognition and synthesis. 

(6) Use of expert systems and knowledge-based systems 
(self adapting). 


Problems were foreseen in human adaptation and in the 
design of specifications and systems. A design and specifica- 
tions means also the design of specification languages. 

Slides were shown of modern exchange equipment, test and 
microwave equipment and telephones with various extra 
facilities. A graphic display illustrated an exchange for 5000 
subscribers reduced in size from 252 racks to 6 racks using 
micro electronics. 

Discussion at the end of this paper covered the following 
topics: 


1. The cost of video links: the number of repeaters becomes 
fewer, the number of circuits per cable increases, and so the 
numbers of cables and repeaters to be manufactured becomes 
much less and, in consequence, it might occur that manufac- 
turing industry will decline and/or amalgamate into multi- 
nationals. 

2. It was thought that an improvement in the size reduction/ 
switching capabilities ratio of between 10 and 10000 times 
might still be possible. 

3. Does the improvement in output via new technology 
outstrip the demand? Mostly output is technology-pushed, not 
demand-pulled, and based on survival for countries and 
companies. 

4. Work was continuing on ensuring a high degree of security 
for communications. 

5. Video phones were thought to be socially problematic.

IRCS Medical Science on BRS 


International Research Communication System (IRCS) of 
Lancaster, UK, a part of the biomedical division of Elsevier 
Science Publishers, has recently introduced an online file of 
its full-text journals on BRS. /RCS Medical Science is an 
integrated family of 32 specialist journals covering medical 
and biomedical science.

The online file contains all papers published from July

methods, results etc. A further paragraph lists where i.e. in 
which paragraph, and how often a search terms appears in 
the article. The full text can be printed out online or publishers 
reprints ordered.

Enterprise zones 


There is a detailed article in Management Today 1983 
May p. 70—77, 140—142 entitled ‘Zones of British enterprise’ 
by Rosemary Brown. It makes interesting reading but does not 
come to any firm conclusions. Meanwhile the government is 
considering setting up Free Ports! A report by Roger Tym and 
partners on monitoring enterprise zones does give some 
information. This organisation has the contract to monitor 
how well enterprise zones are performing, and the report 
(whose findings cover the period to the end of May 1982), 
shows that 297 companies created some 3,000 jobs. Most of 
the concerns had 10 or fewer employees and only eight had 
more than 50. Tha main criticism from the property world, 
that the zones largely attract nearby industry, appears to be 
substantiated. Of the 297 companies, 157 were start-ups and 
127 had moved ir from elsewhere — 63 from within the zone 
neighbourhood and 47 from within the county in which the 
zone was sited. Only 17 came from elsewhere. Of the 297 
companies which opened in the year to 31 May 1982, 128 
were in manufacturing industry, 140 in services and 29 in the 
construction sector. The figure of 157 start-up companies is 
encouraging. My main worry was that most of the firms 
setting up here would have just moved to the area from 
elsewhere. The report is available from Roger Tym and 
Partners, 26, Craven Street, London WC2 at £7.60 plus postage.

This could spoil the amenities within the 
town if the population is too large as well as the beautiful 
villages and countryside around Swindon. All New Towns have 
a target population. After that growth is expected to cease. 
The Estates Times feature comments on a question in Parlia- 
ment by Richard Needham expressing concern on this. He 
suggests a green telt around Swindon in order to halt growth.

Jobcentres and IT 


Jobcentres at present have a facsimile system for exchanging 
information on vacancies not in their area. This is slow and the 


Manpower Services Commission now have plans to change this. 


Each centre has a Perkins Elmer 3230 mini computer for 
storing details of local vacancies. From September this year 
these data bases will be linked by a wide area network called 
PENnet. This will be linked via British Telecom’s Packet 
Switching System. This will be a great help to the mobile job 
hunter. 

At Sheffield the MSC are planning a national database of 
about 5000 jobs which are not easy to fill. | expect these will 
be in the low paid service end and the high paid high tech- 
nology end. However this database could provide some very 
useful information which would be of great help to Govern- 
ment, Local Authorities and Educational bodies. We intend 
to make full use of information from this project in Milton 
Keynes.

Urbanisation and the Third World 


An article in Scientific American shows that in the USA 
the trend of population is still towards the rural areas at the 
expense of the larger cities.

This is a 
similar trend to the industrial revolution in the West. The 
question is can this be prevented in the Third World so that 
we al! enter the post industrial society at the same time?

European information industry survey 


A contract has been signed between EURIPA (European 
Information Providers Association) and Business International 
S.A. of Geneva which set in motion the first definitive survey 
of the European Information Industry. 

The survey which is expected to be comaleted by March 
1984 will involve some 2000 firms who are working or planning 
to be involved in the electronic information field, either by 
generating databases or through the operaticn of online services 
or through a range of other activities in wh ch electronic 
manipulation of data or text is involved. This definition thus 
includes not only organisations providing online financial 
information but also services using videotex as the distribution 
medium. 

Discussions between EURIPA and Busiress International 
S.A. resulted in a co-operative operation in which EURIPA 
provides to Business International the universe of some 2000 
names and addresses of organisations that comprise the core of 
Europe’s information industry. 

Questionnaires in four languages will be sent to these 
organisations and will be followed up by telephone or personal 
interviews. Computer analysis will then be used to provide a 
breakdown of the salient facts of the European industry. 

The survey will be marketed jointly by =URIPA and 
Business International and participants in the survey who 
respond to the questionnaire will receive summary of the main 
findings of the survey.

A study of the way in which informaticn is transferred 
between academic research institutions and industry has been 
initiated by The Technical Change Centre. The study, which

has been commissioned by the Science and Engineering 
Research Council (SERC), will concentrate on the output of 
engineering research from SERC supported work in academic 
institutions. The mechanisms by which scientists and engineers 
working in industry acquire both formally and informally 
disseminated information will be investigated with a view to 
determining the optimum way of disseminating the output 

of academic engineering research for the benefit of the UK 
economy. 

Initially, the study is being carried out within five specific 
areas of engineering research: noise and vibration, tribology 
and bearings, corrosion, grinding and dies and moulds. In each 
of these areas the SERC has produced a booklet setting out 
the current work in the field which is considered of relevance 
to industry. The Technical Change Centre is keen to contact 
scientists and engineers in industry who are working in these 
areas and who might or might not have read the relevant 
SERC publication. Also, the views of industrial information 
officers an the issue of information transfer are sought.

We now face the choice of sending these records (or the 
cleanest of them) out to a bureau for keyboarding and subse- 
quently working through them ourselves to clean them up; or 
to try to keyboard/clean them up gradually in-house.

Now we would 
appreciate some written accounts — they can be anonymous, 
official, from chief librarians, library assistants — in fact 
anyone who is willing to share their experience with us and 
perhaps help us to avoid mistakes.’

Computerised systems are playing an increasing role in the operation of library and information services 
in the UK. Large mainframe information systems, for example Blaise, Dialog etc., are both well known and 
widely used by librarians and information officers of all disciplines. Few institutions have been able to 
afford mainframe computers specifically to run their internal library or information services, but some have 
been able to run in-house services using spare capacity on mainframes installed for other purposes. 


The advent of the microprocessor has allowed the development of small but powerful computer systems 
which many information managers can afford. The availability of these new computer systems has stimulated 
the development of many software packages which are particularly suitable for use by small libraries and 
information units. Agricultural and biological libraries and information services are no exception to these 
trends, but Aslib Biological and Agricultural Sciences Group recognised that there were many small library 
and information units in the UK which were under-informed about current thinking and developments 
relating to these new systems. This Conference set out to try and reduce this problem by highlighting the 
experiences of established users of mainframe and microcomputer technology. 


Computers are not just labour saving devices, they offer opportunities for completely new methods of 
working and the establishment of types of information service impossible with other work regimes. Such 
changes have an inevitable impact on information staff and information users, and the proceedings also 
approach these problems constructively.

TRANSLATIONS ADVICE SERVICE 


From the Translations Officer 


Work is continuing on the questionnaire mentioned in 
previous issues of As/ib Information, although | have not yet 
had time to send out as many as | had hoped. | have had 
replies from several organisations, for which | am grateful, and 
| hope that many more organisations will reply soon. The 
questionnaire is intended not just for Aslib’s own purposes, 
but also to obtain some idea of the extent of translations 
activities undertaken by all types of organisations in Britain. 
The impression | had before I started work on the questionnaire, 
which has been confirmed by the replies | have already 
received, is that many firms have directly or indirectly cut 
down on their activities relating to translations. Not only have 
many organisations closed down Translation Departments or 
drastically reduced the number of translations they commission, 
but often a reduction of staff means that there is no staff 
available to try to locate existing translations of foreign 
material, or to coordinate the commissioning of translations. 
This situation is rather worrying, as there is an obvious danger 
that British researchers may become out of touch with research 
undertaken abroad. | certainly hope that | am being overly 
pessimistic about the present situation, but other people have 
expressed the same concern.

Cable TV franchises 


This is the most interesting development for September. 
The Government have asked for tenders for specific areas by 
the end of August for 12 franchises to build and operate 
multi-channel cable TV systems. There were 37 applications 
which will be assessed for the Government bw the Economic 
Intelligence Unit and it is hoped a decision will be made in 
November. For those who wish to study the full list it is in The 
Times and Financial Times on 2/9/83. The application of most 
interest to me is from Milton Keynes Cable Vision which 
consists of a consortium of Selec TV, British Telecom, Milton 
Keynes Development Corporation, GEC Telezommunications, 
MMG; BPCC and Virgin Records. Docklands nave also 
submitted an application for their area in partnership with 
Western Union (UK) called Channel 2,000. Merseyside 
Cablevision also looks interesting with Pilkington Glass, 
Virgin Records and Ringo Starr. This is returning to one’s roots 
for the ex-Beatle. 

Thorn EM! have submitted an application in Swindon as 
they run the existing cable there. Rediffusion are attempting 
to cover several areas including Cardiff, Leicester, Guildford 
and Dudley. A consortium for London has been set up — 
London West End Cable. 

Mercury have not submitted an application but plan to 
associate themselves with the successful applicants as a carrier. 
For those who are not familiar with this area and wish to 
know the background the following is worth reading.

Cabletime and Mercury 


There is an interesting interview in the Financial Times 
5/9/83, p. 13 with Peter Michael who represents the British 
side of Cabletime via UEI. This interview reveals that it was his 
idea to use the sewers as a wayleave with fibre optics. Mercury 
plan to use the railways, motorways and canals as wayleaves 
and then to use microwaves within the city area. At a recent 
local meeting at Scicon of the local branch of the HS, | 
suggested that-it would be better to link up with Cabletime 
and use the sewers. In this article it mentions that they are 
both in negotiation with an announcement in the next few 
months. Watch this space. Incidentally all the groups | have 
talked to are finding problems with the legal aspects of 
wayleaves. Therefore it is important that this group as a 
planning group has a look at this problem.

INFORMATICS NEWS 


The Challenge for Information in the ‘90s 


Following the very successful Informatics 7 which covered 
advanced computer systems, the Group is organising a seminar 
with the assistance of the British Computer Society’s Expert 
Systems Group on the possible impact of expert systems on 
information handling. These systems appear to be extremely 
powerful and potential applications include medical diagnosis, 
fault finding in machinery and assistance with geological 
prospecting. It is possible that the growth of expert systems 
may completely revolutionise information handling in all 
spheres of human activity as they offer the possibility for user 
interaction and feedback. 

Speakers will include Thomas Addis, Steve Pollitt and 
Helen Brookes, who will be examining expert systems from 
the viewpoint of the developer of these systems, while Mel 
Collier, Roger Slaney and Kevin Jones will be attempting to 
assess the impact which these systems may have on informa- 
tion processing in general and on the activities of librarians and 
information scientists in particular. The meeting is taking place 
at the Royal Aeronautical Society on 5 December 1983.

1979. This interest has declined, partly as a result of the 
increasing recognition of the importance of free-text searching 
and partly through changes in the Group’s Committee member- 
ship. Nevertheless, a one-day meeting on the developments in 
thesaurus construction techniques is being planned for 
29 February 1984. 

Some consideration was given to calling this event a 
thesaurus olympiad, but as a charge will have to be made, and 
justified to people who may not be amused, the more prosaic 
Thesaurus Workshop: an Up-date was chosen. It will be held 
in the Polytechnic of Central London and an opportunity 
to visit the IT Centre may be included. 

The Committee has some ideas for speakers, but it would 
also like to receive the names of people interested in presenting 
papers either on specific topics (including problems) or on 
specific systems. 


Futures 


A two-day meeting on Low Cost IR Systems is being 
planned jointly with the BCS IRSG, the Aslib Computer Group 
and the Institute of Information Scientists for October 1984. 
Preliminary work has also started on planning Informatics 8 
for Easter 1985 in Oxford. This will adopt the Alvey 
terminology of Intelligent Knowledge-Based Systems as its 
theme.

It never does any harm to issue another warning about 
bogus directories and the colossal sums they can cost you if 
you’re not careful. Procurement Weekly of 12 May last provided 
its own consumer guide to some of these non-publications, and 
they didn’t mince words about them. Their assessment of one 
particular offering went as follows — Cost: DM 235—2240. 
Publication: Unlikely. Value: None. Conclusion: Entirely 
crooked. 

Nearer home, our colleagues in Sheffield Commercial 
Library recently received a splendid species of the genus 
non-invoice for the International Telex Directory (Europe), 
allegedly published in Liechtenstein. The piece of paper, which 
mentioned a figure of £198 for an entry in the directory, 
exhibited several other features of interest: (1) It was posted

in the UK; (2) It contravened S] 1975/732 — the Unsolicited 
Goods and Services (Invoices etc) Regulations; (3) As a 
‘business name’, it should have given the names of the owners, 
and (4) despite the fact that it said it was not an invoice, it 
incorporated a Giro form, thus securing the unwitting 
involvement of National Girobank. The British address given 
was Data Telex Services, PO Box 14, St Austell, Cornwall. 

So watch it. -

Library and Information Services Council (LISC) meeting 
28 July 1983 


Atits July 1983 meeting, the Council received presentations 
on two issues arising from ‘Working together within a National 
Framework’, its second report on the future development o7 
library and information services; reviewed some present defi- 
ciencies in service provision and considered how co-operation 
among the whole range of library and information services 

might now be carried forward. 

Professor Peter Kirstein, the Head of the Department of 
Computer Science at University College, London, and Chairman 
of the British Library’s Research.and Development Depart- 
ment’s New Technology Group gave, at the request of the 
Chairman of Council, the first annual presentation on the 
work undertaken by the Group. This was in response to the 
Council’s wish that the Group should review the progress and 
application of new technology in library and information 
services and inform the Council’s thinking on possible and 
desirable future developments. (‘Working together within a 
National Framework’ had recommended that the Council 
and the Office of Arts and Libraries should have formal 
arrangements for carrying out such reviews and assessments.) 
Professor Kirstein stressed that the Group had been carrying 
out its new role for only a year and its first responsibility had 
to be to the British Library. The Group, however, could 
helpfully indicate to Council where support should be given 
and identify general developments requiring exploitation for 
the benefit of library and information services. 

Mr Don Kennington, Director of Capital Planning Infor- 
mation Ltd, gave a presentation on the Economics of Local 
Library Co-operation, research commissioned by the British 
Library Research and Development Department following a 
recommendation, also in ‘Working together within a National 
Framework’, that it should support research with the costs and 
benefits of co-operative arrangements. Mr Kennington said he 
had found libraries unable in many instances to provide ‘true 
costs’ and reluctant to appreciate the relevance of norms in 
assessing quality of service, points which were challenged in 
subsequent discussion. He believed that much co-operation in 
fact took place, although new technology was encouraging 
more overt co-operation. He advocated further research into 
specific areas of co-operative activity. The Council considered 
that such research could usefully include identifying new areas 
of co-operation, and examining the barriers to co-operation — 
such as Jack of financial and institutional support, and the 
rigidity of present structures. Co-operation was not always 
necessary and its merits needed in each instance to be assessed. 

The Council also considered comments, received by the 
Office of Arts and Libraries, on “The Regional Library Systems 


and the National Committee on Regional Library Co-operation’, 
Annex 3 of the ‘Working together . . . report, and decided . 
that these comments should form the background to its 
thinking on future developments in library and information 
services. 

It received from Miss Gillian Dare a paper on ‘Gaps in the 
provision of business and commercial information’ and after 
interested debate referred the paper to the Joint Consultative 
Committee for comment and to the Publishing Association for 
consideration. 


A framework for the development of the national library and 


information system 


This paper, drafted by the Council’s Secretariat, formed the 
basis for a general discussion on how the Council's thinking on 
developments in the national library and information system 
could be carried further. The Council decided to establish a 
working group to formulate a framework in which the principal 
recommendations in ‘Working together .. . and other central 
issues could be examined and built upon.-Mr Royston Brown, 
who had played a large part in the preparation of the two 
previous reports, agreed to act as the group’s Chairman. The 
Council appreciated that, in undertaking the work proposed, 
it was committing itself ta a.major study extending over more 
than one year and requiring expert advice.
